virtue. The two books of Eſdras, 
which ſtand firſt in the bal 
writings, were always excluded the 
Jewiſh Canon; nor were they ever 
admitted as authentic by the Roma- 
niſts themſelves.

3 At the ſame time came unto them Siſinnes 
the governor of Syria and Phenice, with Sa- 
thrabuzanes, and his companions, and ſaid unto 
them, | 

4 By whoſe appointment do ye build this 
houſe and this roof, and perform all the other 
things? and who are the workmen that perform 
theſe things ? 

5 Nevertheleſs, the elders of the Jews obtain-

9 Building an houſe unto the Lord, great and 


new, of hewn and coſtly ſtones, and the timber 
already laid upon the walls. 

10 And thoſe works are done with great ſpeed, 
and the work goeth on proſperouſly in their 
hands, and with all glory and diligence is it 


made. 


11 Then aſked we thele elders, ſaying, B 


whoſe commandment build ye this houſe, and 


lay the foundations of theſe works ? 

12 Therefore to the intent that we might 
give knowledge unto thee by writing, we de-

18 And the holy veſſels of gold and of ſilver 
that — had carried away out of 
the houſe at jeruſalem, and had ſet them in his 
own temple : thoſe Cyrus the king brought 
forth again out of the temple at Babylon, — 
they were delivered to Zorobabel, and to Sana- 
baſſarus the ruler, 

19 With commandment that he ſhould carry 
away the ſame veſſels, and put them in the tem- 
ple at Jeruſalem, and that the temple of the Lord 
ſhould be built in his place. 

20 Then the ſame Sanabaſſarus being come 
hither, laid the foundations of the houſe of the 
Lord at Jeruſalem, and from that time to this, 
being ſtill a building, it is not yet fully ended. 

21 Now therefore, if it ſeem good unto the 
king, let ſearch be made among the records of 
king Cyrus. 

22 And if 1t be found that the building of the 
houſe of the Lord at Jeruſalem hath been done 
with the conſent of king Cyrus, and if our lord 
the king be ſo minded, let him ſignify unto us 
thereof. 


23 Then. commanded king Darius no check 


| among the records at Babylon: and ſo at Ecba- 


tane the palace which is in the country of Media 
there 
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there was found a roll wherein theſe things were 
recorded. | 

24 In the firſt year of the reign of Cyrus, king 
Cyrus commanded that the houſe of the Lord at 

— ſhould be built again, where they do 
acrifice with continual fire: 
25 Whoſe height ſhall be ſixty cubits, and 
the breadth ſixty cubits, with three rows of hewn 
ſtones, and one row of new wood of that coun- 
try, and the expences thereof to be given out 
of the houſe of king Cyrus: 

26 And that the holy veſſels of the houſe of 
the Lord, both of gold and filver that Nabucho- 
donoſor took out of the houſe at Jeruſalem, and 
brought to Babylon, ſhould be reſtored to the 
houſe at Jeruſalem, and be ſet in the place 
where they were before. 

27 4 And alſo he commanded, that Siſinnes 
the governor of Syria and Phenice, and Sathra- 
buzanes, and their companions, and thoſe which 
were appointed rulers in Syria and Phenice, 
ſhould be careful not to meddle with the place, 
but ſuffer Zorobabel the ſervant of the Lord, 
and governor of Judea, and the elders of the 
Jews to build the houſe of the Lord in that place. 

28 I have commanded alſo to have it built up 
whole again, and that they look diligently to help 
thoſe that be of the captivity of the Jews, till 
the houſe of the Lord be finiſhed. 

29 And out of the tribute of Celoſyria, and 
Phenice, a portion carefully to be given theſe 
men, for the ſacrifices of the Lord, that is, to 


Zorobabel 
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Zorobabel the governor, for bullocks, and rams, 
and lambs : Fi 

30 And alſo corn, ſalt, wine, and oil, and 
that continually every year without further queſ- 
tion, according as the prieſts that be in Jeruſalem 
ſhall ſignify to be daily ſpent : tix 

31 That offerings may be made to the moſt 
high God, for the king and for his children, and 
that they may pray for their lives. * 

32 And he commanded that whoſoever ſhould 
tranſgreſs, yea, or make light of any thing afore 
ſpoken, or written, out of his own houſe, ſhould 
a tree be taken, and he thereon be hanged, and 
all his goods ſeized for the king. | 

33 The Lord therefore, whoſe name 1s there 
called upon, utterly deſtroy every king and na- 
tion, that ſtretcheth out his hand to hinder or 
endamage that houſe of the Lord in Jeruſalem. 

34 I Darius the king have ordained, that ac- 
cording unto theſe things it be done with di- 
ligence. 


CHAP. VII. 


1. Sinnes and others help forward the building. 1 The

HEN Siſinnes the governor of Celoſyria 
and Phenice, and Sathrabuzanes, with their 
companions, following the commandments of 
king Darius, Wb 
2 Did very carefully overſee the holy works, 
aſſiſting the ancients of the Jews and governors 
of the temple. 
3 And fo the holy works proſpered, when Ag- 
geus and Zacharias the prophets propheſied. 
4 And 
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4 And they finiſhed theſe things by the com- 


mandment of the Lord God of Iſrael, and with 


the conſent of Cyrus, Darius, and Artaxerxes 
kings of Perſia. 

5 1 And thus was the holy houſe finiſhed, in 
the three and twentieth day of the month Adar : 
in the ſixth year of Darius king of the Perſians. 

6 And the children of Iſrael, the prieſts, and 
the Levites, and other that were of the captivi- 
ty, that were added unto them, did according 
to the things written in the book of Moſes. 

7 And to the dedication of the temple of the 


Lord, they offered an hundred bullocks, two 


hundred rams, four hundred lambs ; 
8 And twelve goats for the {in of all Iſrael ac- 


_ cording to the number of the chief of the tribes 


of Iſrael. 


9 The prieſts alſo and the Levites ſtood arrayed 
in their veſtments, according to their kindreds, 
in the ſervice of the Lord God of Ifrael, ac- 
cording to the book of Moſes : and the porters 
at every gate. 


10 1 And the children of Iſrael that were of 


the captivity, held the paſſover the fourteenth 


day of the firſt month, after that the prieſts and 
the Levites were ſanctified. | 


11 They that were of the captivity, were not 


all ſanctified together: but the Levites were all 
ſanctified together. 


12 And ſo they offered the paſſover for all

ND after theſe things, when Artaxerxes the 

king of the Perſians reigned, came Eſdras 

the ſon of Saraias, the ſon of Ezerias, the ſon of 
Helchiab, the ſon of Salum, 

2 The ſon of Sadduc, the ſon of Achitob, the 
ſon of Amarias, the ſon of Azias, the ſon of Me- 
remoth, the ſon of Zaraias, the ſon of Savias, 
the ſon of Boccas, the ſon of Abiſom, the ſon 
of Phinees, the ſon of Eleazar, the ſon of Aaron 
the chief prieſt. 

3 This Eſdras went up from Babylon, as a 
ſcribe, being very ready in the law of Moſes, 
that was given by the God of Iſrael, 

4 And the king did him honour : for he 
found grace in his light 1 in all his requelts, 

5 There went up with him alſo certain of the 


children 
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children of Iſrael, of the prieſts, of the Levites, 


of the holy ſingers, porters, and miniſters of the 
temple, unto Jeruſalem, 

6 In the ſeventh year of the reign of king Ar- 
taxerxes, in the fifth month, (this was the king's 
ſeventh year) for they went from Babylon in the 
firſt day of the firſt month, and came to Jeruſa- 


lem according to the proſperous journey which 
the Lord gave them. 


7 For Eſdras had very great {kill, ſo that he 


omitted nothing of the law and command- 


ments of the Lord, but taught all Iſrael the ordi- 
nances and judgments. 


8 1 Now the copy of the commiſſion which was 


written from Artaxerxes the king, and came to 
Efdras the prieſt, and reader of the law of the 
Lord, is this that followeth ; 

9 King Artaxerxes unto Eſdras the prieſt, and 
reader of the law of the Lord, ſendeth greeting. 


10 Having determined to deal graciouſly, I  _ 
have given order that ſuch of the nation of the 


Jews, and of the prieſts and Levites, being with- 
in our realm, as are willing and deſirous, ſhould 
go with thee unto Jeruſalem. 

11 As many therefore, as have a mind there- 
unto, let them depart with thee, as it hath ſeem- 
ed good both to me, and my ſeven friends the 
counſellors ; 

12 That they may look unto the affairs of 
Judea and Jeruſalem, agreeably to that which 1s 


ee 


13 And carry the gifts unto the Lord of Iſrael 
to Jerulalem, which I and my friends have vow- 


ed 
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ed, and all the gold and ſilver that in the, coun- 
try of Babylon can be found, to the Lord in Je- 
ruſalem, 

14 With that alſo which is given of the people 
for the temple of the Lord their God at Jeruſa- 
lem: and that ſilver and gold may be collected 
for bullocks, rams, and lambs, and things there- 
unto appertaining; 

15 To the end that they may offer ſacrifices 
unto the Lord, upon the altar of the Lord their 

God, which is in Jeruſalem. | 

16 And whatſoever thou and thy brethren will 
do with the filver and gold, that do, according to 

the will of thy God. . 

17 And the holy veſſels of the Lord, which 
are given thee for the uſe of the temple of thy 
God, which is in Jeruſalem, thou ſhalt ſet be- 
fore thy God in Jeruſalem. 

158 And whatloever thing elſe thou ſhalt re- 
member for the uſe of the temple of thy God, 

' thou ſhalt give it out of the king's treaſury. 

| 19 And I king Artaxerxes have alſo com- 
manded the keepers of the treaſures in Syria and 
Phenice, that whatſoever Eſdras the prieſt, and 
the reader of the law of the moſt high God, ſhall 
ſend for, they ſhould give it him with ſpeed, 

20 To the ſum of an hundred talents of ſilver, 
| likewiſe alſo of wheat, even to an hundred cors, 
and an hundred pieces of wine, and other things 
in abundance. 

21 Let all things be' performed after the law

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of God diligently, unto the moſt high God, that 


wirath come not upon the kingdom of the king 


and his ſons. 


22 I command you alſo that ye require no tax, 
nor any other impoſition of any of the prieſts or 


Levites, or holy ſingers, or porters, or miniſ- 


ters of the temple, or of any that have doings in 
this temple, and that no man have authority to 


impoſe any thing upon them. 


23 And thou, Eſdras, according to the wiſdom 
of Cod, ordain judges and juſtices, that they may 


judge in all Syria and Phenice, all thoſe that 


know the law of thy God; and thoſe that know 


it not, thou ſhalt teach. 


24 And whoſoever ſhall tranſgreſs the law of 


thy God, and of the king, ſhall be puniſhed di- 
ligently, whether 1t be by death, or other puniſh- 


ment, by penalty of money, or by impriſonment. 


25 Then ſaid Eſdras the ſcribe, Bleſſed be the 
only Lord God of my fathers, who hath put 


theſe things into the heart of the king, to glorify 
his houſe that 1s in Jeruſalem, 


26 And hath honoured me in the ſight of the 
king and his counſellors, and all his friends and 


nobles. 


27 Therefore was 1 encouraged by the help 
of the Lord my God, and gathered together men 
of Iſrael to go up with me. 


28 J And theſe are the chief according to 


their families and ſeveral dignities, that went up 


with me from Babylon in the reign of king Ar- 


taxerxes. 


29 Of the ſons of Phinees, Gerſon : of the be

tus the ſon of Sechenias: 

30 Of the ſons of Pharez, FE and 
with him were counted an hundred and fifty 
men :

32 Of the ſons of Zathoe, Sechenias the ſon 
of Jezelus, and with him three hundred men: 
Of the ſons of Adin, Obeth the ſon of Jonathan, 
and with him two hundred and fifty men : 

33 Of the ſons of Elam, Joſias fon of Gotho- 
has, and with him ſeventy men : 

34 Of the ſons of Saphatias, Zaraias ſon of 
Michael, and with him threeſcore and ten men : 

35 Of the ſons of Joab, Abadias fon of Jeze- 
lus, poke with him two hundred and twelve men: 
36 Of the ſons of Banid, Aſſalimoth fon of 
Joſaphias, and with him an hundred and three- 
{core men : 

37 Of the ſons of Babi, Zacharias 5 of Be- 
bai, and with him twenty and eight men: 

38 Of the ſons of Aſtath, Johannes ſon of Aca- 
tan, and with him an hundred and ten men : 

39 Of the ſons of Adonicam the laſt, and theſe 
are the names of them, Eliphalet, Jeuel, and Sa- 
maias, and with them ſeventy men. 

40 Of the ſons of Bago, Uthi, the ſon of Iſtal- 
curus, and with him ſeventy men: 

41 And thele I gathered together to the river 
called Theras, where we pitched our tents three 


days ; and then I ſurveyed them.

42 But when I had found there none of the 
prieſt and Levites, 


43 Then ſent I unto Eleazar, and Iduel, and 
Maman, 

44 And Alnathan, and Mamaias, * Jori- 
bas, and Nathan, Eunatan, Zacharias, and Mo- 
ſollamon, principal men, and learned. 

45 And I bade them that they ſnould go unto 
Saddeus the captain, who was in the place of the 
treaſury, 


46 And cornmanded them that they ſhould 


ſpeak unto Daddeus, and to his brethren, and 
to the treaſurers in that place, to ſend us ſuch 


men as might execute the prieſts office in the 
houſe of the Lord. 


47 And by the mighty hand of our Lord they 


brought unto us ſkilful men of the ſons of Moll, 
the ſon of Levi, the ſon of Iſrael, Aſebebia and 


his ſons, and his brethren, who were eighteen : 
48 And Aſebia, and Annuus, and Oſaias his 
brother, of the ſons of Channuneus, and their 


. ſons were twenty men. 


49 And of the ſervants of the temple whom 
David had ordained, and the principal men, for 
the ſervice of the Levites (to wit) the ſervants of 
the temple, two hundred and twenty, the cata- 
logue of whoſe names were ſhewed. 

50 And there I vowed a faſt unto the young 
men before our Lord, to deſire of him a proſpe- 


rous journey, both for us, and them that were 


with us, for our children, and for the cattle.

55 And I weighed them the gold, and the 
ſilver, and the holy veſſels of the houſe of our 
Lord, which the king, and his council, and our 
princes, and all Iſrael, had given. 

56 And when I had weighed it, I delivered 
unto them ſix hundred and fifty talents of filver, 
and filver veſſels of an hundred talents, and an 
hundred talents of gold, 

57 And twenty golden veſſels, and twelve 
veſſels of braſs, even of fine braſs, glittering like

s 58 And I ſaid unto them, Both ye are holy 
unto the Lord, and the veſſels are holy, and the 
gold and the ſilver is a vow unto the Lord, the 
Lord of our fathers. 

59 Watch ye, and keep them till ye deliver 
them to the chief of the prieſts and Levites, 
and to the principal men of the families of Iſrael 
in Jeruſalem, into the chambers of the houſe ot 
our God. | 

60 So the prieſts and the Levites, who had

brought them unto Jeru en into the temple 
of the Lord. 


61 And from the river Theras we dep arted 
the twelfth day of the firſt month, and came to

52 And, when we had been there three days,

65 Moreover, they that were come out of the 

captivity, offered ſacrifice unto the Lord God 
of Iſrael, even twelve bullocks for all Iſrael, 
fourſcore and ſixteen rams, 
66 Threeſcore and twelve lambs, goats for a 
peace · offering, twelve; all of them a ſacrifice to 
the Lord. 
67 And they delivered the kings command- 
ment unto the kings ſtewards, and to the gover- 
nors of Celoſyria and Phenice; and they ho- 
noured the people, and the temple of God. 
68 Now when theſe things were done, the 
t auler came unto me, and ſaid, 
og The nation of Iſrael, the princes, the 


prieſts 
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prieſts, and Levites, have not put away from 
them the ſtrange people of the land, nor the 
pollutions of the Gentiles, to wit, of the Canaan- 
ites, Hittites, Phereſites, Jebuſites, and the Mo- 
abites, Egyptians, and Edomites. nb 
70 For both they and their fons have married 
with their daughters, and the holy ſeed 1s mixed 
with the ſtrange people of the land; and from 
the beginning of this matter, the rulers and the 
great men have been partakers of this miquity. 
71 And as ſoon as I had heard theſe things, I 
rent my clothes, and the holy garment, and 
pulled off the hair from off my head and beard, 
and fat me down ſad, and very heavy. 

72 So all they that were then moved at the 
word of the Lord God of Iſrael, aſſembled unto 
me, . whilſt I mourned for the iniquity : but I fat 
ſtill full of heavineſs until the evening facrifice. 

73 Then riſing up from the faſt, with my 
clothes and the holy garment rent, and bowing 
my knees, and ſtretching forth my hands unto 
the Lord, | RR 

74 1 ſaid, O Lord, I am confounded, and 
aſhamed before thy face; 

75 For our fins are multiplied above our 
heads, and our ignorances have reached up unto 
heaven. y | 

76 For ever ſince the time of our fathers, we 
Fave been, and are in great fin, even unto this 

ay: | 

77 And for our fins and our fathers, we with 
our brethren and our kings, and our prieſts, 

were given unto the kings of the earth, to the 

ſword, 
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ſword, and to captivity, and for a prey with 
ſhame unto this day. | 

78 And now in ſome meaſure hath mercy 
5 ſhewed unto us from thee, O Lord, that 
there ſhould be leſt us a root and a name in the 
place of thy ſanctuary; 

79 And to diſcover unto us a light in the 
houſe of the Lord our God, and to give us food 

in the time of our ſervitude. 
do Yea, when we were in bondage we were 
not forſaken of our Lord; but he made us gra- 
cious before the ings, 4 Perſia, ſo that they 
gave us food ; 

81 Yea, po 8 the temple of our 
Lord, and raiſed up the deſolate Zion, that they 
have given us a ſure abiding in Jewry and Jeru- 
ſalem. 

82 And now, 0 Lord, what ſhall we ſay, hav- 
ing theſe things? for we have tranſgreſſed thy 
commandments, which thou gaveſt by the hand 
of thy ſervants the prophets, ſaying, 

83 That the land which ye enter into to poſ- 
ſeſs as an heritage, is a land polluted with the 
pollutions of the ſtrangers of the land, and may 
have filled it with their uncleannels. 

84 Therefore now ſhall ye not join your 
daughters unto their ſons, neither ſhall ye take 
their daughters unto your ſons. 

8; Moreover, you ſhall never ſeek to have 
peace with them, that ye may be ſtrong, and eat 
the good things of the land, and that ye may 
leave the inheritance of the land unto your 
children for evermore.

86 And all that is befallen, is done unto us 
for our wicked works, and great fins: for thou, 
O Lord, didſt make our fins light;

88 Mighteſt not thou be angry with us to 
deſtroy us, till thou hadſt left us neither root, 
ſeed, nor name?

94 Like as thou haſt decreed, and as many 
as 90 obey the law of the Lord. 

95 Ariſe, and put in execution: for to thee

thee : do valiantly. 

96 So Eſdras aroſe, and took an oath of the 


chief of the prieſts and Levites of all Iſrael, to 
do after theſe things; ; and ſo they ſware. 


CHAP. IX.

HEN Eſdras riſing from the court of the

5 For thou haſt agreed to give ear, and art 
willing to propheſy: for thou : haſt no longer

6 1 O Lord, if thou ſuffer not thy ſervant, 
that we may pray before thee, and thou give us 
ſeed unto our heart, and culture to our under- 
ſtanding, that there may come fruit of it ; how 
ſhall each man live that is corrupt, who beareth 
the place of a man?

9 For thou haſt judged me worthy to thew 


me the laſt times. 


10 1 And he ſaid unto me, This is the inter- 
pretation of the viſion : | 

11 The eagle whom thou ſaweſt come up 
from the ſea, is the kingdom which was ſeen in 
the viſion of thy brother Daniel. | 


12 But 
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12 But it was not expounded unto him, there- 
_ now I declare it unto thee. 

3 Behold, the days will come, that there 
ſhall riſe up a kingdom upon earth, and it ſhall 
be feared above all the kingdoms that were be- 
fore it. 


14 In the ſame ſhall twelve kings reign, one 
after another : 
15 Whereof the ſecond ſhall begin to reign, 
and ſhall have more time than any of the twelve. 
16 And this do the twelve wings ſignify, 
which thou ſaweſt. 


17 As for the voice which thou heardeſt ſpeak, 
and that thou ſaweſt not to go out from the 


heads, but from the midſt of the body thereof, 
this 1s the interpretation : 
18 That after the time of that kingdom, there

24 And of thoſe that dwell therein with much 
oppreſſion, above all thoſe that were before 
them : therefore are they called the heads of the 
eagle.

26 And whereas thou ſaweſt that the great 
head appeared no more, it ſignifieth that one of 
them ſhall die upon his bed, and yet with pain. 

27 For the two that remain ſhall be ſlain with 
the ſword. | 

28 For the ſword of the one ſhall devour the 
other: but at the laſt ſhall he fall through the 
_ ſword himlelf. 

29 And whereas thou ſaweſt two feathers un- 
der the wings, paſſing over the head that 1s on 
the right ſide; 

30 It ſignifieth, that theſe are they whom the 
Higheſt has kept unto their end: this 1s the 
ſmall kingdom, and full of trouble, as thou 
ſaweſt. 

31 And the lion, whom thou ſaweſt riſing out 
of the wood, and roaring, and ſpeaking to the 
eagle, and rebuking her for her unrighteouſneſs, 
with all the words which thou haſt heard; 

32 This is the anointed, which the Higheſt 
hath kept for them, and for their wickedneſs 
unto the end: he ſhall reprove them, and ſhall 
upbraid them with their cruelty. 


33 For 
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= 33 For he ſhall ſet them before him alive in 
| — and ſhall rebuke them, and correct 
| them. 
34 For the reſt of my people ſhall he deliver 
- with mercy, thoſe that have been preſerved upon 
my borders, and he ſhall make them joyful un- 
til the coming of the day of judgment, whereof I 
have ſpoken unto thee from the beginning. 
35 This is the dream that thou ſaweſt, and 
theſe are the interpretations. ; | 


36 Thou only haſt been meet to know this ſe- 
cret of the Higheſt. - e 

37 1 Therefore write all theſe things that tho 
haſt ſeen in a book, and hide them : 

38 And teach them to the wiſe of the people, 
whoſe hearts thou knoweſt may comprehend and 
keep theſe ſecrets. . 

39 But wait thou here thyſelf yet ſeven days 
more, that it may be ſhewed thee, whatſoever it 
pleaſeth the Higheſt to declare unto thee. And 
with that he went his way. 

40 And it came to paſs, when all the people 
ſaw that the ſeven days were paſt, and I not come 
again into the city, they gathered them all toge- 
ther, from the leaſt unto the greateſt, and came 
unto me, and ſaid, 

41 What have we offended thee? and what 
evil have we done againſt thee, that thou for- 
ſakeſt us, and fitteſt here in this place? 

42 For of all the prophets thou .only art left 
us, as a cluſter of the vintage, and as a candle in 


a dark place, and as a haven or ſhip preſerved 
from the tempeſt. 
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43 Are not the evils which are come to us 
ſufficient ? 

44 If thou ſhalt forſake us, how much better 
had it been for us, if we alſo had been burned 
in the midſt of Sion? 

45 For we are not better than they that died 
there. And they wept with a loud voice. Then 
anſwered I them, and ſaid, 


46 Be of good comfort, O Iſrael; and be not 
heavy, thou houſe of Jacob: 1 
47 For the Higheſt hath you in remembrance, 
and the Mighty hath not forgotten you in tetnp- 


tation. 


48 As for me, I have not forſaken you, nei- 
ther am I departed from you : but am come into 
this place, to pray for the deſolation of Sion, and 


that I might ſeek mercy for the low eſtate of your 


ſanctuary. 
49 And now go your way home every man, 
and after theſe days will I come unto you. 
50 So the people went their way into the city, 
like as I commanded them. 7 


51 But I remained ſtill in the field ſeven days, 
as the angel commanded me; and did eat only in 


thoſe days of the flowers of the field, and had my 
meat of the herbs.

7 May one turn again the arrow that is. ſhot 
of a ſtrong archer ? 

8 The mighty Lord ſendeth the plagues, and | 
who is he that can drive them away ? | 

9 A fire ſhall go forth from his wrath, and 
who is he that may quench it? 

10 He ſhall caſt lightnings, and who ſhall 
not fear? he ſhall thunder, and who ſhall not be 
afraid ? 

11 The Lord ſhall threaten, Ee 8 ſhall 
not be utterly beaten. to powder at his pre- | 
lence ? 

12 The earth quaketh, and the foundations 
thereof; the ſea ariſeth up with waves from the 


deep, and the waves of it are troubled, and the 
fiſhes 
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fiſhes thereof alſo, before' the Lord, and before 
the glory of his power : 

13. For ſtrong is his right hand that bendeth 
the bow, his arrows that he ſhooteth are ſharp, 
and ſhall not miſs, when they begin to be ſhot 1 in- 
to the ends of the world. 

14 Behold, the plagues are ſent, and ſhall 
not return again, until they come upon the 
earth. 

15 The fire is kindled, and ſhall not be put 
out, till it conſume the foundation of the 
earth. 

16 Like as an arrow which is ſhot of a mighty 
archer, returneth not backward : even ſo the 
plagues that ſhall be ſent upon earth, ſhall not 
return again. 

17 Wo is me! wo is me! who will deliver me 
in thoſe days? 

18 The beginning of ſorrows and great mourn- 
ings ; the beginning of famine and great death ; 
the beginning of wars, and the powers ſhall ſtand 
in fear; the beginning of evils : what ſhall I do 
when thele evils ſhall come? 

19 Behold famine and Fi, ous tribulation and 
anguiſh, are ſent as ſcourges or amendment. | 
20 But for all theſe things they ſhall not turn 

from their wickedneſs, nor be alway mindful of 
the ſcourges. 

21 Behold, victuals ſhall be ſo good cheap 
upon earth, that they ſhall think themſelves 
to be in good caſe, and even then ſhall evils 
grow upon earth, ſword, famine, and great con- 
fuſion. 

22 For 
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22 For many of them that dwell upon earth, 
ſhall periſh of famine ; and the other that eſcape 
the hunger, ſhall-the ſword deſtroy. | 

23 And the dead ſhall be caſt out as dung, and 
there ſhall be no man to comfort them : for the 
earth ſhall be waſted, and the cities ſhall be caſt 
down. 

24 There ſhall be no man left to till the earth, 
and to ſow it. 

25 The trees ſhall give fruit, and who ſhall 
gather them ? 

26 The grapes ſhall ripen, and who ſhall 
tread them? for all places ſhall be deſolate of 
men : 

27 So that one man ſhall defire to ſee another, 
and to hear his voice. 

28 For of a city there ſhall be ten left, 
and two of the field, which ſhall hide them- 
ſelves in the thick groves, and in the clefts of the 
rocks.

believe not the gods of whom the Lord ſpake. 
37 Behold, the Ng draw nigh, and are 
not ſlack. 
38 As when a woman with child in the ninth 
month, bringing forth her ſon, within two- or 


three hours of her birth, great pains compaſs her 


womb, which pains, when the child cometh forth, 
they flack not a moment: | 

39 Even fo ſhall not the plagues by flack to 
come upon the earth, and the world ſhall mourn, 
and ſorrow ſhall come upon it on every ſide. 
40 O my people, hear my word: make you 

ready to the battle, and in thoſe evils, be even 
-as pilgrims upon the earth. 

41 He that ſelleth, let him be as he that 
fleeth away : and he that buyeth, as one that will 
loſe: 

42 He that occupieth merchandiſe, as he that 
had no profit by it: and he that buildeth, as he 
that ſhall not dwell therein : | 

43 He that ſoweth, as if he ſhould not reap: 
ſo alſo he that planteth the vineyard, as he that 
ſhall not gather the grapes : 

44 They that marry, as they that ſhall get no 

— ; 
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children ; and they that marry not, as the wi- 
dowers. 

45 And therefore they that labour, labour in 
vain: 

46 For ſtrangers ſhall reap their fruits, and 
ſpoil their goods, overthrow their houſes, and 
take their children captives, for in captivity and 
famine ſhall they get children. 

47 And they that occupy their inetchatidiſe 
with robbery, the more they deck their cities, 
their houſes, their poſſeſſions, and their own 
perſons : 


48 The more will I be angry with them for 
their ſin, faith the Lord. 


49 Like as an whore envieth a right honeſt 
and virtuous woman: 

50 So ſhall righteoufneſs hate iniquity, when 
ſhe decketh herſelf, and ſhall accuſe her to her 
face, when he cometh that ſhall defend him 
— diligently ſearcheth out every fin upon 
cart 


51 And therefore be ye not like thereunts, 
nor to the works thereof. 

52 For yet a little, and iniquity ſhall be taken 
away out of the earth, and righteouſneſs hall 

reign among you. 

53 Let not the ſinner fay, that he hath not 
linned : for God ſhall burn coals of fire upon 
his head, which faith before the Lord God and 
his glory, I have not finned. 

54 Behold, the Lord knoweth all the works 


of men, their imaginations, their thoughts, and 
their hearts:

HE book of the words of Tobit, ſon of To- 
biel, the ſon of Ananiel, the ſon of A-

2 Who in the time of Enemeſſar king of the 
Aſſyrians, was led captive out of Thiſbe, which 
is at the right hand of that city, which 1s called 
properly Nephthali in Galilee above Aſer. 


Tobit——The book of Tobit was ne- 
ver deemed as canonical, except by a 
decree of the counſel of Trent, and 
in all probability was never ſeen by 
the antient Jewiſh church. It has, 


however, been allowed by the gene- 
rality of the fathers of the Chriſtian 


Church, to be a true hiſtory of this 
particular family, a good example of 
charity and benevolence, and an ex- 


cellent pattern of paternal care and 
filial obedience. 

V. 1. The book of the words of Tobit 
—Tobit in this chapter gives an ac- 
count of his family and tribe; and 
adds, that he had continuedall the days 
of his life to walk in the ways of 
truth and juſtice, and to ſhew kind- 
neſs to the children of his people, who 
groaned under heavy afflictions. 


- 


3 I Tobit 
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9 1 Tobit have walked all the days of my life 
in the way of truth and juſtice, and I did many 
alms-deeds to my brethren, and my nation, 
who came with me to Nineve, 1 into the land of the 

Aſſyrians. | 
41 And when I was in mine own country, in 
the land of Iſrael, being but young, all the tribe 
of Nephthali my father, fell from the houſe of Je- 
ruſalem, which was choſen out of all the tribes 
of Iſrael, that all the tribes ſhould ſacrifice there, 
where the temple of the habitation of the moſt 
High was conſecrated and built for all ages. 
5 Now all the tribes which together revolted, 

* the houſe of my father „ ſacrificed 
unto the heifer Baal. 
6 But J alone went often to Jeruſalem at the 
feaſts, as it was ordained unto all the people of 
Iſrael, by an everlaſting decree, having the firſt 
fruits and tenths of increaſe, with that which 
was, firſt ſhorn ; and then gave I at the altar to 
the prieſts the children of Aaron. 

7 The firſt tenth part of all increaſe I gave to 
the ſons of Aaron, who miniſtered at Jeruſalem : 
another tenth part I fold away, and went and 
ſpent it every year at Jeruſalem : 

8 And the third I gave unto them to 7 it 
was meet, as Deborah my father's mother had 
commanded me, becauſe I was left an orphan 
by my father. 

9 4 Furthermore, when I was come to the age 
of a man, I married Anna of mine own kindred, 
and of her I begat Tobias. 

10 And 
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10 1 And when we were carried away captives 
to d Niers all my brethren, and thoſe that were 
of my kindred, did eat of the bread of the 
Gentiles. 

11 But I kept myſelf from eating; 

12 Becauſe I remembered God with all my 
heart. - 

13 1 And the moſt High gave me grace and fa- 

vour before Enemeſſar, fo that I was his pur- 

veyor. 

14 And I went into Media, and left in truſt 

with Gabael, the brother of Gabrias, at Rages a 
city of Media, ten talents of ſilver. 

15 Now when Enemeſſar was dead, Sennache- 
rib his ſon reigned in his ſtead ; whoſe eſtate was 
troubled, that I could not go into Media. 

16 1 And in the time of Enemeſſar, I gave 
many alms to my brethren, and gave my bread 
to the hungry, 

17 And my clothes to the naked : and if I faw 

any of my nation dead, or caſt about the walls 
of Nineve, I buried him. 

18 And if the king Sennacherib had ſlain any, 

when he was come, and fled from Judea, I bu- 
ried them privily ; (for in his wrath he killed 
many) but their bodies were not found when 
they were ſought for of the king. 
19 And when one of the Ninevites went and 
complained of me to the king, that I buried 
them, and hid myſelf ; underſtanding that I was 
ſought for to be put to death, I withdrew my- 
ſelf for fear. 

20 Then all my goods were forcibly taken 
| away 
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away, .neither was there any thing left me, be- 
ſides my wife Anna, and my ſon Tobias. 
21 And there paſſed not five and fifty days, 
before two of his ſons killed him, and they fled 
into the mountains of Ararath, and Sarchedonus 
his ſon reigned in his ſtead; who appointed over 
his father's accounts, and over all his affairs, 
Achiacharus my brother Anael's ſon. 

22 And Achiacharus intreating for me, I re- 
turned to Nineve. Now Achiacharus was cup- 
bearer, and keeper of the ſignet, and ſteward, 
and overſeer of the accounts : and Sarchedonus 
appointed him next unto him : and he was my 
brother's ſon. 


HAP. II. 
1. Tobit leaveth his meat to bury the dead, 10. and be- 
cometh blind.

my wife Anna was reſtored unto me, with 
my ſon T obias, in-the feaſt of Pentecoſt, which 
is "the holy feaſt of the ſeven weeks, there was a 
good dinner prepared me, in the which I ſat 
down to eat.

6 Remembering that prophecy of Amos, as he 
ſaid, Your feaſts ſhall be turned into mourning, 


and all your mirth into lamentation. 


7 Therefore I wept : and after the going down 
of the ſun, I went and made a grave, and buried 
him. 

8 But my neighbours mocked me, and faid, 
This man is not yet afraid to be put to death for 
this matter: who fled away; and yet, lo, he bu- 
rieth the dead again. ; | 

9 The ſame night alſo I returned from the 
burial, and ſlept by the wall of my court-yard, 
being polluted, and my face was uncovered : 

10 And I knew not that there were ſparrows 
in the wall, and mine eyes being open, the ſpar- 
rows muted warm dung into my eyes, and a 
whiteneſs: came in mine eyes, and I went to the 
phyſicians, but they helped me not: Moreover, 
Achiacharus did nouriſh me until I went into 
Elymais. | 3 

11 And my wife Anna did take women's work 
to do. | oF 


V. 4. Then before I had taſted any 
meat—We have here a very remark- 
able inſtance of humanity. Tobit on 
hearing that an Iſraelite was flain, 
would not taſte any meat till he had 
taken up the body, and conveyed it 
to his chamber, in order to bury it 
during the darkneſs of the night. He 


. vel knew what he had to expeft from 


the king of Nineveh, ſhould he be in- 
formed of this tranſgreſſion, and had 
ſuffered before ſeverely on the ſame 


- account; but danger could not deter 


him from performing an ,aftion of 
charity ; and rather chooſe to expoſe 
him to the fury of Sarchedonus, than 
let the dead body of one of his bre- 
thren remain expoſed in the ftreet. 


12 And 
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12 And when ſhe had ſent them home to the 
owners, they paid her wages, and gave her alſo 
beſides a kid. Rf 
13; And when it was in my houſe, and began 
to cry, I ſaid unto her, From whence is this kid? 
is it not ſtolen? render it to the owners, for it is 
not lawſul to eat any thing that is ſtolen. 
14 But ſhe replied upon me, It was given for 
a gift more than the wages: howbeit, I did not 
believe her, but bade her render it to the owners: 
and I was abaſhed at her. But ſhe replied upon 
me, Where are thine alms, and thy righteous 
deeds? behold, thou and all thy works are 
known.

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3 He will ſend his power, and will deſtroy 
them from the face of the earth, and their God 
ſhall not deliver them : but we his ſervants will 
deſtroy them as one man ; for they are not able 


| to ſuſtain the power of our horſes. 


4 For with them we will tread them under foot, 
and their mountains ſhall be drunken with their 
blood, and their fields ſhall be filled with their 
dead bodies, and their footſteps ſhall not be able 
to ſtand before us, for they ſhall utterly periſh, 
ſaith king Nabuchodonoſor, lord of all the earth; 
for he ſaid, None of my words ſhall be in vain. | 

5 And thou, Achior, an hireling of Ammon, 
which haſt ſpoken theſe words in the day of 
thine iniquity, ſhalt fee my face no more from 


this day, until I _ vengeance of this nation 
that came out of E | 


6 And then ſhall | ſword of mine army, 
and the multitude of them that ſerve me, paſs 
through thy ſides, and thou ſhalt fall among 
their ſlain, when I return. 

7 1 Now therefore my ſervants ſhall bring thee 
back into the hill country, and ſhall ſet thee in 
one of the cities of the paſlages. 

8 And thou ſhalt not periſh till thou be de- 
ſtroyed with them. 

9 And if thou perſuade thyſelf in thy mind, 
that they ſhall not be taken, let not thy counte- 
nance fall: I have ſpoken 1t, and none of my 
words ſhall be in vain. 

10 Then Holofernes commanded his ſervants 
that waited in his tent, to take Achior, and bring 

Aa him 
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him to Bethulia, and deliver him into the hands 
of the children of Iſrael. 


11 80 his ſervants took him, and brought 
him out of the camp into the plain, and they 


went from the midſt of the plain into the hill 


country, and came unto the fountains that were 
under Bethulia. 

12 And when the men of the city ſaw them, 
they took up their weapons, and went out of 
the city to the top of the hill: and every man 
that uſed a fling, kept them from coming up, 
by caſting of ſtones againſt them. 

13 Nevertheleſs, having gotten privily under 


the hill, they bound Achior, and caſt him down, 


and left him at the foot of the hill, and returned 
to their lord. 


14 J But the Iſraelites deſcended from their 


city, and came unto him, and looſed him, and 


brought him into Bethulia, and preſented him 
to the governors of the city : 

'15 Which were in thoſe days, Ozias the fon 
of Micha of the tribe of-Sitmeon, and Chabris 
the ſon of Gothoniel, and Charmis the fon of 
Melchiel. > 


16 And they called together all the ancients 


of the city, and all their youth ran together, 


and their women, to the aſſembly, and they ſet 
Achior in the midſt of all the people. Then 
Ozias aſked him of that which was done. 

17 And he anſwered and declared unto them 


the words of the counſel of Holofernes, and all 


the words that he had fpoken in the midſt of the 


princes 
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princes of Aſſur, and whatſoever Holofernes had 


ſpoken proudly againſt the houle of Iſrael. 


18 Then the people fell down, and worſhip- 
ped God, and cried unto God, ſaying, . 

19 O Lord God of heaven, behold their pride, 
and pity the low eſtate of our nation, and look 


upon the face of thoſe that are ſanctiſied unto 


thee this day. | 
20 Then they comforted Achior, and praiſed 


him greatly. 


21 And Oꝛias took him out of the aſſembly 
unto his houſe, and made a feaſt to the elders, 


and they called on the God of Iſrael all that 


night for help. 


CHAP. VIL 


1. Holofernes befiegeth Bethulia, 7. and ſtoppeth the water

HE next day Holofernes commanded all 
his army, and all his people which were 
come to take his part, that they ſhould remove 
their camp againſt Bethulia, to take aforehand 
the aſcents of the hill country, and to make war 
againſt the children of Iſrael. 

2 Then their ſtrong men removed their camps 
in that day, and the army of the men of war was 
an hundred and ſeventy thouſand footmen, and 
twelve thouſand horſemen, beſide the baggage, 
and other men that were afoot amongſt them, a 
very great multitude. | 

3 And they camped in the valley near unto 
Bethulia, by the fountain, and they ſpread them- 
ſelves in breadth over Dothaim, even to Bel-

mon, which is over-againſt Eſdraelom. 

4 Now the children of Iſrael, when they ſaw 
the multitude of them, were greatly troubled,

5 Then every man took up his weapons of 
= and when they had kindled fires upon their 
towers, they remained and watched all that

13 (For all the inhabitants of Bethulia have 
their water thence) ſo ſhall thirſt kill them, and 
they ſhall give up their city, and we and our 
people ſhall go up to the tops of the mountains 
that are near, and will camp upon them, to 


watch that none go out of the city. 


14 So they and their wives and their children 


| ſhall be conſumed with famine, and before the 


ſword come againſt them, they ſhall be over- 
thrown in the ſtreets where they dwell. 

15 Thus ſhalt thou render them an evil re- 
ward : becauſe they rebelled, and met not thy 


perſon peaceably. 


16 And theſe words pleaſed Holofernes, and 

all his ſervants, and he appointed to do-as they 
had ſpoken. 
17 So the camp of the children of Ammon 
departed, and with them five thouſand of the 
Aſſyrians, and they pitched in the valley, and 
took the waters, and the fountains of the waters 
of the children of Ifrael. | 

18 Then the children of Eſau went up with 
the children of Ammon, and camped in the 
hill country, over-againſt Dothaim : and they 
ſent ſome of them towards the ſouth, and to- 
wards the eaſt, over-againſt Ekrebel, which is

about them, both their footmen, chariots, and 
horſemen, four and thirty days, ſo that all their

21 And the ciſterns were emptied, and they 
had not water to drink their fill for one day ; 
for they gave them drink by meaſure. 

22 J Therefore their young children were out 
of heart, and their women and young men 
fainted for thirſt, and fell down in the ſtreets of 
the city, and by the paſſages of the gates, and 

there was no longer any ſtrength in them. 
22 Then all the people aſſembled to Ozias, 
and to the chief of the city, both young men 
and women, and children, and cried with a loud 
voice, and ſaid before all the elders, 
224 God be a judge between us and you: for 
you have'done us great injury, in that ye have 
not required peace of the children of Aſſur.

why is it not found in the Hebrew 
Canon ? However it be, it 1s certain 
that the Jews never admitted it as ca- 
nonical; and e it is placed 
among the Apocryphal Writings.

deſerts, where there lay no way : but as for the

8 What hath pride profited us ? or what good 
hath riches with our vaunting brought us? 
9 All thoſe things are paſſed away like a ſha- 
dow, and as a poſt that haſted by, 5

22 For wiſdom, which is the worker of all 
things, taught me: for in her is an underſtand- 
ing ſpirit, holy, one only, manifold, ſubtle, lively, 
clear, undefiled, plain, not ſubject to hurt, loving 


the thing that 1s good, quick, which cannot be 
letted, ready to do good, 


I 1 23 Kind 
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23 Kind to man, ſtedfaſt, ſure, free from care, 
having all power, overſeeing all things, and go- 
ing through all underſtanding, pure and moſt 
ſubtle ſpirits. 

24 For wiſdom 1s more moving than any mo- 
tion : ſhe paſſeth and goeth through all things 
by reaſon of her purenels. 

25 For ſhe is the breath of the power of God, 
. a pure influence flowing from the glory of 
the Almighty: therefore can no defiled thing 
fall into her. 

26 For ſhe is the brightneſs of the everlaſting 
light, the unſpotted mirror of the power of God, 
and the image of his goodneſs. 

27 And being but one, ſhe can do all CIO p 
and remaining in herſelf, ſhe maketh all things 
new: and in all ages entering into holy ſouls, 
ſhe maketh them friends of God and prophets.

9 And wiſdom was with thee : which knoweth 
thy works, and was preſent when thou madeſt 
the world, and knew what was acceptable in thy 
fight, and right in thy commandments. 

10 O ſend her out of thy holy heavens, and 
from the throne of thy glory, that being preſent 
ſhe may labour with me, that I may know what 
is pleaſing unto thee. 

11 For ſhe knoweth and underſtandeth all 
things, and ſhe ſhall lead me ſoberly in my do- 
ings, and preſerve me in her power. 

12 So ſhall my works be acceptable, and then 
ſhall I judge thy people righteouſly, and be wor- 
thy to fit in my father's ſeat. 

13 1 For what man is he that can know the 
_ counſel of God? or who can think what the 
will of the Lord is? 

14 For the thoughts of mortal men are miſe- 
rable, and our devices are but uncertain. 

15 For the corruptible body preſſeth down 
the ſoul, and the earthly ace weigheth 
down the mind that muſeth upon many things. 

16 And hardly do we gueſs aright at things 
that are upon earth, and with labour do we find 
the things that are before us: but the things that 
are in heaven, who hath ſearched out? 

17 And thy counſel who hath known, except 
thou give wiſdom, and ſend thy holy Spirit from 


above ? 


18 For fo the ways of them which lived on 


the earth were reformed, and men were taught 


the things that are pleaſing unto thee, and were 
ſaved through wiſdom.

HE preſerved the firſt-formed father of the 
world, that was created alone, and brought 
him out of his fall,

wherewith he murdered his brother. 

4 1 For whoſe cauſe the earth being drowned 
with the flood, wiſdom again preſerved it, and 
directed the courſe of the righteous in a piece 
of wood of ſmall value. 3 

5 J Moreover, the nations in their wicked 
conſpiracy being confounded, ſhe found out the 
righteous, and preſerved him blameleſs unto 
God, and kept him ſtrong againſt his tender 
compaſſion toward his ſon. 

6 1 When the ungodly periſhed, ſhe deli- 
vered the righteous man, who fled from the fire 
which fell down upon the five cities. 

7 Of whoſe wickedneſs even to this day, the 
waſte land that ſmoaketh is a teſtimony,” and 
plants bearing fruit that never come to the ripe- 
neſs: and a ſtanding pillar of ſalt is a monument 
of an unbelieving ſoul. 

8 For regarding not wiſdom, they oat not 
only this hurt, that they knew not the things

travels, and multiplied the fruit of his labours. 

11 In the err e- of fuch as oppreſſed 
him, ſhe ſtood by him, and made him rich. 

12 She defended him from his enemies, and 
kept him fafe from thoſe that lay in wait, and in 
a fore conflict ſhe gave him the victory; that he 
might know that godlineſs is ſtronger than 
all. 

193 T When the righteous was ſold, ſhe forſook 
him riot, but delivered him from fin : ſhe went 
down with him into the pit, 

14 Andleft him not in bonds, till ſhe brought 
him the ſceptre of the kingdom, and power 
againſt thoſe that oppreſſed him : as' for them 
that had accuſed him, ſhe ſhewed them to be 
hars, and gave him perpetual glory. 

15 She delivered the righteous people, ind 
blameleſs ſeed, from the nation that oppreſſed 
them.

9 For when they were tried, albeit but in 
mercy chaſtiſed, they knew how the ungodly 


were judged in wrath and tormented, thirſting 


in another manner than the juſt. | 

10 For theſe thou didſt admoniſh and try as 
a father: but the other as a ſevere king thou 
didſt condemn and puniſh. 

11 Whether they were abſent or preſent, they 
were vexed alike. | 

12 For a double grief came upon them, and 

a groaning for the remembrance of things palt. 

13 For when they heard by their own puniſh- 
ments the other to be benefited, they had ſome 


| feeling of the Lord. 


14 For whom they rejected with ſcorn when 
he was long before thrown out at the caſting 
forth of the infants, him in the end, when they 
ſaw what came to paſs, they admired. | 

' 15 But for the fooliſh devices of their wicked- 
neſs, wherewith being deceived, they worſhip-

20 Yea, and without theſe might they have 
fallen down with one blaſt, being perſecuted of 
vengeance, and ſcattered abroad through the 
breath of thy power : but thou haſt ordered all 
things in meaſure, and number, and weight. 

21 For thou canſt ſhew thy great ſtrength at 
all times when 'thou wilt, and who may with- 
ſtand the power of thine arm?

9 Not that thou waſt unable to bring the un- 
godly under the hand of the righteous in battle, 
or to deſtroy them at once with cruel beaſts, or 
with one rough word: 

10 But executing thy judgments upon them 
by little and little, thou gaveſt them place of re- 
pentance, not being ignorant that they were a 
naughty generation, and that their malice was 
bred in them, and that their cogitation would 
never be changed, 166] 

11 For it was a curſed ſeed from the begin- 
ning, neither didſt thou for fear of any man give 
them pardon for thoſe things wherem they 
ſinned. 

12 J For who ſhall ſay, What haſt thou done? 
or who ſhall withſtand thy judgment? or who 
ſhall accuſe thee for the nations that periſh, whom 
thou haſt made? or who ſhall come to ſtand 
againſt thee, to be revenged for the unrighteous 
men ? 

13 For neither is there any God but thou, 
that careth for all, to whom thou mighteſt ſhew 
that thy judgment is not unright. 

14 Neither ſhall king or tyrant be able to ſet 
his face againſt thee, for any whom thou haſt 
puniſhed. 

15 Foraſmuch then as thou art righteous 
thyſelf, thou ordereſt all things righteoully : 
thinking it not agreeable with thy power to con-

22 Therefore, whereas thou doſt chaſten us, 
thou ſcourgeſt our enemies a thouſand times 
more, to the intent that when we judge, we ſhould 
carefully think of thy goodneſs, and when we 
ourſelves are judged, we ſhould look for mercy. 

23 Wherefore, whereas men have lived dil- 
ſolutely and unrighteouſly, thou haſt tormented 
them with their own abominations. 

24 For they went aſtray very far in the ways 
of error, and held them for gods, which even 
| amongſt

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amongſt the beaſts of their enemies were de- 
ſpiſed, being deceived as children of no under- 
ſtanding. 

25 Therefore unto them, as to children with- 
out the uſe of reaſon, thou didſt ſend a judgment 
to mock them. | 
26 But they that would not be reformed by 
that correction wherein he dallied with them, 
{hall feel a judgment worthy of God. 

27 For. look for what things they grudged 
when they were puniſhed, (that is) for them 
whom they thought to be gods; | now | being 
puniſhed in them, when they ſaw it, they ac- 
knowledged him to be the true God, whom be- 
fore they denied to know, and therefore came 
extreme damnation upon them.

9 For if they were able to know ſo much, that 
they could aim at the world; how did they not 
ſooner find out the Lord thereof ? 
10 1 But miſerable are they, and in dead things 
is their hope, who called them gods which are 
the works of men's hands, gold and ſilver to 
ſhew art in, and reſemblances of beaſts, or a 
ſtone good for nothing, the work of an ancient

tom grown ſtrong, was kept as a law, and graven 
images were worſhipped by the commandments 
of kings. 

17 Whom men could not honour in pre-

14 1 And all the enemies of thy people, that 
hold them in ſubjection, are moſt fooliſh, and 
are more miſerable than very babes. 

15 For they counted all the idols of the hea- 
then to be gods: which neither have the uſe of 
eyes to ſee, nor noſes to draw breath, nor ears 
to hear, nor fingers of hands to handle; and as 
for their feet, they are ſlow to go. 

16 For man made them, and he that borrowed 
his own ſpirit faſhioned them. But no man can 
make a god like unto himſelf. 

17 For being mortal, he worketh a dndl 
thing with wicked hands: for he himſelf is bet- 
ter Gin the things which he worſhippeth : where- 
as he lived once, but they never. 

18 Yea, they worſhipped thoſe beaſts alſo 
that are moſt hateful : 11 being compared toge- 
_ {ome are worſe than others. 

9 Neither are they beautiful, ſo much as to 
be defired in reſpect to beaſts: but they went 
without the praiſe of God, and his bleſling. 


CHAP. XVI.

We with thine own people, thou preparedſt

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for them meat of a ſtrange taſte, even quails to 
ſtir up their appetite ; | 

3 To the end that they deſiring food, might 
for the ugly ſight of the beaſts ſent among them, 
loath even that which they muſt needs * but 
theſe ſuffering penury for a ſhort ſpace, might 
be made partakers of a ſtrange taſte. 

4 For it was requiſite, that upon them exer- 
eiſing tyranny, ſhould come penury which they 
could not avoid: but to theſe it ſhould only be 
ſhewed how their enemies were tormented. | 

5 4 For when the horrible fierceneſs of beaſts |} 
came upon theſe, and they periſhed with the 
ſtings of crooked ſerpents, thy wrath endureth 
not for ever. 

6 But they were troubled for a ſmall ſeaſon, 
that they might be admoniſhed, having a fign 
of falvation, to put them in remembrance of 
the commandment of thy law. 2 

7 For he that turned himſelf towards it, was 
not ſaved by the thing that he ſaw ; but by thee, 
that art the Saviour of all. 

8 And in this thou madeft thine enemies 
confeſs, that it is thou who delivereſt from all 
evit: _ 4 1 

9 For them the bitings of graſhoppers and 
flies killed, neither was there found any remedy 
for their life: for they were worthy to be pu- 
niſhed by ſuch. 

10 But thy ſons, not the very teeth of veno- 
mous dragons overcame: for thy mercy was 
ever by them, and healed them. 

11 For they were pricked that they ſhould 


remember 
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remember thy words, and were quickly ſaved, 
that not falling into deep forgetfulneſs, they 
might be continually mindful of thy goodneſs. 

12 For it was neither herb, nor mollifying 
plaiſter, that reſtored them to health ; but thy 
word, O Lord, which healeth all things. 

13 For thou haſt power of life and death: 
thou leadeſt to the gates of hell, and bringeſt 
up again. | 

14 A man indeed killeth through his malice : 
and the ſpirit when it is gone forth, returneth 
not; neither the ſoul received up, cometh again. 

15 But it is not poſſible to eſcape thine hand. 

16 For the ungodly that denied to know thee, 
were ſcourged by the ſtrength of thine arm: 
with ſtrange rains, hails, and ſhowers were they 
perſecuted, that they could not avoid, and through 
fire were they conſumed, | 

17 For, which is moſt to be wondered at, the 
fire had more force in the water that quencheth 
all things: for the world fighteth for the righ- 
teous. | 

18 For ſome time the flame was mitigated, 
that 1t might not burn up the beaſts that were 
ſent againſt the ungodly : but themſelves might 
ſee and perceive that they were perſecuted with 
the judgment of God. 

19 And at another time it burneth even in 
the midſt of water, above the power of fire, that 
it might deſtroy the fruits of an unjuſt land. 

20 Inſtead whereof thou feddeſt thine own 
people with angels food, and didſt ſend them 
from heaven bread prepared without their la- 

M m bour, 
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bour, able to content every man's delight, and 
agreeing to every taſte. 

21 For thy ſuſtenance declared thy {weetneſs 
unto thy Jie bun and ſerving to the appetite of 
the cater, tempered itſelf to every man's liking. 

22 But ſnow and ice endured the fire, and 
melted not, that they might know that fire burn- 
ing in the hail, and ſparkling in the rain, did 
deſtroy the fruits of the enemies. 

23 But this again did even forget his own 
ſtrength, that the righteous might be nouriſhed, 

24 For the creature that ſerveth thee, who 


art the Maker, increaſeth his ſtrength againſt the | 


unrighteous for their puniſhment, and abateth 
his firergth for the benefit of ſuch as put their 
truſt in thee. 

25 Therefore even then was it altered into all 

ee and was obedient to thy grace that nou- 
riſheth all things, according to the deſire of them 
that had need: 5 
26 That thy children, O Lord, whom thou 
loveſt, might know that it is not the growing of 
fruits that nournſheth man: but that it is thy 
word which preſerveth them that put their truſt 
in thee. 

27 For that which was not deſtroyed of the 
fire, being warmed with a little ſun-beam, ſoon 
melted-away ; 

28 That it might be known, that we mull 
prevent the ſun to give thee thanks, and at the 
. day-ſpring pray unto thee.

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away as the winter's hoar froſt, and ſhall run 
away as unprofitable water.

TEE? great are thy judgments, and cannot be 
expreſſed : therefore unnurtured ſouls have 
erred. 

2 For when unrighteous men thought to op- 

preſs the holy nation ; they being ſhut up in their 
houſes, the priſoners of darkneſs, and fettered 
with the bonds of a long night, lay [there] 
exiled from the eternal providence. * 
3 For while they ſuppoſed to lie hid in their 
ſecret ſins, they were ſcattered under a dark vail 
of forgetfulneſs, being horribly aſtoniſhed, and 
troubled with ſtrange apparittons. 

4 1 For neither might the corner that held 
them keep them from fear : but noiſes (as of wa- 
ters) falling down, founded about them, and fad 
viſions appeared unto them with heavy coun- 
tenances. 

5 No power of the fire might give them light : 
neither could the bright flames of the ſtars en- 
dure to lighten that horrible night. 

6 Only there appeared unto them a fire kin- 
dled of itſelf, very dreadful : for being much 
terriſied, they thought the things which they

9 For though no terrible thing did fear them; 
75 ox ſcared with beaſts that paſſed by, and 
_ hiſſing of ſerpents, 

10 They * for fear, denying that they 
ſaw the air, which could of no fide be avoided. 
11 For wickedneſs condemned by her own 
wittineſs, is very timorous, and being preſſed 
with conſcience, always forecaſteth grievous 
things. 

12 For fear is nothing elſe but a betraying 
of the ſuccours which reaſon offereth, 

13 And the expectation from within being 
leſs, counteth the ignorance more than the 
cauſe which bringeth the torment. 

14 But they ſleeping the ſame ſleep that night 
which was indeed e and which came 
upon them out of the bottoms of inevitable hell, 

15 Were partly vexed with monſtrous appari- 
tions, and partly fainted, their heart failing them: 
for a ſudden fear, and not looked for, came upon 
them. 

16 So then, whoſoever there fell down, was 
-- "gf kept, ſhut up in a priſon without iron

17 For whether he were huſbandman or ſhep- 
herd, or a labourer in the field, he was over-

41 For they were worthy to be deprived of 
light, and i impriſoned in darkneſs, who had kept 
thy ſons ſhut * by whom the uncorrupt light of 

the law was to be given unto the world. 
5 4 And when they had determined to lay 
the babes of the ſaints, one child being caſt forth, 
and ſaved, to reprove them, thou tookeſt away 
the multitude of their children, and deſtroyedſt 
them altogether in a mighty water. 

6 Of that night were our fathers certified 
afore, that aſſuredly knowing unto what oaths 
they had given credence, they might afterwards 
be of good cheer : 

7 So of thy people was accepted both the 
ſalvation of the righteous, and deſtruction of the 
enemies. 

8 For wherewith thou didſt puniſh our adver- 
ſaries, by the ſame thou didſt glorify us whom 
thou hadſt called. 

9 For the righteous children of good men 
did ſacrifice ſecretly, and with one conſent made 
a holy law, that the ſaints ſhould be like par- 
takers of the ſame good and evil, the fathers now 

finging out the ſongs of praiſe. 
10 But on the other fide there ſounded an ill- 
according cry of the enemies, and a lamentable 
noiſe was carried abroad for children that were 
bewailed. 

11. The maſter and the ſervant were ceniſhed 
after one manner; and like as the king, fo ſut- 
fered the common perſon. 

| 12 80 
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12 So they altogether had innumerable dead 
with one kind of death, neither were. the living 
ſufficient to bury them: for in one moment the 
nobleſt offspring of them was deſtroyed. 

13 For whereas. they would not believe any 
thing, by reaſon of the enchantments, upon the 
deſtruction of the firſt- born, they acknowledged 
this people to be the ſons of God. 

14 For while all things were in quiet ſilence, 
and that night was in the midſt of her ſwift courſe, 

15 Thine almighty word leapt down from 
heaven out of thy royal throne, as a fierce man 
of war into the midſt of a land of deſtruction, 

16 And brought thine unfeigned command- 
ment as a ſharp ſword, and ſtanding up filled all 
things with death, and it touched the heaven, 
but it ſtood upon the earth. 8 

17 Then ſuddenly viſions of horrible dreams 
troubled them ſore, and terrors came upon them 
unlooked for. 

18 And one thrown here, and another there 
half dead, ſhewed the cauſe of his death.

| foreſhew this, left they ſhould periſh, and not 

know why they were afflited. - 

20 Yea, the taſting of death touched the 
righteous alſo, and there was a deſtruction of 
the multitude in the wilderneſs : but the wrath 
endured not long. 

21 For then the blameleſs man made haſte 
and ſtood forth to defend them; and bringing 
the ſhield of his proper miniſtry, even prayer,

end, declaring that he was thy ſervant. 

22 So he overcame the deſtroyer, not with 
ſtrength of body, nor force of arms, but with a 
word ſubdued he him that puniſhed, ailedging 
the oaths and covenants made with the fathers. 
23 For when the dead were now fallen down 
by heaps one -upon another, ſtanding between, 
he ſtayed the wrath, and parted the way to the 
living. | 

24 For in the long garment was the whole 
world, and in the four rows of the ſtones was 
the glory of the fathers graven, and thy majeſty 
upon the diadem of his head. 

25 Unto theſe the deſtroyer gave place, and 
was afraid of them: for it was enough that they

HIS Jeſus was the ſon of Sirach, and grand- 

child to Jeſus of the ſame name with him : 
this man therefore lived in the latter times, after 
the people had been led away captive, and called 
home again, and almoſt after all the prophets. 
Now his grandfather Jeſus, (as he himſelf wit- 
neſſeth,) was a man of great diligence and wiſ- 
dom among the Hebrews, who did not only 
gather the grave and ſhort ſentences of wiſe men, 
that had been before him, but himſelf alſo ut- 
tered ſome of his own, full of much underſtand- 
ing and wiſdom.

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Sirach his ſon receiving it after him, left it to 
his own ſon Jeſus, who, having gotten it into 
his hands, compiled it all orderly into one vo- 
lume, and called it Wiſdom, intituling it both 
by his own name, his father's name, and his 
grandfather's ; alluring the hearer by the very 
name of Wiſdom, to have a greater love to the 
ſtudy of this book. It containeth therefore wiſe 
ſayings, dark ſentences, and parables, and cer- 
tain particular antient godly ſtories of men that 
pleaſed God; alſo his prayer and ſong; more- 
ver what benefits God had vouchſafed his peo- 
ple, and what plagues he had heaped upon their 
enemies. This Jeſus did imitate Solomon, and 
was no leſs famous for wiſdom and learning, 
both being indeed a man of great learning, and 
ſo reputed alſo, | ; 


The Prologue of the Wiſdom of Jeſus the Son of 
Sirach. | 


WW FEES many and great things have 
been delivered unto us by the law and 
the prophets, and by others that have followed 
their ſteps, for the which things Iſrael ought to 
be commended for learning and wiſdom; and 
whereof not only the readers muſt needs become 
ſkilful themſelves, but alſo. they that deſire to 
learn be able to profit them which are without, 
both by ſpeaking and writing: my grandfather 
Jeſus, when he had much given himſelf to the 
reading of the law, and the prophets, and other 
books of our fathers, and had gotten therein 

good 
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good judgment, was drawn on alſo himſelf to 
write ſomething pertaining to learning and wiſ- 
dom; to the intent that thoſe which are deſirous 
to learn, and are addicted to theſe things, might 
profit much more in living according to the law. 
Wherefore let me intreat you to read it with 
favour and attention, and to pardon us, wherein 
we may ſeem to come ſhort of ſome words, 
which we have laboured to interpret. For the 
ſame things uttered in Hebrew, and tranſlated 
into another tongue, have not the ſame force in 
them: and not only theſe things, but the law 
itſelf, and the prophets, and the reſt of the 
books, have no ſmall difference, when they are 
ſpoken in their own language. For in the eight 
and thirtieth year coming into Egypt, when 
Euergetes was king, and continuing there ſome 
time, I found a book of no ſmall learning : 
therefore I thought it moſt neceſſary for me to 
beſtow ſome diligence and travail to interpret it ; 
uſing great watchfulneſs and {kill in that 7 
to bring the book to an end, and ſet it forth 
for them alſo, which in a ſtrange country are 
willing to learn, being prepared before in man- 
ners to live after the law.

ſumed : he did wonders upon them to conſume 
them with the fiery flame.

Sometime after he ſent Ba- 
ruch with directions to read them un- 
to the people, who were then aſſem- 
bled in the temple. This coming 
to the king's ears, the book was 
brought to him, and after four or five 
pages of it had been read before him, 
e cut the book with a penknife, and 
flung it into the fire; at the ſame 
time he ordered ſome of his people 


to ſeize on Baruch and Jeremiah; 


but they were not to be found. God 


afterwards commanding Jeremiah 
once more to ſet down his prophecies 
in writing, Baruch wrote them as 
he repeated them ; and the prophet 
added ſeveral others which were not 
inſerted in the former book.

14 And he that cannot put to death one that 
offendeth him, holdeth a ſceptre, as though he 
were a judge of the country. 

15 He hath alſo in his right hand a dagger, 
and an ax: but cannot deliver himſelf from war 
and thieves. | 

16 Whereby they are known not to be gods: 
therefore fear them not. 

17 For like as a veſſel that a man uſeth, is 
nothing worth when it is broken; even ſo it is 
with their gods: when they be ſet-up in the 
temple, their eyes be full of duſt, through the 
feet of them that come in. 

18 And as the doors are made ſure on every 
ſide, upon him that offendeth the king, as being 
committed to ſuffer death; even ſo the prieſts 
make faſt their temples, with doors, with locks 
and bars, leſt their gods be ſpoiled with robbers. 

19 They light them candles, yea, more than 
for themſelves, whereof they cannot ſee one. 

20 They are as one of the beams of the tem- 
ple, yet they ſay their hearts are gnawed upon 
by things creeping out of the earth, and when 
they eat them and their clothes, they feel it not. 

21 Their faces are blacked through the ſmoke 
that comes out of the temple.

13 They wipe their faces becauſe of the duſt * 
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22 Upon their bodies and heads fit bats, ſwal- 
lows, and birds, and the cats alſo. 

23 By this ye may know that they are no 
gods: therefore fear them not. 

24 Notwithſtanding the gold that is about 
them to make them beautiful, except they wipe 
off the ruſt, they will not ſhine : for neither 
when they were molten did they feel it. 

25 The things wherein there is no breath, 
are bought for a moſt high price. 

26 They are borne upon ſhoulders, having 
no feet, whereby they declare unto men that 
they be nothing worth. 

27 They allo that ſerve them are aſhamed : 
for if they fall to the ground at any time, they 
cannot riſe up again of themſelves: neither if 
one ſet them upright, can they move of them- 
ſelves : neither if they be bowed down, can they 
make themſelves ſtraight : but they ſet gifts be- 
fore them, as unto dead men. 

28 As for the things that are ſacrificed unto 
them, their prieſts ſell and abuſe : in like man- 
ner their wives lay up part thereof in ſalt; but 
unto the poor and impotent they give nothing

— eat their ſacrifices: by theſe things ye may 
| know that they are no gods : fear them not. 

30 For how can they be called gods? becauſe 
women ſet meats before the gods of filver, gold, 
and wood. 

31 And the prieſts ft in their temples, having 

their 
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their clothes rent, and their heads and beards 
ſhaven, and nothing upon their heads. 

32 They roar and cry before their gods, as 
men do at the feaſt when one is dead. 

33 The prieſts alſo take off their garments, 
and clothe their wives and children. 

34 Whether it be evil that one doth unto 
them, or good, they are not able to recompenſe 
it: they can neither ſet up a king, nor put him 
down. | 

35 In like manner, they can neither give 
riches nor money : though a man make a vow 
unto them, and keep it not, they will not re- 
quire it. 

36 They can ſave no man from death, nei- 
ther deliver the weak from the mighty. 

37 They cannot reſtore a blind man to his 
fight, nor help any man in his diſtreſs. 
38 They can ſhew no mercy to the widow, 

nor do good to the fatherleſs. 

39 Their gods of wood, and which are over- 
laid with gold and filver, are like the ſtones that 
be hewn out of the mountain : they that wor- 
ſhip them ſhall be confounded. 

40 How ſhould a man then think and ſay 
that they are gods, when even the Chaldeans 
themſelves diſhonour them ? 

41 Who if they ſhall ſee one dumb that can- 
not ſpeak, they bring him and intreat Bel that 
he may ſpeak, as though he were able to un- 
derſtand. | 

42 Yet they cannot underſtand. this them- 

ſelves, 
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ſelves, and leave them; for they have no Know. | 
ledge. 
43 The women alſo with cords about them, 
fitting in the ways, burn bran for perfume : but 
if any of them, drawn by ſome that paſſeth by, 
lie with him, ſhe reproacheth her fellow, that 
ſhe was not thought as worthy as herſelf, nor 
her cord broken. | 

44 Whatſoever is done among e is falſe: 
how may it then be thought or ſaid that they 
are gods? 

45 They are made of carpenters and gold- 
ſmiths: they can be nothing elſe than the work- 
man will have them to be. 

46 And they themſelves that made them can 
never continue long; how then ſhould the 
things that are made of them be gods? 

47 For they leſt lies and reproaches to them 
that come after. 

48 For when there cometh any war or plague 
upon them, the prieſts conſult with themſelves 
where they may be hidden with them. 
4509 How then cannot men perceive that they 
be no gods, which can neither ſave themſelves 
from war nor from plague? 

50 For ſeeing they be but of wood, and over- 
laid with ſilver and gold, it * be known 
hereafter that they are falſe: 

51 And it ſhall manifeſtly appear to all na- 
tions and kings, that they are no gods, but the 
works of men's hands, and that there is no work 
of God in them. 


52 Who 
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52 Who then may not know that they are no 

gods? 
53 For neither can they ſet up a king in the 

land, nor give rain unto men. | 

54 Neither can they judge their own cauſe, 
nor redreſs a wrong, being unable: for they are 
as crows between heaven and earth. 

55 Whereupon when fire falleth upon the 
houſe of gods of wood, or laid over with gold 
or ſilver, their prieſts will flee away and eſcape; 


but they themſelves ſhall be burnt aſunder like 


beams. 
56 Moreover they cannot withſtand any king 


or enemies: how can it then be thought or ſaid 
that they be gods? 

57 Neither are thoſe gods of wood, and laid 
over with ſilver or gold, able to eſcape either 
from thieves or robbers. 


58 Whoſe gold, and filver, and garments, | 


wherewith they are clothed, they that are ſtrong 
do take and go away withal : neither are they 
able to keep themſelves. 

59 Therefore it is better to be a king that 
ſheweth his power, or elſe a profitable veſſel in 
an houſe, which the owner ſhall have uſe of, 
than fuch falſe gods; or to be a door in an 
houſe, to keep ſuch things ſafe as be therein, 
than ſuch falſe gods; or a pillar of wood in a 
palace, than ſuch falſe gods. 

60 For ſun, moon, and ſtars, being bright, 
and ſent to do their offices, are obedient. 


61 In like manner, the lightning when it 
breaketh 
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breaketh forth is eaſy to be ſeen, and after the 
ſame manner the wind bloweth in every coun- 
try. | 

62 And when God commandeth the clouds 
to go over the whole world, they do as they are 
bidden. | 

63 And the fire ſent from above to conſume 
hills and woods, doeth as it is commanded : but 
theſe are like unto them neither in ſhew nor 
power. 

64 Wherefore it is neither to be ſuppoſed nor 
ſaid that they are .gods, ſeeing they are able 
neither to judge cauſes, nor to do good unto 
men. 


65 Knowing therefore that they are no gods, 
fear them not. 


66 For they can neither curſe nor bleſs 
kings. 

67 Neither can they ſhew ſigns in the hea- 
vens among the heathen, nor ſhine as the ſun, 
nor give light as the moon. 

68 The beaſts are better than they ; for 
they can get under a covert and help them- 
ſelves. | 

69 It is then by no means manifeſt unto us 
that they are gods: therefore fear them not. 

70 For as a ſcare-crow in a garden of cucum- 
bers keepeth nothing: ſo are their gods of 
wood, and laid over with ſilver and gold. 

71 And likewiſe their gods of wood, and laid 
over with filver and gold, are like to a white 
thorn in an orchard that every bird ſitteth 


upon ; 
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upon; as allo to a dead body that is caſt into the 
dark. 

72 And you ſhall know them to be no gods, 
by the bright purple that rotteth upon them : 
and they themſelves afterwards ſhall be eaten, 
and ſhall be a reproach in the country. 


73 Better therefore 1s the juſt man that 


hath none idols: for he ſhall be far from re- 
proach.

There dwelt a man in Babylon 
called Joactm — In this hiſtory of Su- 
ſanna we have an account of her huſ- 
band's and her own family. She 
dwelt at Babylon, being carried there 
into captivity with her huſband. She

The captive Jews who were then in 
Babylon uſed to aſſemble at Joacim's 
houſe, for the determination of their 
affairs, and every year they appointed 
two judges for the deciſion of ſuch 
difficulties as might ariſe with regard 
to themſelves, that they might not 
be obliged to have recourſe to hea- 
thens, in order to decide cauſes among 
the Iſraelites. This was doubtleſs a 
very proper meaſure; and had the 
actions of theſe judges been directed 
by virtue and juſtice, they would have

Sc. By 
Greece is here meant the kingdoms 


of Syria and Egypt, ſo called by the 
Jews at that time, and not that pro- 
perly called Greeee in the Latin and 
Greek writers. By Chettiim is meant 
Macedonia and the ſmiting here 
mentioned relates to the battle of Ar- 
bella, in which Alexander gained a 


victory as got him Dar ius's kingdom. 


2 And 
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2 And made many wars, and wan many 

| ſtrong holds, and flew the kings of the earth, 

3 And went through to the ends of the earth, 

and took ſpoils of many nations, inſomuch that 

the earth was quiet before him; whereupon he 

was exalted, and his heart was lifted up. 

4 And he gathered a mighty ſtrong hoſt, and 
ruled over countries, and nations, and kings, 
who became tributaries unto him. 

5 And after theſe things he fell ſick, and per- 
. that he ſhould die. 

6 Wherefore he called his ſervants, ſuch as 
were honourable, and had been brought up with 
him from his youth, and parted his kingdom a- 
mong them, while he was yet alive. 

7 So Alexander reigned twelve years, and 
then died. 

8 And his ſervants bare rule every one in his 
place. 

9 And after his death they all put crowns up- 
on e ſo did their ſons after them many 
years: and evils were multiplied in the earth. 

10 And there came out of them a wicked root, 
Antiochus, furnamed Epiphanes, fon of Antio- 
chus the king, who had been an hoſtage at 
Rome, and he reigned in the hundred and thirty 
and ſeventh year of the kingdom of the Greeks. 

11 In thoſe days went there out of Iſrael 
wicked men, who perſuaded many, ſaying, Let 
us go and make a covenant with the heathen 
that are round about us: for ſince we departed 
from them, we have had much ſorrow. 
12 80 this device pleaſed them well. 


13 Then 


— 
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1 Then certain of the people were ſo for- 


ward herein, that they went to the king, who 


gave them licence to do after the ordinances of 


the heathen : 8 
14 1 Whereupon they built a place of exer- 
ciſe at Jeruſalem, according to the cuſtoms of 
the heathen : Fr op 
15 Ang made themſelves uncircumciſed, and 
forſook the holy covenant, and joined them- 
ſelves to the heathen, and were ſold to do miſ- 
cans 3 
16 Now when the kingdom was eſtabliſhed 
before Antiochus, he thought to reign over 
Egypt, that he might have the dominion of two 
realms : | | 
17 Wherefore he entered into Egyyt with a 
great multitude, with chariots, and elephants, 
and horſemen, and a great navy, I 
18 And made war againſt Ptolome king of 
Egypt : but Ptolome was afraid of him, and 


fled; and many were wounded to death. 


19 Thus they got the ſtrong cities in the land 
of Egypt, and he took the ſpoils thereof. 

20 And after that Antiochus had ſmitten 
Egypt, he. returned again in the hundred forty 


and third year, and went up againſt Iſrael and 


Jeruſalem with a great multitude, _ 

21 And entered proudly into the fanc- 
tuary, and took away the golden altar, and 
the candle: ſtick of light, and all the veſſels 
thereof, | 5 

22 4 And the table of the ſhew-bread, and 


the pouring veſſels, and the vials, and the cen- 


— 


4 ſers 
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ſers of gold, and the vail, and the crowns, and 
the golden ornaments that were before the tem- 
ple, all which he pulled off. 

23 He took allo the ſilver and the gold, and 
the precious veſſels : alſo he took the hidden 
treaſures which he found. 

24 And when he had taken all away, he 
went into his own land, having made a great 
maſſacre, and ſpoken very proudly. 

223 Therefore there was great mourning in 
 Irael, in every place where they were; 

2806 80 that the princes and elders mourned, 
the virgins and young men were made feeble, 
and the beauty of women was changed. 

27 Every bridegroom took up lamentation, 
and ſhe that fat in the marriage-chamber, was in 
heavinels. 

28 The land alſo was moved for the inhabi- 
tants thereof, and all the houſe of Jacob was 
covered with confuſion. 

29 And after two years fully expired, the 
king ſent his chief collector of tribute unto the 
Cities of Juda, who came unto Jeruſalem with a 

great multitude ; 
30 And ſpake peaceable words unto them, but 
all was deceit : for when they had given him 
credence, he fell ſuddenly upon the city, and 
ſmote it very ſore, and deſtroyed much people 
of Iſrael. 

31 And when he had taken the ſpoils of the 
city, he ſet it on fire, and pulled down the 
houſes and walls thereof on every ſide: 


32 But 
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32 But the women and children took they 
captive, and poſſeſſed the cattle. 

33 Then built they the city of David with a 
great and ſtrong wall, and with mighty towers, 
and made it a ſtrong hold for them. 4 
34 And they put therein a ſinful nation, 

wicked men, and fortified themſelves therein. 
33 They ſtored it alſo with armour and vic- 
tuals, and when they had gathered together the 
ſpoils of Jeruſalem, they laid them up there, 
and ſo they became a ſore ſnare. | 
36 For it was a place to lie in wait againſt the 
ſanctuary, and an evil adverſary to Iſrael. 
37 Thus they ſhed innocent blood on every 
fide of the ſanctuary, and defiled it: | 
38 Inſomuch that the inhabitants of Jeruſa- 
lem fled becauſe of them: whereupon the city 
was made an habitation of ſtrangers, and became 
ſtrange to thoſe that were born in her, and her 
own children left her: 


39 Her ſanctuary was laid waſte like a wilder- 
nels, her-feaſts were turned into mourning, her 
ſabbaths into reproach, her honour into con- 
tempt. 

40 As had been her glory, ſo was her diſho- 
nour increaſed, and her excellency was turned 
into mourning. "hs 

41 Moreover, king Antiochus wrote to his 
whole kingdom, that all ſhould be one people, 

42 And every one ſhould leave his laws: fo 
all the heathen agreed according to the com- 
mandment of the king. 

43 Yea, many alſo of the Iſraelites conſented 


to 


£ 
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to his religion, and ſacrificed unto idols, and 
profaned the ſabbath. | 

44 For the king had ſent letters by meſſengers 
unto Jeruſalem and the cities of Juda, that they 
ſhould follow the ſtrange laws of the land, 
45 And forbid burnt-offerings, and ſacrifice 
and drink-offerings in the temple ; and that they 
ſhould profane the ſabbaths and feſtival days : 
; 46 And pollute the ſanctuary, and holy peo- 
ple: 


47 Set up altars and groves, and chapels of ; 
idols, and ſacrifice ſwine's fleſh, and unclean 


beaſts : 
48 That they ſhould alſo leave their children 
uncircumciſed, and make their ſouls abominable 
with all manner of uncleanneſs and profana- 
tion: | 
44599 To the end they might forget the law, and 
change all the ordinances. e 
50 And whoſoever would not do according 
to the commandment of the king, he ſaid, he 
ſhould die. | 7 
51 In the ſelf- ſame manner wrote he to his 
whole kingdom, and appointed overſeers over 
all the people, commanding the cities of Juda to 
ſacrifice, city by city. | 
52 Then many of the people were gathered 
unto them, to wit, every one that forſook the 
law, and ſo they committed evils in the land: 
53 And drove the Iſraelites into ſecret places, 
even whereſoever they could flee for ſuccour. 
54 Now the fifteenth day of the month Caſleu, 
in the hundred forty and fifth year, they ſet up 


the 


_ 
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the abomination of deſolation upon the altar, 


and built idol-altars throughout the cities of Juda, 
on every ſide; 
5 And burnt incenſe at the doors of their 
houſes, and in the ſtreets. 
56 And when they had rent in pieces the 


books of the law which they found, they burnt 
them with fire. 


7 And whereſoever was found with any the 
bouk of the teſtament, or if any conſented to the 
law, the king's commandment was, that they 
ſhould put him to death. 

58 Thus did they by their authority unto the 
1 every month, to as many as were found 
in the cities. 

9 Now the five and twentieth. day of the 
month, they did ſacrifice upon the 1dol-altar 
which was upon the altar of God. 

60 At which time, according to the com- 


mandment, they put to death certain women 


that had cauſed their children to be circum- 
ciſed. 

61 And they hanged the infants about their 
necks, and rifled their houſes, and flew them 
that had circumciſed them. | 

62 Howbeit, many in Iſrael were fully re- 
ſolved and confirmed in themſelves, not to eat 
any unclean thing. 

63 Wherefore they choſe rather to die, that 
they might not be defiled with meats, and that 
they might not profane the holy covenant : ſo 
then they died. 

64 And there was very great wrath upon Iſrael.

IN choſe days aroſe Mattathias the jon of John, 
the ſon of Simeon, a prieſt of the ſons of Joa- 
rib from Jeruſalem, and dwelt in Modin. 

2 And he had five ſons, Joannan called 

Caddis: _ 0 
3 Simon called Thaſſi: 

Judas who was called Maccabeus: 
5 Eleazar called Avaran, and Jonathan, whoſe 
ſurname was Apphus. 
6 And when he ſaw the blaſphemies that were 
committed in ſuda and Jeruſalem, 

5 He ſaid, Wo is me, wherefore was I born 
to ſee this miſery of my people, and of the holy 
city, and to dwell there when it was delivered 

into the hand of the enemy, and the ſanctuary 

into the hand of ſtrangers? 

8 Her temple is become as a man without 
wy | 8 

9 Her glorious veſſels are carried away into 

. captivity, her infants are ſlain in the ſtreets, her 

young men with the ſword of the enemy. 


10 What nation hath not had a part in her 


kingdom, and gotten of her ſpoils ? 
11 All her ornaments are taken away; of a 
free woman ſhe is become a bond-ſlave. 


V. 11. 77 a free woman ſhe is be- the Great, as to live according to its 
come a bond-ſlave. — Judea retained own laws and religious ceremonies ; 
its freedom ſo far under the Mace- but was reduced quite to ſlavery under 
donians by the favour of Alexander Antiochus. 

12 And, 
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12 And behold, our ſanctuary, even our 


beauty and our glory, is laid waſte, and the Gen- 


tiles have profaned it. 1 
13 To what end therefore ſhall we live any 
longer ? as | 


14 Then Mattathias and his ſons rent their 
clothes, and put on ſackcloth, and mourned very 
ſore. | 1 bes 

15 In the mean while the king's officers, ſuch 
as compelled the people to revolt, came mto-the 
city Modin, to make them ſacrifice, | 

16 And when many of Iſrael came unto 
them, Mattathias alſo and his ſons came toge- 
ther 0 | Ks. [ 
17 Then anſwered the king's officers,” and 
ſaid to Mattathias on this wiſe, Thou art a ruler, 
and an honourable and great man in this city, 
and ſtrengthened with ſons and brethren: 

18 Now therefore come thou firit, and fulfil 
the king's commandment, like as all the heathen 
have done, yea, and the men of ſuda alſo, and 
ſuch as remain at Jeruſalem : ſo ſhalt thou and 
thy houſe be in the number of the king's friends, 


.and thou and thy children ſhall be honoured 


with filver and gold, and many rewards. | 

19 Then Mattathias anſwered and ſpake with 
a loud voice, Though all the nations that are 
under the king's dominion obey him, and 
fall away every one from the religion of their 
fathers, and give conſent to his command- 
ments: | | 3 217 

20 Yet will I and my ſons and my brethren 
walk in the covenant of our fathers. 


21 God 
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21 God forbid that we ſhould forſake the 4 


law and the ordinances: 
22 We will not hearken to the king's words, 
to go from our religion, either on the right hand,. 
or the left. 3 
2 3 Now when he had left ſpeaking theſe 
words, there came one of the Jews in the ſight 
of all to ſacrifice on the altar which was made at 
Modan, according to the king's commandment. 
24 Which thing when Mattathias ſaw, he 
| was inflamed with zeal, and his reins trembled, 
neither could he forbear to ſhew his anger ac- 
; cording to judgment: wherefore he ran, and 
ſlew him upon the altar. 
| 235 Alfo the king's commiſſioner, who com- 
pelled men to ſacrifice, he killed at that time, 
and the altar he pulled down. | 
26 Thus dealt he zealouſly for the law of 
God, like as Phinees did unto Zambri the fon of 
; Salom. 
| 27 And Mattathias cried throughout the city | 
with a loud voice, ſaying, Whoſoever is zealous {| 
of the law, and maintaineth the covenants, let 
him follow me. 
28 So he and his ſons fled into the mountains. 
and left all that ever they had in the city. 

29 Then many that ſought after juſtice and 
judgment, went down into the wilderneſs to 
dwell there : 

30 Both they and their children, and their 
wives, and — 5 cattle, becauſe afflictions in- 
creaſed ſore upon them. 

31 Now when it it was told the king's na 
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and the hoſt that was at Jeruſalem, in the city of 
David, that certain men who had broken the 
Eking's commandment, were gone down into the 
ſecret places of the wilderneſs, 
32 They purſued after them a great number, 
and having overtaken them, they camped againſt 
them, and made war againſt them on the ſab- 
bath-day. | 
33 And they ſaid unto them, Let that which 
you have done hitherto, ſuffice ; Come forth, 
3 and do according to the commandment of the 
king, and you ſhall live. 
N 34 But they ſaid, We will not come forth, 
neither will we do the king's commandment, to 


profane the ſabbath-day. 


33 $0 then they gave them the battle with all 
ſpeed. 
' 36. Howbeit, they anſwered them not, neither 
® caſt they a ſtone at them, nor ſtopped the places 
where they lay hid; 
37 But ſaid, Let us die all in our innocency: 
heaven and earth ſhall teſtify for us, that you 
| put us to death wrongfully. 

31 So they roſe up againſt them in battle on 
the ſabbath, and they flew them, with their wives 
and — and their cattle, to the number of 
a thouſand people. 

0 39 Now when Mattathias and his friends under- 
i ſtood hereof, they mourned for them right ſore. 
| 40 And one of them ſaid to another, If we 
all do as our brethren have done, and fight not 
far our lives and laws againſt the heathen, they 
will now quickly root us out of the earth. 
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41 At that time therefore they decreed, ſay- 


ing, Whoſoever ſhall come to make battle with 


us on the ſabbath-day, we will fight againſt him, 
neither will we die all, as our brethren that v were 
murdered in the ſecret places. 

42 Then came there unto him a company of 
Aſſideans, who were mighty men of Iſrael, even 
all ſuch as were voluntarily devoted unto the 
law. 

43 Alſo all they that fled for perſecution, 
joined themſelves unto them, and were a ſtay 
unto them. | 

44 So they joined their forces, 20 ſmote ſin- 
ful men in their anger, and wicked men in their 
wrath : but the reſt fled to the heathen for ſuc- 
COUr. 


45 Then Mattathias and his friends went round 
3 and pulled down the altars. 


46 And what children ſoever they found with- 
in the coaſt of Iſrael uncircumciſed, thoſe they 
circumciſed valiantly. 


47 They purſued alſo after the proud men, 


and the work proſpered in their hand. 


48 So they recovered the law out of the hand 
of the Gentiles, and out of the hand of kings, 
neither ſuffered they the ſinner to triumph. 

49 Now when the time drew near that Matta- 
135 ſhould die, he ſaid unto his ſons, Now hath 
pride and rebuke gotten ſtrength, and the time 
of deſtruction, and the wrath of indignation : 


50 Now therefore, my ſons, be ye zealous for 


the law, and give your lives for the covenant of 


your fathers. 
51 Call 
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51 Call to remembrance what acts our fathers 


aid in their time, ſo ſhall ye receive great ho- 


nour, and an everlaſting name. 

52 Was not Abraham found faithful in temp- 
tation, and it was imputed unto him for righteouſ 
nels? 

53 Joſeph in the time of his diſtreſs * the 
commandment, and was made lord of E 

4 Phinees our father, in being zealous 220 
42600 obtained the covenant of an everlaſting 
prieſthood. 


55 Jeſus for fulfilling the word, was made a 
judge in Iſrael. 

56 Caleb for bearing witneſs before the con- 
gregation, received the heritage of the land. 

57 David for being merciful, poſſeſſed the 
throne of an everlaſting kingdom. 


58 Elias for being zealous and fervent for the 
law, was taken up into heaven. 


59 Ananias, Azarias, and Miſael, by beliey- 
ing were ſaved out of the flame. 


60 Daniel for his innocency was delivered 
from the mouth of lions. 

61 And thus conſider ye throughout all ages, 
that none that put their truſt in him ſhall be 
overcome. 

62 Fear not then the words of a ſinful man, 
for his glory ſhall be dung and worms. | 

63 To-day he ſhall be lifted up, and to-morrow 
he FART not be found, becauſe he 3 is returned in- 
to his duſt, and his thought is come to nothing. 

64 Wherefore ye, my ſons, be valiant, and 


ſhew 
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-  ſhew yourſelves men in the behalf of the law, for 
by it ſhall you obtain glory. 


65 And behold, I know that your brother 


as is a man of counſel, give ear unto him 


alway : he ſhall be a father unto you. 


66 As for Judas Maccabeus, he hath been 
mighty and ſtrong, even from his youth up: let 
him be your captain, and fight the battle of the 
people. 

67 Take alſo unto you, all thoſe that obſerve 


the law, and avenge ye the wrong of your peo- 
ple. 


68 Recompenſe fully the heathen, and take 


heed to the commandments of the law. 
69 So he bleſſed them, and was gathered to 


his fathers. 


70 And he on in the hundred forty and 


Gxth year, and his ſons buried him in the ſepul- 
chre of his fathers at Modin, and all Iſrael made 


great lamentation for him. 


CHAP. III. 


1. The 3 and fame of Judas 1 10. He over- 
. » throweth the forces of Samaria and Syria. 


| 1 his ſon Judas, called nen roſe 


in his ſtead. 
2 Pk all his brethren helped him, and ſo did 
all they that held with his father, and they fought 


with cheerfulneſs the battle of Iſrael. 


3 8o he gat his people great honour, and put 


on a breaſt-plate as a giant, and girt his warlike 
harneſs about him, and he made battles, protec- 
ting the hoſt with his ſword. 
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IIIn his acts he was like a lion, and like a lion's 
; whelp roaring for his prey. 
' _ 5 For he purſued the wicked, and ſought them 
out, and burnt up thoſe that vexed his people. 
! 6 Wherefore the wicked ſhrunk for fear of 
him, and all the workers of iniquity were trou- 
2? bled, becauſe falvation proſpered in his hand. 
7 He grieved alſo many kings, and made ſa- 
cob glad with his acts, and his memorial is bleſ- 
ſed for ever. b 
8 Moreover, he went through the cities of 
Juda, deſtroying the ungodly out of them, and 
turning away wrath from Iſrael: | 
9 So that he was renowned unto the utmoſt 
part of the earth, and he received unto him ſuch 
zs were ready to periſh. 
'q 10 4 Then Apollonius gathered the Gentiles 
; | together, and a great hoſt out of Samaria, to 
fight againſt Iſrael. | 
11 Which thing when Judas perceived, he went 
forth to meet him, and ſo he ſmote him, and flew 
bim: many alſo fell down lain, but the reſt fled. 
12 Wherefore Judas took their ſpoils, and 
Z Apollonius ſword alſo, and therewith he fought 
all his life long. | 
13 Now when Seron a prince of the army of 
Syria heard ſay, that Judas had gathered unto 
him a multitude and company of the faithful, to 
go out with him to war; | 
14 He ſaid, I will get me a name and honour 
in the kingdom, for I will go fight with Judas 
and them that are with him, who deſpiſe the king's 
commandment. 
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15 So he made him ready to go up, and there 


went with him a mighty hoſt of the ungodly to 


help him, and to be ens of the chilgren: of 
Iſrael, 

16 And when he came near to the going up 
of Bethoron, Judas went forth to meet him with 
a ſmall company. 


17 Who when they ſaw the hoſt 2 to 


18 Unto — — 8 It is no LS 
matter for many to be ſhut up in the hands of a 
few ; and with the God of heaven, it 1s all one to 
deliver with a great multitude; or a imall cx com- 
Are 

9 For the victory of battle ſtandeth not in 
* — of an hoſt, but ſtrength cometh 
from heaven. 

20 They come againſt us in much pride and 


iniquity to deſtroy us, and our wives and chil- 
dren, and to ſpoil us: 


21 But we fight for our lives, and our laws, E 

22 Wherefore the Lord himſelf will over- 3 
throw them before our face : and as for you, be 
ye not afraid of them. 

23 Now as ſoon as he had left off ſpeaking, he 
leapt ſuddenly upon them, and ſo Seron and 


his hoſt was overthrown before him. 


24 And they purſued them from the ge going 
down of Bethoron unto the plain, where were 
ſlain about eight hundred men 1 of them ; and 


the 1 
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F the reſidue fled into the land of the Philiſtines. 
© | 25 Then began the fear of Judas and his bre- 
? 2? thren, and an exceeding great dread to fall upon 


the nations round about them: 1 
206 Inſomuch as his fame came unto the king, 
P and all nations talked of the battles of Judas. 

h 27 Now when king Antiochus heard theſe 
things, he was full of indignation : wherefore he 

2 ſent, and gathered together all the forces of his 
realm, even a very ſtrong army. 

28 He opened allo his treaſure, and gave his 
Z ſoldiers pay for a year, commanding them to 

be ready whenſoever he ſhould need them. 

29 Nevertheleſs, when he ſaw that the money 
of his treaſure failed, and that the tributes in the 
country were ſmall, becauſe of the diſſenſion and 
plague which he had brought upon the land, in 
taking away the laws which had been of old time; 

30 He feared that he ſhould not be able to 
bear the charges any longer, nor to have fach 
gifts to give fo liberally as he did before: for 
he had abounded above the kings that were be- 
fore him. 

31 Wherefore, being greatly perplexed' in 
his mind, he determined to go into Peſia, there 


* to take the tributes of the countries, and to ga- 
ther much money. 

; 32 So he left Lyſias a noble man, and one 
of the blood-· royal, to overſee the affairs of the 
di king, from the river Euphrates, unto the bor- 

ders of Egypt: 


33 And to bring up his ſon Antiochus, until 
he came again. 


34 Moreover, 
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34 Moreover, he delivered unto him the half 
of his forces, and the elephants, and gave him 
charge of all things that he would have done, 
as allo. concerning them that dwelt in Juda and 
. 'Y 
5 To wit, that he ſhould ſend an army againſt 
| Ft to deſtroy and root out the ſtrength of Iſ- 
rael, and the remnant of Jeruſalem, and to take 
' away their memorial from that place; 

36 And that he ſhould place ftrangers in all 
their quarters, and divide their land by lot. 

37 So the king took the half of the forces that 
remained, and departed from Antioch his royal 
city, the hundred forty and ſeventh year; and 
having paſſed the river Euphrates, he went 
through the high countries. 

38 Then Lyſias choſe Ptolome the fon of Dor- 
ymenes, and Nicanor, and Gorgias, mighty men 
of the king's friends : 

39 And with them he ſent forty thouſand foot- 
men, and ſeven thouſand horſemen, to go into 

the land of Juda, and to deſtroy it, as the king 
_ commanded. 

40 So they went forth with all their power, 
and came and pitched by Emus, in the plain 
country. 

41 And the merchants of the 0800 hearing 
the fame of them, took ſilver and gold very 
much, with ſervants, and came into the camp to 
buy the children of Iſrael for ſlaves: a power 
alſo of Syria, and of the land of the Phabilines, 
Joined themſelves unto them. 

A2 Now when Judas and his brethren * that 
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miſeries were multiplied, and that the forces did 


encamp themſelves in their borders, (for they 


knew how the king had given commandment to 
deſtroy the people, and utterly aboliſh them) 

43 They ſaid one to another, Let us reſtore 
the decayed eſtate of our people, and let us fight 
for our people and the ſanctuary. 

44 Then was the congregation gathered toge- 
ther, that they might be ready for battle, and 
that they might pray, and alk mercy and com- 
paſſion. 

45 Now Jeruſalem lay void as a wilderneſs 
there was none of her children that went 1n, of 
out: the ſanctuary alſo was trodden down, and 
aliens kept the ſtrong hold : the heathen had their 
habitation in that place, and joy was taken from 
Jacob, and the pipe, with the harp ceaſed. 

46 Wherefore the Iſraelites aſſembled them- 
ſelves together, and came to Maſpha, over-- 
againſt Jeruſalem ; for in Maſpha was the Place 
where they prayed aforetime in Iſrael. 

47 Then they faſted that day, and put on 
ſackcloth, and caſt aſhes upon their heads, and 


rent their clothes : 


48 And laid open the book of the law, whete- 
in the heathen had ſought to paint the likeneſs 
of their images. 

49 They brought alſo the prieſts garments, 
and the firſt-fruits, and the tithes : and the Na- 


© zarites they ſtirred up, who had accompliſhed:

imagine againſt us, thou knoweſt. 

53 How ſhall we be able to ſtand againſt 
them, except thou, O God, be our help? 


54 Then ſounded they with pets and. 


cried with a loud voice. | 

55 And after this, Judas Gdsned captains 
over the people, even captains over thouſands, 

and over hundreds, and over fifties, and over 

tens. 

56 But as for ſuch as were building houſes, 
or had betrothed wives, or were planting vine- 

yards; or were fearful, thoſe he commanded that 


they ſhould: return, every man to his own News 


en to the law: 


537 So the camp removed, and pitched upon 


6s ſouth ſide of Emmaus. 
58 And Judas ſaid, Arm yourſelves, and- be 
valiant men, and ſee that ye be in readineſs 


againſt the morning, that ye may fight with theſe 


nations that are aſſembled 14 nr; againſt us, 
3 us and our ſanctuary. 

39 For it is better for us to die in battle, than 
to behold the calamities of our people, and our 
ſanctuary. 

860 Nevertheleſs, as the will o God is in hea- 
ven, ſo let him do. © 
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CHAP. IV. 


6. Judas defeateth the plot, 4. and forces of Gorgias, and 
F a de their tents, Se: > 


1. took Gorgias five thouſand ot. men, 
and a thouſand of the beſt horſemen, and 
removed out of the camp by night; 

2 To the end he might ruſh in upon the 
camp of the Jews, and ſmite them ſuddenly ; 
and the men of the fortreſs were his guides. ; 
3 Now when Judas heard thereof, he himſelf 
removed, and the valiant men with him, that 
he might ſmite the king's army which was at 
Emmads, 

4 While as yet the forces were diſperſed from 
the camp. 

5 In the mean ſeaſon came Gorgias by night 
into the camp of Judas: and when he found no 
man there, he ſought them in the mountains: 
for he ſaid, Theſe fellows flee from us. 

6 But as ſoon as it was day, Judas ſhewed 
himſelf in the plain with three thouſand men, 
who nevertheleſs had neither armour nor ſwords 
to their minds. 

7 And they ſaw the camp of the heathen, that 
it was ſtrong and well harneſſed, and compaſſed 
round about with horſemen : ;, and theſe were 
expert of war. | 

8 Then ſaid Judas to the men that were with 
him, Fear ye not their multitude, neither be ye 
fd of their aſſault. 

9 Remember how our fathers were delivered i in 
the 
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the red ſea, when Pharaoh purſued them with 
an army. 

10 Now therefore let us cry unto heaven, if 
peradventure the Lord will have mercy upon us, 


and remember the covenant of our fathers, and 


deſtroy this hoſt before our face this day : 
11 That ſo all the heathen may know that 
there is One; who delivereth and Reh Iſrael. 
12 Then the ſtrangers lift up their eyes, and 
ſaw them coming over-againſt them. 
13 Wherefore they went out of the camp to 


battle, but they that were with Judas ſounded 


their trumpets. 
14 J So they joined battle, and the heathen 
Ou diſcomfited, fled into the plain. 

5 Howbet, all the hindmoſt of them were 
gain with the ſword: for they purſued them unto 
Gazera, and unto the plains of Idumea, and Azo- 
tus, and Jamnia, ſo that there were ſlain of them 
about three thouſand men. 

16 This done, Judas returned again with his 
hoſt from purſuing them : 
17 And ſaid to the people, Be not Lreedy of 
the ſpoils, inaſmuch as there is a battle before us. 
18 And Gorgias and his hoſt are here by us 


in the mountain: but ſtand ye now againſt our 


enemies, and overcome them, and after this ye 


may boldly take the ſpoils. - 
19 As Judas was yet ſpeaking theſe words, 


there appeared a part of them * out of 
the mountain: 


20 Who when they perceived that the Jews 
had put their hoſt to flight, and were burning the 
tents, 
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tents, (for the ſmoke that was ſeen declared what 
was done). 
21 When therefore they perceived theſe 
3 things, they were ſore afraid, and ſeeing alſo the 
| 3 Hoſt of Judas in the plain ready to fight, 
22 They fled every one into the land. of 
ſtrangers. 

9 23 Then Judas Wand 80 poil the tents, 
Vhbere they got much gold and | and blue 
ilk, and purple of the ſea, and great riches. 

24 After this they went home, and ſung a ſong 
of thankſgiving, and praiſed the Lord in heaven: 
becauſe it is good, becauſe his mercy endureth 
for ever. 

25 Thus Iſrael had a great deliverance that 
da 
> 26 Now all the ſtrangers that had cleaped, 
came and told Lyſias what had happened: 

- 27 Who when he heard thereof, was con- 
founded and diſcouraged, becauſe neither ſuch 


3 * things as he would have done unto Iſrael, nor 


ſuch things as the king commanded him were 
come to pals. 

28 The next year therefore following, Lyſias 
gathered together threeſcore thouſand choice 
men of foot, and five thouſand horſemen, that 


he might ſubdue them. 


29 So they came into Idumea, and pitched 
their tents at Bethſura, and Judas met n with 
ten thouſand men. 

30 And when he ſaw that mighty army, he 
prayed, and ſaid, Bleſſed art thou, O Saviour of 
Iſrael, who didſt quell the violence of the mighty 
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man by the hand of thy ſervant David, and 
gaveſt the hoſt of ſtrangers into the hands of 
. the ſon of Saul; and his armour-bearer ; 

381 Shut up this army in the hand of thy peo- 
ple Iſrael, and let them be confounded in their 
power and horſemen; | | 

32 Make them to be of no courage, 6a cauſe 
the boldneſs of their ſtrength to fall away, and 
let hem quake at their deftrution ; - 

33 aft them down with the ſword of them 
that love thee, and let all thoſe that know thy 
HG, praiſe thee-with thankſgiving. © 

34 So they joined battle, and there was lain 
of the hoſt of Lyſias about five thouſand men, 
even before them were they lain. 


35 Now when Lyſias ſaw his army put to 


flight, and the manlineſs of Judas ſoldiers, and 
— they were ready either to live or die vali- 
antly, he went into Antiochia, and gathered to- 
gether a company of ſtrangers, and having made 


his army greater than it was, he purpoing to 
come again into Judea. 


36 Then ſaid Judas and his W Behold, 
our enemies are diſcomfited: let us go up to 
cleanſe and dedicate the ſanctuary. 

37 Upon this all the hoſt aſſembled themſelves 
together, and went up into mount Sion. 

38 And when they ſaw the ſanctuary deſolate, 
and the-altar profaned; and the gates burnt. up, 
and ſhrubs growing in the courts as in a foreſt, 
or in one of the mountains, yea, and the e 
chambers pulled do on; Ts 

39 They rent their clothes, and nde great 

4 lamentation 
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lamentation, and caſt aſhes upon their heads, 

40 And fell down flat to the ground upon 
their faces, and blew an alarm with the trum- 
pets, and cried towards heaven. | 
41 Then Judas appointed certain men to Gght 
3 againſt thoſe that were in the fortrels, until he 
had cleanſed the ſanctuary. 

42 So he choſe prieſts of blameleſs converla- 
tion, ſuch as had pleaſure in the law: 

43 Who cleaned the ſanctuary, and bare out 
the defiled ſtones into an unclean place. 
44 And when as they coniked what to do 
with the altar of n which was pro: 
faned: 

435 They ani: it beſt to pull it 8 leſt 
= it ſhould: be a reproach: unto them, becaule the 

= heathen had dehiled it ; wherefore they Fallen 
it down, 
46 And laid up the N in the mountain of 


the temple, in a convenient place, until there 
ſhould come a prophet to mat what ſhould be 


done with them. 
47 Then they took l ſtones, according 


to the law, and built a new altar, ee to 
the former: 


48 And made up the ſanctuary, and the chings 
that were within the temple, and hallowed: the 
courts. 

49 They made alſo new holy veſſels, anti into 
the temple they brought — candleſtick, and 
the altar of burnrofferings, and of. incenſe, and 
the table. | 
50 And upon the altar tes burnt incenſe 

an 
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and the lamps that were upon the candleſtick 
they lighted, that they might give light in the 

temple. 

51 Furthermore, they ſet the loaves upon the 
table, and ſpread out the vails, and finiſhed all 
the works which they had begun to make. 

52 Now on the five and twentieth day of the 
ninth month (which is called the month Caſleu) 
in the hundred forty and eighth year, they roſe 
* betimes in the morning, 

53 And offered ſacrifice according to the law, 

upon the new altar of burnt-offerings, which 
they had made. 
54 Look at what time, and at what day the 
| heathen had profaned it, even in that was it de- 
dicated with ſongs, and citherns, and harps, and 
em- 

55 Then all the people fell upon their faces, 
worſhipping and praiſing the God of heaven, 
who had given them good ſucceſs. 

56 And fo they kept the dedication of the al- 
tar eight days, and offered burnt-offerings with 
gladneſs, and facrificed the lacrifice of deliver- 
ance and praiſe. _ 

57 They decked alſo the forefront of the tem- 
* with crowns of gold, and with ſhields; and 
the gates, and the chambers they tenewed, and | 
* doors upon them. 

38 Thus was there very great gladneſs among 
the people, for that the reproach of the heathen 
was put away. 

59 Moreover, Judas and his brethren, with 


che whole congregation of Ifrael, ordained that 
the 
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the days of the dedication of the altar ſhould be 
kept in their ſeaſon from year to year, by the 
ſpace of eight days, from the five and twentieth 
day of the month Caſleu, with mirth and gladneſs. 

60 At that time alſo they builded up the mount 
Sion with high walls, and ſtrong towers round 
about, leſt the Gentiles ſhould come and tread 
it down, as they had done before. X 
61 And they ſet there a garriſon to keep it: 
and fortified Bethſura to preſerve it, that the peo- 
ple might have a defence againſt Idumea. 


Oe. | 
Judas ſiniteth the children of Eſau, and Ammon 25. 
. 71 2 in Galaad 5 4 3 Ephron. . 
N when the nations round about heard 
that the altar was built, and the ſanctuary 
renewed as before, it diſpleaſed them very much. 
2 Wherefore they thought to deſtroy the ge- 
neration of Jacob that was among them, and 
thereupon they began to ſlay and deſtroy the 

people. Tee 5 
3 T Then Judas fought. againſt the children of 
Eſau in Idumea at Arabattine, becauſe they be- 
ſieged Iſrael: and he gave them a great over- 
throw, and abated their courage, and took their 
ſpoils. | | 
4 Alſo he remembered the injury of the chil- 
dren of Bean, who had been a ſnare and an of- 
fence unto the people; in that they lay in wait 

for them in the ways.

5 He ſhut them up therefore in the towers, 
and encamped againſt them, and deſtroyed them 
_ utterly, and burnt the towers of that . with 
fire, and all that were therein. 

6 Afterward he paſſed over to the children 
of Ammon, where he found a mighty power, and 
much people with Timotheus their captain. 

7 So he fought many battles with them, till 
at length they were diſcomfted before him : and 
he ſmote them. 

8 And when he had taken Jazar, with the 
towns belonging thereunto, he returned into 
Judea. 

9 Then the heathen that were at Galaad, af- 
ſembled themſelves together againſt the Iſraelites 
that were in their quarters, to deſtroy them : but 

they fled to the fortreſs of Dathema ; 

10 And ſent letters unto Judas and his bre- 
thren : The heathen that are round about us, are 
aſſembled together againſt us to deſtroy us ; 
11 And they are preparing to come and take 
the fortreſs whereunto we are fled, Timotheus 
being captain of their hoſt. 


12 Come now therefore, and deliver us from 


their hands: for many of us are ſlain. 

13 Yea, all our brethren that were in the 
places of Tobie, are put to death: their wives 
and their children alſo they have carried away 
captives, and borne away their ſtuff, and have 
deſtroyed there about a thouſand men. 

14 While theſe letters were yet reading, be- 
hold there came other meſſengers from Galilee, 
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with their clothes rent, who reported on 
this wiſe, i | e 

15 And ſaid, They of Ptolemais, and of Ty- 
rus; and Sidon, and all Galilee of the Gentiles, 
are aſſembled together againſt us, to conſume 
Us. 

16 Now when Judas and the people heard 
theſe words, there aſſembled a great congrega- 
tion together, to conſult what they ſhould do for 
their brethren that were in trouble, and aſſaulted 
of them. | | | | 

17 Then ſaid Judas unto Simon his brother, 
Chooſe thee out men, and go, and deliver thy 
brethren that are in Galilee, for I and Jonathan 
my brother will go into the country of Galaad. 

18 So he left Joſeph the ſon of Zacharias, and 
Azarias, captains of the people, with the remant 
of the hoſt in Judea' to keep it: 

19 Unto whom he gave commandment, ſay- 
ing, Take ye the charge of this people, and fee 
that you make not war againſt the heathen, un- 
til: the time that we come again. | | 

20 Now unto Simon were given three thou- 
ſand men to go into Galilee, and unto Judas 
eight thouſand men for the country of Galaad. 

21 Then went Simon into Galilee, where he 
fought many battles with the heathen, ſo that the 
heathen were diſcomfited by him. Ns 

22 And he purſued them unto the gate of Pto- 


lemais: and there were ſlain of the heathen about 


three thouſand men, whoſe ſpoils he took. 
23 And thoſe that were in Galilee, and in Ar- 
battis;- with their wives, and their children, and 
| all 
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all that they had, took he away with, ham, and 
ts 2 into Judea, with great joy. 


4 Judas Maccabeus alſo, and his brother 


. went over Jordan, and travelled three 
days journey into the wilderneſs. 


25 1 Where they met with the Nabathites, 


who came unto them in peaceable manner, and 
told them every thing that had happened to their 
brethren in the land of Galaad: | 
26 And how that many of them are ſhut up 
in Boſora, and Boſor, and Alema, Caſphor, Ma- 
ged, and Carnaim, (all theſe cities are firong and 
great.) 
27 And that they were ſhut up in the reſt of 
the cities of the country of Galaad, and that 
againſt to-morrow they had appointed to bring 
their hoſt againſt the forts, and to take them, 
and to deſtroy them all in one day. 

28 Hereupon Judas and his hoſt turned ſud- 
denly by the way of the wilderneſs unto Boſo- 
ra; and when he had won the city, he flew all 
the males with the edge of the ſword, and took 
all their ſpoils, and burnt the city with fire. 

29 From whence he removed by night, and 
went till he came to the fortreſs. 

30 And betimes in the morning they looked 
up, and behold, there was an innumerable peo- 
ple bearing ladders, and other engines of war, to 
take the fortreſs : for they aſſaulted them. _ 

31 When Judas therefore ſaw that the battle 
was begun, and that the cry of the city went up 
to heaven, with trumpets and a great ſound, 
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32 He ſaid unto his hoſt, Fight this 2. for 
— brethren. | 
33 So he went forth behind them in three com- 
panies, who ſounded their trumpets, and cried 
with prayer. | 
34 Then the hoſt of Timotheus, knowing that 
i was Maccabeus, fled: from him: wherefore he 
ſmote them with a great ſlaughter; ſo that there 
were Killed of them that day about eight thou- 
ſand men. | 
35 This — ks turned aſide to Mak phas, 
and — — he had aſſaulted it, he took it, and flew 
all the males therein, and received the ſpoils 
thereof, and burnt it with fire. 
36 From thence went he and took Caſphon, 
Maged, Boſor, and the other cities of the coun- 
try of Galaad. 
37 After theſe things, gathered Timotheus 5 


another hoſt, and encamped again Raphon 


beyond the brock. bit 

38 So Judas ſent men to eſpy the hoſt, who | 
brought him word, ſaying, All the heathen that 
be round about us, are aſſembled unto them, 
even a very great hoſt. 


39 He hath alſo hired the Azabians to help 


them, and-they have pitched their tents beyond. 


the brook, ready to come and fight againſt thee: 
upon this Judas went to meet them. 

40 Then Timotheus ſaid unto the captains of 
his hoſt, When Jugs and his hoſt come near the 
brook, if he pals over firſt unto us, we ſhall not 
be able to withſtand him, for he will mightily 
prevail againſt us, 

41 But 
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41 But if he be afraid, and camp beyond the 
river, we ſhall 90 over unto Hap and prevail 
— 3 Judas cane near the brook, 
8 — 2 the ſcribes of the people to remain by 
che brook, to whom he gave commandment, ſay- 
ing, Suffer no man to remain i in the camp, but 
let all come to the battle. 

449 8 he went firſt over unto them, and all 

83 pe le after him: then all the heathen being 
dbl d before him, caſt away their weapons, 

and fled unto the temple that was at Carnaim. 

44 But they took the city, and burnt the tem- 
ple, with all that were therein. Thus was Car- 
naim ſubdued, neither could they Rand any 
longer before Judas: 5. 

45 Then Judas red together all the If. 
ruelites that were in the country of Galaad, from 
the leaſt unto the greateſt, even their wives and 
their children, and their ſtuff, a very great hoſt; 
to the end they might come into the land of

46 Now when they came unto Ephron, (this 


was a great city in the way as they ſhould go, very 
well fortified) they could not turn from it, either 


on the right hand or the left,, but muſt needs

47 Then they of the city ſnut them out, and 

| ſtopped up the gates with ſtones. 

48 Whereupon Judas ſent unto them in peace- 
able manner, — Let us paſs through your 

land to go into our on country, and none ſhall

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foot: howbeit they would not open unto 
him. 

49 Wherefore Judas commanded a becher 
tion to be made throughout the hoſt, that every 
man ſhould pitch his tent in the place where he

50 So the ſoldiers pitched, and aſſaulted the 
city all that day, and l that night, till at the 
ah the city was delivered into his hands: 

51 TWho then flew all the males with the edge 


ö of * ſword, and raſed the city, and took the 


ſpoils thereof, and paſſed through the city over 
them that were ſlain. 
52 After this went they over Jordan, into the 
eo plain before Bethſan. 
53 And Judas gathered together thoſe that

59 Then came Gorgias and his men out of the

60 And fo it was, that Joſeph 4 hte 
were put to flight, and purſued unto the borders 
of Judea : and there were flain that day of the 
people of Iſrael, about two thouſand men. 

61 Thus was there a great overthrow among 
the children of Iſrael, becauſe they were not 


obedient unto Judas and his brethren, but 


thought to do ſome valiant. act. 


62 Moreover, theſe men ame not of the ſeed 


of thoſe, by whoſe hand deliverance was given 
unto Ifrael.. 


63 Howbeit the man „ aid his brethren 
_ eatly renowned in the ſight of all Iſrael, 


all the heathen, whereſoever their name 
was 3 of: 


64 Inſomuch as the people aſſembled unto 


them with joyful acclamations. 


65 Afterward went Judas forth with his bre- 
thren, and fought againſt the children of Eſau, 
in the land toward the ſouth, where he ſmote 
Hebron, and the towns thereof, and pulled down 


the fortreſs of it, and burnt the towers thereof 
round about. | 


66 From thence he removed to go into the 


land of the Philiſtines, and paſſed through Sa- 
maria. 


67 At that time certain prieſts, deſirous to 


: | ſhew their valour, were ſlam in battle, for that 
e went out to fight unadviſedly. 
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68 So Judas turned to Azotus in the land of 
the Philiſtines ; and when he had pulled down 


their altars, and burnt their carved images with 


fire, and ſpoiled their cities, he returned into 
the land of Judea. 


HAP. VI. 


4 Antiochus dieth, 12. and confeſſeth that he is plagued 


for the wrongs done to Jeruſalem. 


A BOUT that time king Antiochus travelling 
through the high countries, heard ſay that 
Elimais in "Ihe country of Perſia, was a city 


greatly renowned for riches, filver, and gold; 


2 And that there was in it a very rich temple, 
wherein were coverings of gold, and breaſt- 
plates, and ſhields, which Alexander jon of 
Philip the Macedonian king, who reigned firſt 
among the Grecians, had left there. 

3 Wherefore he came and ſought to take the 
city, and to ſpoil it; but he was not able, be- 
cauſe they of the city having had warning thereof, 

4 Roſe up againſt him in battle: So he fled 
and departed thence with great heavineſs, and 
returned to Babylon. 

5 Moreover, there came one who brought him 
tidings into Perſia, that the armies which went 
againſt the land of Judea were put to flight: 

6 And that Lyſias, who went forth firſt with 
a great power, was driven away of the Jews ; and 
that they were made ftrong by the armour, and 


power, and ſtore of ſpoils, which they had gotten. 


of the armies whom they had deſtroyed : 


7 Allo that they had pulled down the abomi- 
nation which he had ſet up upon the altar in Je- 
3 Q rufalem, 
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ruſalem, and that they had compaſſed about 


ſtthce ſanctuary with high walls as before, and his 
| city Bethſura. 


8 1 Now when the king heard theſe words, he 
was aſtoniſhed, and ſore moved: whereupon he 
laid him down upon his bed, and fell ſick for 


grief, becauſe it had not befallen him as he 
looked for. 


9 And there he continued many "days: . 8 


his grief was ever more and more, and he made 


account that he ſhould die. 


10 Wherefore he called for all his friends, 
and faid unto them, The ſleep is gone from 


mine eyes, and my heart faileth for very care. 


11 And I thought with myſelf, Into what tri- 
bulation am I come, and how great a flood of 
miſery is it wherein now I am! for I was boun- 
tiful, and beloved in my power. 

12 J But now Iremember the evils that I did 


at Jeruſalem, and that I took all the veſſels of 


gold and ſilver that were therein, and ſent to 
e the inhabitants of Judea without a cauſe. 
13 J perceive therefore, that for this cauſe 
1 troubles are come upon me, and behold, 
I periſh through great grief in a ſtrange land. 

14 Then called he for Philip, one of his 
friends, whom he made ruler over all his realm, 

15 And gave him the crown, and his robe, 
and his ſignet, to the end he mould bring up

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his ſon Antiochus, and nouriſh him up for the 
kingdom. 

16 So king Antiochus died there in the hun- 
dred forty and ninth year. | 

17 Now when Lyſias knew that the king was 
dead, he ſet up Antiochus his ſon, (whom he 
had brought up being young) to reign in his 
ſtead, and his name he called Eupator. 

18 About this time, they that were in the 
tower ſhut up the Iſraelites round about the 
ſanctuary, and ſought always their hurt, and the 
ſtrengthening of the heathen. 

19 Wherefore, Judas purpoſing to deſtroy 
_ called all the people together to beſiege 
them. 6 ; 

20 So they came together, and beſieged them 
in the hundred and fiftieth year, and he made 
mounts for ſhot againſt them, and other engines. 

21 Howbeit, certain of them that were be- 
ſieged, got forth, unto whom ſome ungodly men 
of Iſrael joined themſelves. * | 

22 And they went unto the king, and ſaid, 

| How long will it be ere thou execute judgment, 

and avenge our brethren ? | 

23 We have been willing to ſerve thy father, 

and to do as he would have us, and to obey his 

commandments. | 

a 24 For which cauſe they of our nation beſiege 

the tower, and are alienated from us: moreover, 

as many of us as they could light on, they ſlew, 

and ſpoiled our inheritance. 5 

0 25 Neither have they ſtretched out their hand 

againſt us only, but alſo againſt all their borders. 
26 And 
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26 And behold, this day are they beſieging the 
tower at Jeruſalem to take it: the ſanctuary alſo, 


and Bethſura have they fortified. 


27 Wherefore if thou doſt not prevent them 
quickly, they will do greater things than theſe, 


neither ſhalt thou be able to rule them. 


28 ͤ Now when the king heard this, he was 
angry, and gathered together all his friends, and 


the captains of his army, and thoſe that had 
__ of the horſe. 


9 There came alſo unto him from other 


1 r and from the iſles of the ſea, bands 


of hired ſoldiers: 


30 So that the number of his army was an 


hundred thouſand footmen, and twenty thou- 


ſand horſemen, and two and thirty elephants ex- 
erciſed in battle. 

31 Theſe went through Idumea, and pitched 
againſt Bethſura, which they aſſaulted many 
days, making engines of war ; but they of Beth- 
fura came out, and burnt them with FA and 
fought valiantly. 

32 Upon this Judas removed from the tower, 
and pitched in Bathzacharias, over- againſt the 
king's camp. 


33 Then the king riſing very early, marched 
ben with his hoſt toward Bathzacharias, 
where his armies made them ready to battle, and 
ſounded the trumpets. 

34 And to the end they might provoke the 
elephants to fight, they ſhewed them the blood 
of grapes and mulberries. 

35 Moreover, they divided the beaſts among 


the 
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the armies, and for every elephant they ap- 
pointed a thouſand men armed with coats of 
mail, and with helmets of braſs on their heads; 
and beſides this, for every beaſt were ordained 
five hundred horſemen of the beſt. 

36 Theſe were ready at every occaſion: 
whereſoever the beaſt was, and whitherſoever 
the beaſt went, they went alſo, neither departed 
they from him. | 1 

37 And upon the beaſts there were ſtrong 
towers of wood, which covered every one of 
them, and were girt faſt unto them with devi- 
ces: there were alſo upon every one two and 
thirty ſtrong men that fought upon them, be- 
ſides the Indian that ruled him. 

38 As for the remnant of the horſemen, they 
ſet them on this ſide, and that ſide, at the two 
parts of the hoſts, giving them ſigns what to do, 
and being harneſſed all over amidſt the ranks. 

39 Now when the ſun ſhone upon the ſhields 
of gold, and braſs, the mountains gliſtered there- 
with, and ſhined like lamps of fire. | 

40 So part of the king's army being ſpread 
upon the high mountains, and part on the val- 
— below, they marched on ſafely and in or- 

er. 

41 Wherefore all that heard the noiſe of their 
multitude, and the marching of the company, 
and the ratling of the harneſs, were moved: for 
the army was very great and mighty. 

42 Then Judas and his hoſt drew near and 
entered into battle, and there were ſlain of the 
king's army ſix hundred men. 


43 Eleaſar 
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43 Eleafar alſo ſurnamed Savaran, perceiving 
that one of the beaſts, armed with royal harneſs, 


was higher than all the reſt, and ſuppoſing that 


the king was upon him, 


44 Put himſelf in jeopardy, to the end he 
might deliver his ou and get him a perpe- 


tual name : 


45 Wherefore he ran upon him courageoully, 
through the midſt of the battle, ſlaying on the 


right BE and on the left, ſo that they were 


divided DR him on both ſides. 


46 Which done; he crept under the elephant, 
and thruſt him under, and flew him: whereupon 


the elephant fell down upon him, and there he 


died. 


47 Howbeit, the reſt of the Fews, ſeeing the 
ſtrength of the king, and the violence of his 
forces, turned away from them. 

48 Then the king's army went up to Jeruſa- 
lem to meet them, and the king pitched his tents 


againſt Judea, and againſt mount Sion. 


49 But with them that were in Bethſura 
he made peace: for they came out of the 


city, becauſe they had no victuals there to en- 


dure the ſiege, it being a year of reſt to the 
land. 


50 So the king took Bethſura, and ſet a gar- 


riſon there to keep it. 


51 As for the ſanctuary, he beſieged i it many 
days; and ſet their artillery with engines, and 


inſtruments to caſt fire and ſtones, and pieces to 
caſt darts, and ſlings. 


52 Whereupon they alſo made engines againſt 
their 
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their engines, and held them battle a long ſea- - 
ſon, - lh AE 

53 Yetat the laſt, their veſſels being without 
victuals, (for that it was the ſeventh year, and 
they in Judea that were delivered from the 
Gentiles, had eaten up the reſidue of the 
ſtore) | | 

54 There were but a few left into the ſanctua- 
ry, becauſe the famine did ſo prevail againſt 
them, that they were fain to diſperſe themſelves 
every man to his own place. 

55 At that time Lyſias heard ſay, that Philip 
(whom Antiochus the king, whilſt he lived, had 
appointed to bring up his fon Antiochus, that he 
might be king) | | 

56 Was returned out of Perſia and Media, 
and the king's hoſt alſo that went with him, and 
that he ſought to take unto him the ruling of the 
affairs, | . 

57 Whereupon he went in all haſte, and {aid 
to the king, and the captains of the hoſt, and 
the company, We decay daily, and our victuals 
are but ſmall, and the place we lay fiege unto 1s 
ſtrong, and the affairs of the kingdom lie upon 
us: | 
58 Now therefore let us be friends with theſe 
men, and make peace with them, and with all 
their nation; 7 457 

59 And covenant with them, that they ſhall 
live after their laws, as they did before: for they 
are therefore diſpleaſed, and have done all theſe 


things, becauſe we aboliſhed their laws. 


60' So the king and the princes were content : 
| wherefore 
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wherefore he ſent unto them to make peace. and 


| they accepted thereof. 


61 Alſo the king and the princes made an 
oath unto them: whereupon they went out of 
the ſtrong hold. 

62 Then the king entered into mount ; Sion: 
but when he ſaw the ſtrength of the place, he 
brake his oath that he had made, and Lins com- 
mandment to pull down the wall round about. 


--63 Afterward departed he in all haſte, and 


returned unto Antiochia, where he found Philip 
to be maſter of the city: ſo he fought at 
r and took the city by force. 


CHAP. VII. 


1. Antiochus i is lain, and Demetrius reigneth i in his flead. 
5. Aicimus would be tagh prigſt. 


N the hundred and one and fiſtieth year De- 

metrius the ſon of Seleucus Adapted from 
Rome; and came up with a few men unto a city 
of the ſea-coaſt, and reigned there. 

2 And as he entered into the palace of his 
anceſtors, fo it was, that his forces had taken 
Antiochus, and Lyſias, to bring them unto 
him. 

3 Wherefore when he knew it, he ſaid, Let 
me not ſee their faces. 

4 So his hoſt flew them. Now when Deme- 
trius was ſet upon the throne of his kingdom, 

5 1 There came unto him all the wicked and 


| ungodly men of 1frael, having Alcimus (who 


was deſirous to be high prieſt) for their captain. 
6 And wy acculed the people to the king, 


ſaying,

8 Then the king choſe Bacchides, a friend of 
the king, who ruled beyond the flood, and was 
a great man in the kingdom, and faithful to the

85 5 Abd him he fent with that wicked Alcimus, 


whom he made high prieft, and commanded 


that he ſhoald take vengeance of the children 


of Iſrael. 


10 80 they departed and came with a great 
power into the land of Judea, where they ſent 


meffengers to Judas'and his brethren with pence- 


able words deceitfully. 


11 But they gave no heed to their words, for 


they ſaw that they were come with a great 
power. 


12 Then did there aſſemble unto Alcimus and 


Bacchides, a company of fcribes to require juſ-

3 Now the Aſſideans were the firſt among 


ths children of Ifrael that fought peace of them. 


14 For ſaid they, One that is a prieſt of the 


ſeed of Aaron is come with this army, and he 
ry. do us no wrong. 


5 So he ſpake unto them peaceably, and 
hs, unto; them, ſaying, We will procure the 
harm neither of you nor your friends. 


3R 16 Whereupon 
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16 Whereupon they believed him: howbeit 
| he took of them threeſcore men, and flew them 
in one day, according to the words which he 
wrote, 

17 The fleſh of thy | ſaints have they caſt. out, 
and their blood have they ſhed round about Je- 
ruſalem, and there was none to bury them. 

18 . Wherefore the fear and dread of them fell 
upon. all the people, who ſaid, There 1s neither 
truth nor righteouſneſs in them, for they have 
broken the covenant and oath that they made. 

19 After this removed Bacchides from Jeruſa- 
lem, and pitched his tents in Bezeth, where he 
ſent and took many of the men that had for- 
ſaken him, and certain of - people allo, and 
when he had {lain them, he. caſt them into the 
great pit. 

20. Then committed he the country to Alci- 
mus, and left with him a power to aid him: 
ſo Bacchides went to the king. 

21 But Alcimus contended for the high prieſt- 
hood. 

22 And unto. him reſorted all ſuch as trou- 
bled the people, who after they had gotten the 
land of Juda into their power, did much 9 


Iſrael. 

23 Now when Judas ſaw all the miſchief that 
Alcimus and his company had done among the 
Iſraelites, even above the heathen, 

24 He went out into all the coaſts of. Judea 
round about, and took vengeance of them that 
had revolted from him, ſo that they durſt no 
more go forth into the country. 


25 On 
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25 On the other ſide, when Alcimus ſaw that 
Judas and his company had gotten the upper- 
hand, and knew that he was not able to abide 
their force, he went again to the king, and ſaid 
all the worſt of them that he could. 

26 Then the king ſent Nicanor, one of his 
honourable princes, a man that bare deadly hate 
unto Iſrael, with commandment to deſtroy the 
people. B | 

27 So Nicanor came to Jeruſalem with a great 
force; and ſent unto Judas and his brethren de- 


ceitfully with friendly words, ſaying, 


28 Let there be no battle between me and 
you, I will come with a few men, that I may 
ſee you in peace. 

29 He came therefore to Judas, and they ſa- 
luted one another peaceably. Howbeit, the ene- 
mies were prepared to take away Judas by vio- 
lence. | : 

30 Which thing after it was known to Judas, 
to wit, that he came unto him with deceit, he 
was fore afraid of him, and would ſee his face 
no' more. 

31 Nicanor alſo when he ſaw that his coun- 
ſel was diſcovered, went out to fight againſt Ju- 
das beſides Capharſalama. 

32 Where there were ſlain of Nicanor's {ide 


V. ga. Where there were flain of to ſome of the neighbouring people, 
Nicanor's fide about five os, whom they knew to be enemies to 
&c.—This verſe is obſcure: for if the 1 5 Beſides, what follows, 


Nicanor's troops had been worſted, plainly ſhews, that Nicanor gained 
they certainly would not have fled the advantage in this battle; and 
into the city of David, where they therefore it ought to be rendered, 
| were ſure of being greatly harraſſed. There were flain by Nicanor's 
if not deſtroyed r' the Jews: but party about five thouſand men;

34 But he mocked them, and — rh at 
them, and abuſed them ſhamefully, and ſpake 
proudly: 

35 And ſwore in his wrath, laying, Unleſs 
Judas and his hoſt be now delivered into my 
hands, if ever I come again in ſafety, I will 


burn up this houſe: and with that he went out 
in a 1 rage. 


6. Then the prieſts entered in, and Rood be-

which they had done amongſt the Galatians, and 
how they had conquered them, and brought 


them under tribute; 


3 And what they had done in the country of 
Spain, for the winning of the mines of the ſilver 
and gold which is there; 


4 And that by their policy and patience, they 


: had conquered all the place (though it were very 


far- from them) and the- kings alſo that came 
againſt- them from the uttermoſt part of the 
earth, till they had diſcomfited them, and 


given them a great overthrow, ſo that the reſt 


did give them tribute every year : 

5 Beſides this, how they had diſcomfited in 
balls, Philip, and Perſeus king of the Citims, 
with others that lift up themſelves againſt them, 
and had overcome them: 

6 How alſo Antiochus the great king of Aſia, 
that came againſt them in battle, having an hun- 
dred and twenty elephants, with horſemen and 


chariots,

ment to one man every year, who ruled over all

17 In conſideration of theſe things, Judas 
chofe Eupolemus the ſon of John, the ſon of Ac- 
cos, and Jaſon the ſon of Eleazar, and ſent them 
to Rome to make a league of amity and confe- 
deracy with them, 2 

18 And to inireat them, that they would take 
the yoke from them, for they faw that the king- 
dom of the Grecians did oppreſs Ifrael with ſer- 

19 They went therefore to Rome (which was 
_ _ very great journey) and came into the ſenate, 
where they ſpake, and faid, 
20 Judas Maecabens with his brethren, and 
the people of the Jews, have ſent us unto you 
to make a confederacy and peace with you, and 
that we might be regiſtered your confederates 
and friends; 1 A 
21 80 that matter pleaſed the Romans well. 

22 And this is the copy of the epiſtle which 
e e, wrote back again, in tables of braſs, 
and fent to Jeruſalem, that there they might have

- 25 Moreover, how they had made for them- Il 
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by. them a memorial of peace and confede- | 


racy: - 


23 Good ſucceſs be to the Romans, and to 
the people of the Jews, by fea and by land for 
ever: the ſword alſo and enemy be far from 
them. e | 

24 If there come firſt any war upon the Ro- 
mans, or any of their confederates throughout 
all their dominion, ES Ton 

25 The people of the Jews ſhall help them, 
as the time ſhall be appointed, with all their 


Ss heart. . 


26 Neither ſhall they give any thing unto 
them that make war upon them, or aid them 
with victuals, weapons, money, or ſhips, as it 
hath ſeemed good unto the Romans, but they 
ſhall keep their covenant without taking any 
thing therefore. 


27 In the ſame manner alſo, if war come firſt 


upon the nation of the Jews, the Romans ſhall 


help them with all their heart, according as the 
time ſhall be appointed them. | 

28 Neither ſhall victuals be given to them 
that take part againſt them, or weapons, or mo- 
ney, or ſhips, as it hath ſeemed good to the 
Romans ; but they ſhall keep their covenants, 
and that without deceit. | 

29 According to theſe articles did the Ro- 
mans make a covenant with the people of the 
Jews. | 


30 Howbeit, if hereafter the one party or the 


bother, ſhall think meet to add or diminiſh any 


thing, they may do it at their pleaſures, and 
| 3 8 whatſoever 


. 
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whatſoever they ſhall add or rake away ſhall 
be ratified. 

31 And as touching the evils that Demetrius 
doeth to the Jews, we have written unto him, 
ſaying, Wherefore haſt thou made thy yoke 
heavy upon our friends and confederates the 
Jews? 

32 If therefore they complain any more 


againſt thee, we will do them Juſtice, and fight 
with thee by ſea and by land.

URTHERMORE, when Demetrius heard 
that Nicanor and his hoſt were flain in 
battle, he ſent Bacchides and Alcimus into the 
land of Judea the ſecond time, and with them 
the chief ſtrength of his hoſt.

much as there abode of them no more but eight 
hundred men. 


71 When Judas therefore ſaw that his hoſt ſlipt 
away, and that the battle preſſed upon him, he 
was ſore troubled in mind, and much diſtreſſed, 
for that he had no time to gather them together.

i gether, and ſaid unto Jonathan, 


29 Since thy brother Judas died, we have no 
man like him to go forth againſt our enemies, 


and Bacchides, and againſt them of our nation 


that are adverſaries to us. 

30 4 Now therefore we have choſen thee this 
day to be our prince, and captain in his ſtead,

54 Moreover, in the hundred fifty and third 
year, in the ſecond month, Alcimus commanded 
that the wall of the inner court of the ſanctuary 
ſhould be pulled down; he pulled down alſo the 
works of the prophets. 
5 And as he began to pull down, even at 
that time was Alcimus plagued, and his enterpriſes 
| hindered: for his mouth was ſtopped, and he 
was taken with a palſy, ſo that he could no more 


| ſpeak any thing, nor give order concerning his 
houſe. 


56 So ab died that time with great tor- 
ment. 

57 Now 1 Bacchides ſaw that Alcimus 
was dead, he returned to the king, whereupon 
the land of Judea was in reſt two years. 

58 Then all the ungodly men held a council, 
ſaying, Behold, Jonathan and his company are 
at eale, and dwell without care: now therefore 
we wlll bring Bacchides hither, who ſhall take 
them all in one night. 

59 So they went and conſulted with him. 

60 Then removed he and came with a great 
hoſt, and ſent letters privily to his adherents in 
Judea, that they ſhould take Jonathan, and 

thoſe that were with him : howbeit, they could 
not, becauſe their counſel was known unto them. 

61 Wherefore they took of the men of the 
country, that were authors of that miſchief, 
about dy perſons, and ſle them. 


62 Afterward

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62 Afterward Jonathan and Simon, and they 
that were with him, got them away to Bethball 
which is in the wilderneſs, and they repaired 
the decays thereof, and made it ſtrong. 

63 Which thing when Bacchides knew, he 
gathered together all his hoſt, and ſent word to 
them that were of Judea. 

64 Then went he and laid ſiege againſt Beth- 
baſi, and they fought againſt it a long ſeaſon, 
and made engines of war. 

65 But Jonathan left his brother Simon in the 
city; and went forth himſelf into the country, 
and with a certain number went he forth. 

66 And he ſmote Odonarkes and his brethren, 
and the children of Phaſiron in their tent. 

67 And when he began to ſmite them, and 
came up with his forces, Simon and his compa- 
ny went out of the city, and burnt up the en- 
gines of war, 

68 And fought againſt Bacchides, who was 
diſcomfited by them, and they afflicted him fore ; 
for his counſel and travel was in vain. 

69 Wherefore he was very wroth at the wick- 
ed men that gave him counſel to come into the 


country, infomuch as he flew many of them, 


and purpoſed to return into his own country. - 
70 Whereof when Jonathan had knowledge, 
he ſent ambaſſadors unto him, to the end he 
ſhould make peace with him, and deliver them 
the priſoners. 
71 Which thing he accepted, and did accord- 
ing to his demands, and fware unto him that he 


| would 


. 3 
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would never do him harm all the days of his life. 

72 When therefore he had reſtored unto 
him the priſoners that he had taken aforetime | 
out of the land of Judea, he returned and went 
his way into his own land, neither came he 
any more into their borders. 

73 Thus the ſword ceafed from Ifrael : but 
Jonathan dwelt at Machmas, and began to go- 
vern the people, and he deſtroyed the Ty 
men out of Iſrael. _ 


CHAP. X. 


1. Demetrius maketh large offers to have peace with Jona- 
than: 25. His letters to the Jews. 


N the hundred and fixtieth year, Alexander 
the ſon of Antiochus, ſurnamed Epiphanes, 
went up and took Ptolemais : for the people had 
received him, by means whereof he reigned there. 
2 Now when king Demetrius heard thereof, 
he gathered together an exceeding great hoſt, 
and went forth againſt him to fight. 
g Moreover, Demetrius ſent letters unto Jona- 
than with loving words, ſo as he magnified him. 
4 For ſaid he, Let us firſt make peace with 
him, before he join with Alexander againſt us : 
5 Elſe he will remember all the evils that we 
hays done againſt him, and againft his brethren | 
and his le. | 
6 Wherefore he gave him authority to gather 
together an hoſt, and to provide weapons that 
he might aid him in battle: he commanded alſo, 
that the hoſtages that were in the tower ſhould 
be delivered him. 
7 Then came e Jonathan to Jeruſalem, and read 
| the 
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the letters in the audience of all the people, and 
of them that were in the tower. 

8 Who were ſore afraid when they heard that 
the king had given him authority to gather toge- 
ther an hoſt. | | 

g Whereupon they of the tower delivered their 
hoſtages unto Jonathan, and he delivered them 
unto their parents. 

10 This done, Jonathan ſettled himſelf in 
Jeruſalem, and began to build and repair the city. 
11 And he commanded the workmen to build 
the walls, and the mount Sion round about with 
ſquare ſtones for fortification ; and they did ſo. 

12 Then the ftrangers that were in the for- 
treſſes which Bacchides had built, fled away: 

14 Inſomuch as every man left his place, and 
went into his own! country. 

14 Only at Bethſura, certain of thoſe that had 
forſaken the law and the commandments, re- 
mained ſtill: for it was their place of refuge. 

15 Now when king Alexander had heard what 
promiſes Demetrius had ſent unto Jonathan : 
when alſo it was told him of the battles and no- 
ble acts which he and his brethren had done, and 
of the pains they had endured; | 

16 He ſaid, Shall we find ſuch another man? 
Now therefore we will make him our friend and 
confederate. | | 

17 Upon this he wrote a letter, and ſent it 
unto him, according to theſe words, ſaying, 

18 King Alexander to his brother Jonathan, 
ſendeth greeting; 
19 We have heard of thee, that thou art a 

man 
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man of great power, and meet to be our friend. 


20 Wherefore now this day we ordain thee to 
be the high prieſt of thy nation, and to be called 


the king's friend, (and therewithal he ſent him 


a purple robe, and a crown of gold) and require 
thee to take our part, and keep friendſhip with us. 


21 So in the ſeventh month of the hun- 


dred and ſixtieth year, at the feaſt of the taber- 
nacles, Jonathan put on the holy robe, and ga- 
thered together forces, and provided much ar- 
mour., 

22 Whereof when Demetrius heard, he was 
very ſorry, and ſaid, 

23 What have we done, that Alexander hath 
prevented us, in making amity with the Jews 
to ſtrengthen himſelf ? 

24 I alſo will write unto them words of en- 
couragement, and promiſe them dignities and 
gifts, that I may have their aid. 

25 He ſent unto them therefore to this effect: 
King Demetrius unto the people of the Jews, 
ſendeth greeting: 

26 Whereas you have kept covenants with 
us, and continued in our friendſhip, not join- 
ing yourſelves with our enemies, we have heard 
hereof, and are glad: 

27 Wherefore now continue ye ſtill to be 
faithful unto us, and we will well recompenſe 
you for all things you do in our behalf; 

28 And will grant you many immunities, and 
give you rewards; 

29 And now do free you, and for your ſake 

I releaſe 
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I releaſe all the Jews from tributes, and from the 


cuſtoms of ſalt, and from crown-taxes, 

go And from that which appertaineth unto 
me to receive for the third part of the ſeed, and 
the half of the fruit of the trees, I releaſe it from 
this day forth, ſo that they ſhall not be taken of 
the land of Judea, nor of the three governments 
which are added thereunto out of the country of 


Samaria and Galilee, from this day forth for 
evermore. 


31 Let jeruſalem alſo be holy and free, with 
the borders thereof, both from tenths and tributes. 


32 And as for the tower which is at Jeruſa- 
lem, I yield up my authority over it, and give 
it to the high prieſt, that he may ſet in it ſuch 
men as he ſhall chooſe to keep it. 

33 Moreover, I freely ſet at liberty every 
one of the Jews that were carried captives out 
of the land of Judea, into any part of my king- 
dom, and I will that all my officers remit their 
tributes, even of their cattle. 

34 Furthermore, I will that all the feaſts, and 
ſabbaths, and new-moons, and ſolemn days, and 
the three days before the feaſt, and the three 


days after the feaſt, ſhall be all days of immu- 


nity and freedom for all the Jews in my realm. 


35 Alſo no man ſhall have authority to meddle 
with them, or to moleſt any of them in any matter. 


36 J will further, that there be enrolled 


amongſt the king's forces, about thirty thouſand 
men of the Jews, unto whom pay ſhall be 
given as belongeth to all the king's forces. 


37 And of them ſome ſhall be placed in the 
| king's 
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king's ſtrong holds, of whom alſo ſome ſhall be 


ſet over the affairs of the kingdom, which are 


of truſt: and I will that their overſeers and go- 
vernors be of themſelves, and that they live af. 


ter their own laws, even as the king hath com- 


manded in the land of Judea. 

38 And concerning the three governments 
that are added to Judea from the country of Sa- 
maria, let them be joined with Judea, that they 
may. be reckoned to be under one, nor bound to 
obey other authority than the high-prieſts. 

39 As for Ptolemais, and the land pertaining 
thereto, I give it as a free gift to the ſanctuary at Jeru- 

ſalem, for the neceſſary expences of the ſanctuary. 
40 Moreover, I give every year fifteen thou- 
ſand ſhekels of ſilver out of the king's accounts 
from the places appertaining. 
41 And all the overplus which the officers 
payed not in, as in former time, from henceforth 
ſhall be given towards the works of the temple. 


42 And beſides this, the five thouſand ſhekels 


of ſilver which they took from the uſes of the 


temple, out of the accounts, year by year, even 


thoſe things ſhall be. releaſed, becauſe they apper- 


tain to the prieſts that miniſter. 

43 And whoſoever they be that flee unto the 
temple at Jeruſalem, or be within the liberties 
thereof, being indebted unto the king, or for 
any other matter, Jet them be at liberty, - and 
all that they have in my realm. 

44 For the building alſo and repairing of the 


works of the ſanctuary, expences ſhall be given 
of the king's accounts. 


45 Yea, 
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45 Yea, and for the building of the walls of 
Jeruſalem, and the fortifying thereof round about 
expences ſhall be given out of the king's accounts, 
as alſo for the building of the walls in Judea. 

46 Now when Jonathan and the people heard 
theſe words, they gave no credit unto them, nor 
received them, becauſe they remembered the 
great evil that he had done in Hrael ; for he had 
afflicted them very fore. | 

47 But with Alexander they were well pleaſed 
becauſe he was the firſt that entreated of true 
peace with them, and they were confede- 
rate with him always. 


48 Then gathered king Alexander great forces, 
and carhped over-againſt Demetrius. 

49 And after the two kings had joined battle, 
Demetrius' hoſt fled : but Alexander followed 
after him, and prevailed againſt them. b 

50 And he continued the battle very ſore un- 
til the ſun went down, and that day was Deme- 
trius lain. 

51 Afterward Alexander ſent ambaſſadors to 
Ptoleme king of Egypt, with a meſſage to this 
effect: ir 

52 Foraſmuch as I am come again to my realm, 
and am ſet in the throne of my progenitors, and 
have gotten the dominion, and overthrown De- 
metrius, and recovered our country, 

53 (For after I had joined battle with him, 
both he and his hoſt was diſcomfited by us, fo 
that we ſit in the throne of his kingdom,) 

54 Now therefore let us make a league of 
amity together, and give me now thy daughter 
| to 
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to wife: and I will be thy ſon-in-law, and will give 


both thee and her gifts, according to thy dignity. 


35 Then Ptoleme the king gave anſwer, ſay- 
ing, Happy be the day wherein thou didft return 


into the land of thy fathers, and fateſt in the 
throne of their kingdom. 


56 And now will I do to thee as thou haſt 
written: meet me therefore at Ptolemais, that 


we may ſee one another, for I will marry my 


daughter to thee according to thy deſire. 
57 So Ptoleme went out of Egypt with his 
daughter Cleopatra, and they came unto Ptole- 


mais in the hundred threeſcore and ſecond I 


ear: 
l 58 Where king Alexander meeting him, gave 
unto him his daughter Cleopatra, and celebrated 
her marriage at Ptolemais with great glory, as the 
manner of kings is. 
39 Now king Alexander had written unto Jo- 
nathan, that he ſhould come and meet him. 

60 Who thereupon went honourably to Pto- 
lemais, where he met the two kings, and gave 
them and their friends filver and gold, and ma- 
ny preſents, and found favour in their ſight. 

61 At that time certain peſtilent fellows of Iſ- 
rael, men of a wicked life, aſſembled themſelves 


againſt him to accuſe him: but the king would 


not hear them. | 
62 Yea, more than that, the king commanded 


to take off his garments, and clothe him in pur- 


ple: and they did ſo. 


V. 58. Where fing Alexander meet- expreſſed, that it intimates as if Alex- 
28 ham, gave unto him his daughter ander gave his daughter to Ptolemais, 
Cleopatra This is fo ungrammatically whereas quite the reverſe is meant.

63 Alſo he made him ſit by himſelf, and ſaid 
unto his princes, Go with him into the midſt of 
the city, and make proclamation, that no man 
complain againſt him of any matter, and that no 
man trouble him for any manner of cauſe. 

64 Now when his accuſers ſaw that he was ho- 
noured according to the proclamation, and 
clothed in purple, they fled all away. 

65 So the king honoured him, and wrote him 
among his chief friends, and made him a duke, 
and partaker of his dominion. 

66 Afterward Jonathan returned to Jeruſalem 
with peace and gladneſs. 


67 Furthermore, in the hundred threeſcore- 


and fifth year, came Demetrius, ſon of Deme- 
trius, out of Crete into the land of his father. 
68 Whereof when king Alexander heard tell, 
he was right ſorry, and returned unto Antioch. 
69 Then Demetrius made Apollonius the go- 
vernor of Celoſyria his general, who gathered 
| together a great hoſt, and camped in Jamnia, 
and ſent unto Jonathan the high prieſt, ſaying, 
70 Thou alone lifteſt up thyſelf againſt us, and 
I am laughed to ſcorn for thy ſake, and reproach- 


ed; and why doſt thou vaunt thy power againſt 


us in the mountains ? 

71 Now therefore if thou trufteſt in thine 
own ſtrength, come down to us into the plain 
held, and there let us try the matter together : 
for with me is the power of the cities. 

72 Aſk, and learn who I am, and the reſt 
that take our part, and they ſhall tell thee, that 
thy foot is not able to ſtand before our face; for 


3 1 
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thy fathers have been twice put to flight in their 
own land. 

73 Wherefore now thou ſhalt not be able to 
abide the horſemen, and fo great a power in the 
plain, where is neither ſtone nor flint, nor place. 
to flee unto. - 

74 So when Jonathan heard theſe words of 
e dae he was moved in his mind, and 
chooſing ten thouſand men, he went out of Je- 
ruſalem, where Simon his brother met him for 
to help him. 

75 And he pitched his, tents againſt Joppe: 
but 55 of Joppe ſhut him out of the city, be- 
cauſe 4.5 had a garriſon there. 

76 Then Jonathan laid liege to it: where- 
upon they of the city let him in for fear: and fo 
Jonathan wan Joppe. 

77 Whereof when Apollonius heard, he took 
three thouſand horſemen, with a great hoſt of 
Footmen, and went to Azotus as one that jour 
neyed, and therewithal drew him forth into 
he plain, becauſe he had a great number of 
horſemen, in whom he put his truſt. 

78 Then Jonathan followed after him to Azo- 
tus, where the armies joined battle, 

79 Now Apollonius had left a thouſand horſe 
men in ambuſh. 

80 And Jonathan knew that there was an am- 
buſhment behind him; for they had compaſſed 
in his hoſt, and caſt darts at the people from 


morning till evening. 


8 1 But the n ſtood ill, as ; Jonathan had 
commanded 
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commanded them : and ſo the enemies horſes 
were tired. 
82 Then brought Simon forth 1 hoſt, and 
ſet them againſt the footmen, (for the horſemen 
were ſpent) who were diſcomfited by him, and 
fled. _ 

83 The horſemen alſo being ſcattered in the 
field. fled to Azotus, and went into Beth-dagon, 
their idol's temple, for ſafety. 


84 But Jonathan ſet fire on Azotus, and the 
cities round about it, and took their ſpoils ; and 


the temple of Dagon, with them that were fled 


into it, he burnt with fire. 

85 Thus there were burnt and ſlam with the 
fword well nigh eight thouſand men. 

86 And from thence Jonathan removed his 


hoſt, and camped againſt Aſcalon, where the 
men of the city came forth, and met him with 


great pomp. 


87 After this returned Jonathan and his hoſt. 


unto Jeruſalem, having many ſpoils. 
88 Now when king Alexander hear theſe 
things, he*honoured Jonathan yet more, 
89 And ſent him a buckle of gold, as the uſe 


1s to * given to ſuch as are of the king's blood: 


he gave him alſo Accaron with the borders there- 
of in policthon. 
CHAP. XI. 


12. Prolemais taketh away his daughter from Alexnder, 
and entereth upon his kingdom. 20. Jonathan befiegeth 
the tower at Jeruſalem : 61. his exploits in divers places. 


ND the king of Egypt gathered together a 
great hoſt like the ſand that lieth upon the 
ſea-ſhore, 
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ſea · ſhore, and many ſhips, and went about b 
through deceit to get Alexanders kingdom, and V 
Join it to his own. t 


'2 Whereupon he took his j journey into Syria 


in peaceable manner, ſo as they of the cities ! 
opened unto him, and met him: for king Alex- 
ander had collimated them ſo to do, becauſe MW « 


he was his father-in-law. 
3 Now as Ptolome entered into the cities, he 
ſet in every one of them a garriſon of ſoldiers to | 
keep it. 
4 And when he came near to Azotus, they 
ſhewed him the temple of Dagon that was burnt, 
and Azotus and the ſuburbs thereof that were 
deſtroyed, . and the bodies that were caſt abroad, 
and them that he had burnt in the battle, for they | 
had made heaps of them by the way where he 
ſhould paſs. 

5 Allo they told the king whatſoever Jona- 
than had done, to the intent he might blame 

him : but the king held his peace. 

6 Then Jonathan met the king with great 
pomp at Joppe, where they ſaluted one another, 
and lodged. 

7 Afterward Jonathan when he had gone 
with the king to the river called Eleutherus, re- 
turned again to Jeruſalem. 

8 King Ptolome therefore having gotten the 
dominion of the cities by the ſea, unto Seleucia 
upon the ſea-coaft, imagined wicked counſels 

againſt Alexander. 

9 Whereupon he ſent ambaſſadors unto king 
Demetrius, ſaying, Come, let us make a league 
h betwixt 
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betwixt us, and I will give thee my daughter 
whom wlexanden hath, and thou ſhalt reign in 
thy father's kingdom: 


10 For I repent that I gave my daughter unto 
him, for be ſought to ſlay me. 


11 Thus did he ſlander him, becauſe he was | 


deſirous of his kingdom. 

12 1 Wherefore he took his daughter from him, 
and gave her to Demetrius, and forſook Alexan- 
der, ſo that their hatred was openly known. 

13 Then Ptolome entered into Antioch, where 
he ſet two crowns upon his head, the crown of 
Alia, and of Egypt. 

14 In the mean ſeaſon was king Alexander in 
Cilicia, becauſe thoſe that dwelt in thoſe parts 
had revolted from him. 

15 But when Alexander heard of this; he came 
to war againſt him: whereupon king Ptolome 
brought forth his hoſt, and met him with a mighty 
power, and put him to flight. 

16 So Alexander fled into Arabia, there to be 
defended; but king Ptolome was exalted. 

17 For Zabdiel the Arabian took off Alexan- 
ders head, and ſent it unto Ptolome. 
18 King Ptolome alſo died the third day after, 


and they that were in the ſtrong holds were ſlain 


one of another. | | 

19 By this means Demetrius reigned in the 
hundred threeſcore and ſeventh year. 

20 J At the ſame time Jonathan gathered 


together them that were in Judea, to take the 


tower that was in Jeruſalem: and he made many 
engines of war againſt it. 


21 Then 
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21 Then certain ungodly perſons who hated 


their own people, went unto the king, and old 


him that Jonathan beſieged the tower. 


22 Whereof when he heard, he was angry, . 


and immediately removing, he came to Ptole- 
mais, and wrote unto Jonathan, that he ſhould 


not lay ſiege to the tower, but come and ſpeak 
with him at Ptolemais in great haſte. 


23 Nevertheleſs, Jonathan when he heard 


this, commanded to beſiege it fill: and he choſe 
_ Certain of the elders of Ifrael, and the prieſts, 
and put himſelf in peril ; 

24 And took filver, and gold, and raiment, 
and divers preſents beſides, and went to Ptole- 
mais unto the king, whete he found fav our in 
his ſight. 

25 And though certain ungodly men of the 
People had made complaints againſt him, 

26 Let the king entreated him as his prede- 
ceſſors had done before, and promoted him in 
the fight of all his friends, 

27 And confirmed him in the high prieſthood, 
484 in all the honours that he hi "aan and 
gave him pre-eminence among his chief friends. 
28 Then Jonathan deſired the king that he 
would make Judea free from tribute, as alſo the 


three governments with the country of Samaria ; | 


and he promiſed him three hundred talents. 
29 So the king conſented, and wrote letters 
unto Jonathan of all theſe things, after this man- 

ner: 
go King Demetrius unto his brother Jona- 
than, 


ſpicuous place. 


238 After this, when king Demetrius ſaw that 
te land was quiet before him, and that no re- 
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than, and unto the nation of the Jews, ſendeth 


| greeting : 


31 We ſend you here a copy of the letter, 


S which we did write unto our couſin Laſthenes 
| concerning you, that you might ſee it. 


32 King Demetrius unto his father Laſthenes, 
ſendeth greeting : | 
33 We are determined to do good to the peo- 
ple of the Jews, who are our friends, and keep 
covenants with us, becauſe of their good-will to- 


wards us. 


34 Wherefore we have ratified unto them the 
borders. of Judea with the three governments of 


Apherema, and Lydda, and Ramathem, that are 
added unto Judea, from the country of Samaria, 


and all things appertaining unto them, for all 


ſuch as do ſacrifice in Jeruſalem, inſtead of the 


payments which the king received of them yearly 


aforetime, out of the fruits of 'the earth and of 
trees. | 


35 And as for other things that belong unto 


us, of the tithes and cuſtoms pertaining unto us, 
as alſo the falt-pits, and the crown: taxes, which 
are due unto us, we diſcharge them of them all 
for their relief. 


36 And nothing hereof ſhall be revoked from 


this time forth for ever. 
37 Now therefore ſee that thou make a copy 


of theſe things, and let it be delivered unto Jo- 


nathan, and ſet upon the holy mount in a con-

ſiſtance was made againſt him, he ſent away all 


his forces, every one to his own place; except 


certain bands of ſtrangers, whom he had ga- 


thered from the iſles of the heathen : wherefore 


all the forces of his fathers hated him. 

39 Moreover, there was one Tryphon, that 
had been of Alexander's part afore, who ſeeing 
that all the hoſt murmurred againſt Demetrius, 


went to Simalcue the Arabian, that brought 


up Antiochus the young ſon of Alexander, 

40 And lay fore upon him, to deliver him 
tis young Antiochus, that he might reign in his 
father's ſtead : he told him therefore all that De- 
metrius had done, and how his men of war 


were at enmity with him, and there he re- 


mained a long ſeaſon. 

41 In the mean time Jonathan ſent unto king 
Demetrius, that he would caſt thoſe of the tow- 
er out of Jeruſalem, and thoſe alſo in the for- 
treſſes : for they fought againſt Iſrael. 

42 So Demetrius ſent unto Jonathan, ſaying, 
I will not only do this for thee and thy people; 
but I will greatly honour thee and thy nation, 
if opportunity ſerve. 

43 Now therefore thou ſhalt do well, if thou 
ſend me men to help me ; for all my forces are 
gone from me. 

44 Upon this Jonathan ſent him three thou- 
ſand ftrong men unto Antioch, and when they 


came to the king, the king was _ glad of their 


coming. 


45 Howbeit, they that were of the city ga- 
thered themſelves together into the midſt of the 


City, 
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city, to the number of an hundred and twenty 
thouſand men, and would have ſlain the king. 
46 Wherefore the king fled into the court, 
bot they of the city kept the paſſages of the city, 
and began to fight. | 

47 Then the king called to the Jews for help, 
who came unto him all at once, and bas, a 
themſelves through the city, flew that day in 
the city to the number of an hundred — 

48 Alſo they ſet fire on the city, and gat many 
ſpoils that day, and delivered the king. 

49 So when they of the city ſaw that the Jews 
had got the city as they would, their courage 
was abated : wherefore they made ſupplication 
to the king, and cried, ſaying, 

50 Grant us peace, and let the Jews ceaſe 
from aſſaulting us, and the city. 

51 With that they caſt away their weapons, 
and made peace, and the Jews were honoured 
in the ſight of the king, and in the fight of all 
that were in his realm, and they returned to 
gp" having great ſpoils. | 

2 So king Demetrius fat on the throne of his 
vi and the land was quiet before him. 
53 Nevertheleſs, he diſſembled in all that ever 
ins ſpake, and eſtranged himſelf from Jonathan, 
neither rewarded he him according to-the be- 
nefits which he had received of him, but trou- 
bled him very ſore. 

54 After this returned Tryphon, and with 
him, the young child Antiochus, who reigned, 
and was crowned. 

55 Then there gathered unto him all the men 
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of war, whom Demetrius had put away, and | 
they fought againſt Demetrius, who turned his 
back, and fled. 


56 Moreover, Tryphon took the elephants, 
and won Antioch. 

57 At that time young Antiochus wrote unto | 
Jonathan, ſaying, I confirm thee in the high IR 
prieſthood, and appoint thee ruler over the four | 
governments, and to be one of the king's friends. 

58 Upon this he ſent him golden veſſels. to 


be ſerved in, and gave him leave to drink in 


gold, and to be clothed in purple, and to wear 
a golden buckle. | 

59. His brother Simon alſo he made captain 
from the place called the ladder of Tyrus, unto 
the borders of Egypt. 

60 Then Jonathan. went forth, and paſſed 
through the cities beyond the water, and all the 
forces of Syria gathered themſelves unto him for 
to help him: and when he came to Aſcalon, they 
of the city met him honourably. 

61 From whence he went to Gaza, but they 
of Gaza ſhut him out; wherefore he laid ſiege 
unto it, and burned the ſuburbs thereof with fire, 
and ſpoiled them. | 
62 Afterward when they of Gaza made ſup- 
plication unto. Jonathan, he made peace with 
them, and took the ſons of their chief men for 
hoſtages, and ſent them to Jeruſalem, and paſſed 
through the country unto Damaſcus. 

63 Now when Jonathan: heard that Deme- 
trius' princes were come to Cades which is in Ga- 


lilee, 
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lilee, with a great power, purpoſing to remove 
him out of the country, 

64 He went to meet them, and left Simon 
his brother in the country. 

65 Then Simon encamped againſt Bethſura, 
and fought againſt it a long ſeaſon, and ſhut it up. 

66 But they deſired to have peace with him, 
which he granted them, and then put them out 
from thence, and took the city, and ſet a garri- 
ſon in it. 

57 As for Jonathan and his hoſt, they pitched 
at the water of Genneſar, from whence betimes 
in the morning they gat them to the plain of 
Naſor. 

68 And behold, the hoſt of ſtrangers, met 


them in the plain ; who having laid men in am- 
buſh for him in the mountains, came themſelves 
over-againſt him. 

69 So when they that lay in ambuſh roſe out 
of their places, and joined battle, all that were 
of Jonathan's fide fled ; 

70 In ſo much as there was not one of them 
left, except Mattathias the jon of Abſolom, and 
Judas the fon of Calphi, the captains of the hoſt. 
71 Then Jonathan rent his cloths, and caſt 
earth upon his head, and prayed. 

72 Afterwards turning again to battle, he put 
them to flight, and fo they ran away. 

73 Now when his own men that were fled, 
law this, they turned again unto him, and with 
him purſued them to Cades, even unto their own 
tents, and there they camped. 
| 74 So there were flain of the heathen that day, 


about 
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about three thouſand men: but Jonathan re- 


turned to Jeruſalem. . 
CHAP; XI. 


1. Jonathan reneweth his league with the Romans, and 
Lacedemonians 95. af nas eln the caſtles in Judea, 
48. and is ſhut ub 5 the fraud of Tryplion in Plolemais. 


| Ne when Jonathan ſaw that the time ſerv- | 


ed him, he choſe certain men, and ſent 
them to Rome, for to confirm and renew the 
friend{hip that they had with them. 


2 He ſent letters alſo to the Lacedemonians, 


and to other places for the ſame purpoſe. 


3 So they went unto Rome, and entered into 
the ſenate, and ſaid, Jonathan the high prieſt, 
and the people of the Jews ſent us unto you, to 
the end you ſhould renew the friendſhip which 
you had with them, and league, as in former 
time. 

4 Upon this the Romans gave them letters un- 
to the governors of every place, that they ſhould 
bring themnto the land of Judea. peaceably. 

5 And this 1s the copy of- the letters which 
Jonathan wrote unto the Lacedemonians : 

6 Jonathan the high prieſt, and the elders of 
the nation, and the prieſts, and the other peo- 
ple of the Jews unto the Lacedemonians their 
brethren, ſend greeting: 

7 There were letters ſent in times paſt unto 
Onias the high prieſt, from Darius who reign- 
ed then among you, to {ignify that you are our 
brethren, as the copy. here under-written doth 
ſpecify. 1% i 
8 At which time Onias entreated the ambaſ- 

ſador 
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ſador that was ſent honourably, and received 
the letters, wherein declaration was made of the 
league and friendſhip. | 


9 Therefore we alſo, albeit we need none of 725 ä 


theſe things, for that we have the holy books of 
Scripture in our hands to comfort us, 

10 Have nevertheleſs attempted to ſend unto 
you for the renewing of brotherhood and friend- 
ſhip, leſt we ſhould become ſtrangers unto you 
altogether : for there is a long time paſſed ſince 
you ſent unto us. | 

11 We therefore at all times without ceaſing, 
both in our feaſts and other convenient days, do 
remember you in the ſacrifices which we offer, 
and in our prayers, as reaſon is, and as it be- 
cometh us to think upon our brethren : 

12 And we are right glad of your honour. 

13 As for ourſelves, we have had great trou- 
bles and wars on every ſide, forſomuch as the 
kings that are round about us, have fought . 
againſt us. 

14 Howbeit we' would not be troubleſome 
unto you, nor to others of our confederates and 
friends in theſe wars. 

15 For we have help from heaven that ſuc- 
coureth us, ſo as we are delivered from our ene- 
mies, and our enemies are brought under foot. 

16 For this cauſe we choſe Numenius the ſon 
of Antiochus, and Antipater the jon of Jaſon, 
and ſent them unto the Romans, to renew the 
amity that we had with them, -and the former 
league. | 


17 We commanded them alſo to go unto _. 
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and to ſalute you, and to deliver you our letters 

concerning the renewing of our brotherhood. 
18 Wherefore now ye ſhall do well to give 
us an anſwer thereto. 


19 And this is the copy of the letters which 
Oniares ſent. 


20 Areus king of the Lacedemonians, to Oni- 
as the high prieſt, greeting. 
21 It is found in writing, that the Lacedemo- 
nians and Jews are brethren, and that they are 
of the ſtock of Abraham : 
22 Now therefore, ſince this is come to our 
knowledge, you ſhall do well to write unto us 
of your proſperity. | 
23 We do write back again to you, that your 
cattle and goods are ours, and ours are yours. 
We do command therefore our ambaſſadors to 
make eport unto you on this wiſe. 

24 Now when Jonathan heard that Deme- 


trius' princes were come to fight againſt him with 
a greater hoſt than afore, 


25 He removed from Jeruſalem, and met 
them in the land of Amathis : for he gave them 
no reſpite to enter his country. 

26 He ſent ſpies alſo unto their tents, who 
came again and told him, that they were ap- 
pointed to come upon them in the night-ſeaſon. 

27 Wherefore fo ſoon as the ſun was down, 
_ commanded his men to watch, and to 

in arms, that all the night long they might be 


V. 26. They were 2 to come took priſoners in their returning to

ready 
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ready to fight: alſo he ſent forth ſentinels round 
Jn the hoſt. 

28 But when the adverſaries heard that Jona- 
than and his men were ready for battle, they 
feared and trembled in their hearts, and they 
kindled fires in their camps. 

29 Howbeit, Jonathan and his company 
knew it not until the morning: for they faw 
the lights burning. 

30 Then Jonathan purſued after them, but | 


overtook them not: for they were gone over the 


river Eleutherus. 

34 Wherefore Jonathan: turned to the Arabi- 
ans, who were called Zabadeans, and ſmote- 
them, and took their ſpoils. 

32 And removing thence, he came to Damaſ- 
cus, and fo paſſed through all the country. 

33 Simon alſo went forth, and paſſed through 
the country unto Aſcalon, and the holds there- 
adjoining, from whence he turned aſide to Jop- 
pe, and wan it. | 

34 For he had heard that they would dehver 
the: hold unto them that took Demetrius part, 
wherefore he ſet a garriſon there to keep it. 

35 1 After this came Jonathan home again, and 
calling the elders of the people together, he con- 


ſulted with them about building ſtrong- holds in 


Judea, 

36. And making the walls of Jeruſalem higher, 
and raiſing à great mount between: the tower and 
the city, for to ſeparate it from the city, that ſo 
it might be alone, that men might neither ſelb 
nor buy in it. 


37 Upon 
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| 37 Upon this they came together to build up 
the city, foraſmuch as part of the wall toward the 
brook on the eaſt-fide was fallen down, and they 
Tepaired that which was called Caphenatha. 

38 Simon alſo ſet up Adida in Sephela, and 
made it ſtrong with gates and bars. 

9 Now 'Tryphon went about to get the king- 
dom of Aſia, and to kill Antiochus the king, 
that he might ſet the crown upon his own 
head. 
 +- 40 Howbeit, he was afraid that Jonathan 

| would not ſuffer him, and that he would fight 
againſt him ; wherefore he ſought a way how to 
take Jonathan, that he might kill him. So he 
removed and came to Bethſan. 
41 Then Jonathan went out to meet him with 
forty thouſand men, choſen for the battle, and 
came to Bethſan. 
42 Now when Tryphon ſaw that Jonathan 


came with ſo great a force, he durſt not ſtretch 
his hand againſt him; . 

43 But received him honourably, and com- 
mended him unto all his friends, and gave him 
gifts, and commanded his men of war to be as 
obedient unto him, as to himſelf. 

44 Unto Jonathan alſo he ſaid, Why haſt 
thou put all this people to ſo great trouble, ſee- 
ing there is no war betwixt us? 

45 Therefore ſend them now home again, and 
chooſe a few men to wait on thee, and come 

thou with me to Ptolemais: for I will give it 


thee, and the reſt of the ſtrong holds, and forces, 
and all that have any charge: as for me, I vill

r ren 
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| return and depart : for this is the cauſe of my 
coming. 

46 So Jonathan believing him, did as he bade 
him, and ſent away his hoſt, who went into the 
land of Judea. 

47 And with himſelf he retained but three 
thouſand men, of whom he ſent two thouſand 
into Galilee, and one thouſand went with him. 

48 Now as ſoon as Jonathan entered into Pto- 
lemais, they of Ptolemais ſhut the gates and took 
him : and all them that came with him, they flew 
with the ſword. 4 09) 

49 Then ſent Tryphon an hoſt of footmen 
and horſemen into Galilee, and into the great 
plain, to deſtroy all Jonathan's company. 

50 But when they knew that Jonathan, and 
they that were with him were taken and ſlain, 
they encouraged one another, and went cloſe to- 
gether, prepared to fight. 

51 They therefore that followed upon them, 
perceiving that they were ready to fight for their 
lives, turned back again. | 

52 Whereupon they all came into the land of 
Judea peaceably, and there they bewailed Jona- 
than and them that were with him, and they 
were ſore afraid : wherefore all Iſrael made great 

lamentation. by | | | 
| 53 Then all the heathen that were round 
I | about them, ſought to deſtroy them: For, ſaid 


e WU they, They have no captain, nor any to help 
t WW them: Now therefore, let us make war upon 
„ WW them, and take away their memorial from 
l WU amongſt men. "Tt 
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CHAP. XII. 


8. Simon is made captain in his brother Jonathan's room. 


77 Jonathan's tomb. 40. Simon winneth Gaza, and 
the tower at Jeruſalem. 


OW when Simon EV} that Tryphon had 
gathered together a great hoſt, to invade 


the land of Judea, and deſtroy it, 


2 And ſaw that the people was in great trem- 


bling and fear, he went up to Jeruſalem, and ga- 


thered the people together, - 

3 And gave them exhortation, ſaying, Ye 
yourſelves know what great things I and my bre- 
thren, and my father's houſe have done for the 
laws, and the ſanctuary, the battles alſo and trou- 
bles which we have ſeen : 


4 By reaſon whereof all my brethren are ſlain 


for Iſrael's ſake, and I am left alone. 


5 Now therefore be it far from me, that 1 
ſhould ſpare mine own life in any time of trou- 
ble: for I am no better than my brethren. 

6 Doubtleſs, I will avenge my nation and the 
ſanctuary, and our wives, and our children: for 
all the heathen are gathered to deſtroy us of 
very malice. 

7 Now as ſoon as the people tonal theſe 
words, their ſpirit revived. 

8 J And they anſwered with a loud voice, ſay- 
ing, Thou ſhalt be our leader inſtead of Judas 
and Jonathan thy brothers. 


g Fight thou our battles, and whatſoever thou 
commandeſt us, that will we do. 
10 So then he gathered together all the * 
0 
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of war, and- made haſte to finiſh the walls of 
Jeruſalem, and he fortified it round about. 

11 Alſo he ſent Jonathan the fon of Abſalom, 
and with him a great power to Joppe: who caſt- 
ing out them that were therein, remained there 
in 1t. , 

12 So Tryphon removed from Ptolemais with 
a great power to invade the land of Judea, and 


| Jonathan was with him in ward. 


13 But Simon pitched his tents at Adida, over- 
againſt the plain. 

14 Now when Tryphon knew that Simon was 
riſen up inſtead of his brother Jonathan, and 
meant to join battle with him, he ſent meſſen- 
gers unto him, ſaying, 

15 Whereas we have Jonathan thy brother 
in hold, it is for money that he is owing unto 
the king's treaſure, concerning the buſineſs that 
was committed unto him. 

16 Wherefore now ſend an hundred talents 
of ſilver, and two of his ſons for hoſtages, that 
when he 1s at liberty he may not revolt from us, 
and we will let him go. 

17 Hereupon Simon, albeit he perceived that 
they ſpake deceitfuily unto him, yet ſent he the 
money and the children, leſt peradventure he 
ſhould procure to himſelf great hatred of the 
people : 

18 Who might have ſaid, Becauſe I ſent him

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not the money and the children, therefore is Jo- 
nathan dead. 
109 So he ſent them the children and the hun- 
dred talents: howbeit Tryþhon diſſembled, nei- 
ther would he let Jonathan go. 

20 And after this came Tryphon to invade 
the land, and deſtroy it, going round about by 
the way that leadeth unto Adora: but Simon 
and his hoſt marched againſt him in every place 
whereſoever he went. | 

21 Now they that were in the tower, ſent meſ- 
ſengers unto Tryphon, to the end that he ſhould 
haſten his coming unto them by the wilderneſs, 
and ſend them victuals. 

22 Wherefore Tryphon made ready all his 
horſemen to come that night, but there fell a 
very great ſnow, by reaſon whereof he came not. 
So he departed and came into the country of 
Galaad. . 

23 And when he came near to Baſcama, he 
ſlew Jonathan, who was buried there. 

24 Afterward Tryphon returned, and went 
into his own land. 
235 Then ſent Simon, and took the bones of 
Jonathan his brother, and buried them in Mo- 
din, the city of his fathers. 

26 And all Iſrael made great lamentation for 
him, and hewailed him many days. | 

27 J Simon alſo built a monument upon the ſe- | 
pulchre of his father and his brethren, and raiſed 
it aloft to the ſight, with hewn ſtone behind and 
before. | 
28 Moreover, he ſet up ſeven pyramids one 
againſt 
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againſt another, for his father and his mother, 


| and his four brethren. 
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29 And in theſe he made cunning devices, 
about the which he ſet great pillars, and upon 
the pillars he made all their armour for a perpe- 
tual memory, and by the armour ſhips carved, 
that they might be ſeen of all that fail on the 
ſea. | 

30 This is the ſepulchre which he made at 
Modin, and it ſtandeth yet unto this day. | 

31 Now Tryphon dealt deceitfully with the 
young king Antiochus, and flew him. 


32 And he reigned in his ſtead, and crowned 


himſelf king of Aſia, and brought a great cala- 


mity upon the land. 

33 Then Simon built up the ſtrong-holds in 
Judea, and fenced them about with high towers, 
and great walls, and gates, and bars, and laid up 
victuals therein. 

34 Moreover, Simon choſe men, and ſent to 
king Demetrius, to the end he ſhould give the 


| land an immunity, becauſe all that Tryphon did 


was to ſpoil. 


35 Unto whom king Demetrius anſwered, and 


vrote after this manner: 


36 King Demetrius unto Simon the high 
prieſt, and friend of kings; as alſo unto the el- 


| ders and nation of the Jews, ſendeth greeting: 


37 The golden crown, and the ſcarlet robe 


which ye ſent unto us, we have received: and 
ve are ready to make a ſtedfaſt peace with you, 
yea, and to write unto our officers, to confirm 


the immunities which we have granted. 
38 And 
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38 And whatſoever covenants we have made 
with you, ſhall ſtand ; and the ſtrong-holds which 
ye have built ſhall be your OWN. 

39 As for any overſight or fault committed 
unto this day, we forgive it, and the crown-tax 
alſo which ye owe us; and if there were any 
other tribute paid in Jeruſalem, it ſhall no more 
be paid. 

40 1 And look who are meet among you to be 
in our court, and let them be inrolled, and let 
there he peace betwixt us. 

41 Thus the yoke of the heathen was taken 
away from Iſrael, in the hundred and ſeventieth 

Sar. 
r 42 Then the people of Iſrael began to write 
in their inſtruments and contracts, In the firſt 
year of Simon the high prieſt, the governor and 
leader of the Jews. 
43 In thoſe days Simon camped againſt Gaza, 

and beſieged it round about; he made alſo an 
engine of war, and ſet it by the City, and battered 
a certain tower, and took it. 

44 And they that were in the engine leapt 
into the-city; whereupon there was a great up 
roar 1n the city : 

45 Inſomuch as the people of the city rent 
their clothes, and climbed upon the walls. with 
their wives and children, and cried with a loud 
voice, beſeeching Simon to grant them peace. 
46 And they ſaid, Deal not with us according 
to our wickedneſs, but according to thy mercy. 
47 So Simon was appeaſed towards them, and 


fought no more againſt them, but put them * 
| 0 
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of the city, and cleanſed the houſes wherein the 
idols were: and ſo entered into it with ſongs and 
thankſgiving. 

48 Yea, he put all uncleanneſs out of it, and 


| placed ſuch men there, as would keep the law, 


and made it ſtronger than it was before, and 
built therein a dwelling-place for himſelf. 
49 They alſo of the tower in Jeruſalem were 


| kept ſo ſtrait, that they could neither come forth, 


nor go into the country, nor buy, nor ſell : where- 
fore they were in great diſtreſs for want of vic- 
tuals, and a great number of them periſhed 
through famine. | 


50 Then cried they to Simon, beſeeching him 


to be at one with them; which thing he granted 


them : and when he had put them out from 
thence, he cleanſed the tower from pollutions : 
51 And entered into it the three and twen- 


tieth day of the ſecond month, in the hundred 


ſeventy and one year, with thankſgiving and 
branches of palm-trees, and with harps and cym- 
bals, and with viols, and hymns, and ſongs ; be- 


| cauſe there was deſtroyed a-great enemy out 


of Iſrael. 

52 He ordained alſo, that that day ſhould be 
kept every year with gladneſs. Moreover, the hill 
of the temple that was by the tower, he made' 
ſtronger then it was, and there he dwelt himſelf, 
with his company. 

53 And when Simon ſaw that John his ſon was 
a valiant man, he made him captain of all the 
hoſts, and dwelt in Gazara.

OW in the hundred threeſcore and twelfth 
year, king Demetrius gathered his forces 
together, and went into Media to get him help 
to fight againſt Tryphon. | 
2 But when Arſaces the king of Perſia and 
Media, heard that Demetrius was entered with- 
in his borders, he ſent one of his princes to take 
him alive ; | 
3 Who went and ſmote the hoſt of Deme- 
trius, and took him, and brought him to Arſa- 
ces, by whom he was put in ward. 
- .4 Þ As for the land of Judea, that was quiet 
all the days of Simon: for he ſought the good of 
his nation in ſuch wiſe, as that evermore his au- 
thority and honour pleaſed them well. 

5 And as he was honourable in all his acts, fo 
in this, that he took Joppe for an haven, and 
made an entrance to the iſles of the ſea, 

6 And enlarged the bounds of his nation, 
and recovered the country, 

7 And gathered together a great number of 
captives, and had the dominion of Gazara, and 
Bethſura, and the tower, out of the which he 
took all uncleanneſs, neither was there any that 


reſiſted him. 


8 Then did they till their ground in peace, 1 


and the earth gave their increaſe, and the trees

9 The ancient men ſat all in the ſtreets com- 
muning together of good things, and the young 


men put on glorious and warlike apparel. 


10 He provided victuals for the cities, and 
ſet in them all manner of munition, ſo that his 
honourable name was renowned unto the end 
of the world. 

11 He made peace in the and, and Ilrael re- 
joĩced with great joy: 

12 For every man ſat under his vine, and his 
fig· tree, and there was none to fray them: 

13 Neither was there any left in the land to 
fight againſt them: yea, the kings themſelves 
were overthrown in thoſe days. 

14 Moreover, he ſtrengthened all thoſe of his 
people that were hel low: the law he 
ſearched out, and every contemner of the law, 
rer wicked perſon, he took away. 

5 He beautified the ſanctuary, and multi- 
bel the veſſels of the temple. 

16 Now when it was heard at Rome, and as 
far as Sparta, that Jonathan was dead, they were 
very ſorry. 

17 But as ſoon as they heard that his brother 
Simon was made high prieſt in his ſtead, and 
ruled the country, and the cities therein: 

18 They wrote unto him in tables of braſs, to 
renew the friendſhip and league which they had 
made with Judas, and Jonathan, his brethren : 

19 Which writings were read before the con- 
gregation at Jeruſalem. 

20 And this 1s the copy of the letters that the 
Lacedemonians ſent : The rulers of the Lacede- 

47 monians, 
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monians, with the city, unto. Simon the high | 


prieſt, and the elders and prieſts, and reſidue of 
the people of the Jews our brethren, ſend greet- 
ing. *s 

21 The ambaſſadors that were ſent unto our 
people, certified us of your glory and honour, 
wherefore we are glad of their coming : | 
22 And did regiſter the things that they ſpake 
in the council of the people, in this manner: 
Numenius ſon of Antiochus, and Antipater on 
of Jaſon, the Jews ambaſſadors, came unto us 
ro renew the friendſhip they had with us. 

223 And it pleaſed the people to entertain the 
men honourably, and to put the copy of the em- 
baſſage in public records, to the end the peo- 
ple of the Lacedemonians might have a memo- 
rial thereof : furthermore we have written a copy 
thereof unto Simon the high-prieſt. 

24 After this, Simon ſent Numenius to Rome, 
with a great ſhield of gold of a thouſand pound 
weight, to confirm the league with them. 

25 Whereof when the people heard, they ſaid, 
What thanks ſhall we give to Simon and his ſons? 

26 1 For he and his brethren, and the houſe 


of his father, have eſtabliſhed Iſrael, and chaſed 


away in fight their enemies from them, and con- 


firmed their liberty. 
27 $0 then they wrote it in tables of braſs, 
which they ſet upon pillars in mount Sion: and 
this is the copy of the writing. The eighteenth 
day of the month Elul, in the hundred threeſcore 
and twelfth year, being the third year of Simon 
the high prieſt, 


28 At 
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28 At Saramel in the great congregation of 
the prieſts and people, and rulers of the na- 
tion, and elders of the country, were theſe things 
notified unto us. 

29 Foraſmuch as oftentimes there have been 
wars in the country, wherein for the mainte- 
nance of their ſanctuary, and the law, Simon the 
ſon of Mattathias of the poſterity of Jarib, toge- 
ther with his brethren, put themſelves in jeo- 


pardy, and reſiſting the enemies of their nation, 
did their nation great honour. 


30 (For after that Jonathan having gathered 


his nation together, and been their high-prieſt, 


was added to his people; ; 

31 Their enemies purpoſed to invade their 
country, that they might deſtroy it, and lay 
hands on the ſanctuary. 

32 At which time Simon roſe up and fought 
for his nation, and ſpent much of his own ſub- 
ſtance, and armed the valiant men of his nation, 
and gave them wages, 7 

33 And fortified the cities of Judea, together 
with Bethſura, that lieth upon the borders of Ju- 
dea, where the armour of the enemies had been 
before ; but he ſet a garriſon of Jews there. 


34 Moreover, he fortified Joppe which lieth, 


upon the ſea, and Gazara that bordereth upon 
Azotus, where the enemies had dwelt before: 
but he placed Jews there, and furniſhed them 
with all things convenient for the reparation 
thereof.) 

35 The people therefore ſeeing the acts of 
Simon, and unto what glory he thought to bring 


his 
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his nation, made him their governor, and chief 
- prieſt, becauſe he had done all theſe things, and 
for the juſtice and faith which he kept to his na- 
tion, and for that he ſought by all means to ex- 
alt his people. 

36 For in his time things proſpered in his 
hands, ſo that the heathen were taken out of their 
country, and they alſo that were in the city 
of David in Jeruſalem, who had made themſelves 
a tower, out of which they iſſued and polluted 
all about the ſanctuary, and did much hurt in 
the holy places : 

37 But he placed Jews therein, and fortified 
it for the ſafety of the country, and the city, and 
raiſed up the walls of Jeruſalem. 

38 King Demetrius alſo confirmed him in the 
high prieſthood, according to thoſe things, 

39 And made him one of his friends, and ho- 
noured him with great honour. 

40 For he had heard ſay, that the Romans 
had called the Jews their friends and confede- 
rates, and brethren, and that they had enter- 
tained the ambaſſadors of Simon honourably ; 

41 Alſo that the 2 and prieſts were well 
pleaſed, that Simon ſhould be their governor and 
high prieſt for ever, until there ſhould ariſe a 
faithful prophet ; | 
| 42 Moreover, that he ſhould be their captain, 

and ſhould take charge of their ſanctuary, to ſet 
them over their works, and over the country, 
and over the armour, and over the fortreſſes, 


that (1 jay) he ſhould take charge of the ſanc- 
tuary ; | 


43 Beſides 
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43 Belides this, that he ſhould be obeyed of 
every man, and that all the writings in the coun- 
try ſhould be made in his name, and that he 
ſhould be clothed in purple, and wear gold; 
44 Allo that it ſhould be lawful for none of 
the people, or prieſts, to break any of theſe 
things, or to gainſay his words, or to gather an 
aſſembly in the country without him, or to be 
clothed in purple, or wear a buckle of gold; 

45 And whoſoever ſhould do otherwiſe, or 
break any of theſe things, he ſhould be puniſhed. 
46 Thus it hiked all the people to deal with 
Simon, and to do has hath been ſaid. 

47 Then . Simon accepted hereof, and was 
well-pleaſed to be high-prieſt, and captain, and go- 
vernor of the Jews and prieſts, and to defend 
them all. 

48 So they commanded that this writing 
ſhould be put in tables of braſs, and that they 
ſhould be ſet up within the compaſs of the ſanc- 
tuary in a conſpicuous place ; 

49 Allo that the copies thereof ſhould be laid 
up in the treaſury, to the end that Simon and 
his ſons might have them.

OREOVER, Antiochus ſon of ne 

the king ſent letters from the iſles of the 

lea unto Simon the prieſt and prince of the Jews, 
and to all the people ;

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2 The contents whereof were theſe: King 
Antiochus to Simon the high prieſt and prince 
of his nation, and to the people of the Jews, 


| greeting : 


3 Foraſmuch as certain peſtilent men have 
uſurped the kingdom of our ' fathers, and my 
. is to challenge it again, that I may re- 

re it to the old eſtate, and to that end have 
gathered a multitude of foreign ſoldiers together, 
and prepared ſhips of war; 

41 My meaning alſo being to go through the 
country, that I may be avenged of them that 


have deſtroyed it, and made many cities in the 


kingdom deſolate: 


5 Now therefore I confirm unto thee all the 
oblations which the kings before me granted 


' thee, and whatſoever gifts beſides they granted. 


6 1 give thee leave alſo to coin money for 


thy « country with thine own ſtamp. 


7 And as concerning Jeruſalem and the ſanc- 
tuary, let them be free, and all the armour that 


thou haſt made, and fortreſſes that thou haſt 
built,” and keepeſt in thine hands, let them re- 


main unto thee. 


8 And if any thing be, or ſhall be, owing to 
the king, let it be forgiven thee, from this time 


forth for evermore. 


9 Furthermore, when we have obtained our 


kingdom, we will honour thee, and thy nation, 


and thy temple, with great honour, ſo that your 


s honour ſhall be known throughout the world.

10 In 
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10 In the hundred threeſcore and fourteenth 
year went Antiochus into the land of his fa- 


thers: at which time all the forces came toge- 


ther unto him, ſo that few were left with Try 


hon. 
l 11 Wherefore being purſued by king Antio- 


chus, he fled unto Dora, which lieth by the ſea- 


ſide. 
12 For he ſaw that troubles came upon him 


| all at once, and that his forces had forſaken 


him. 

13 Then camped Antiochus againſt Dora, 
having with him an hundred and twenty thou- 
ſand men of war, and eight thouſand horſemen, 

14 And when he had compaſſed the city 
round about, and joined {hips cloſe to the town 
on the ſea- ſide, he vexed the city by land and 
by ſea, neither ſuffered he any to go out or in. 

15 In the mean ſeaſon came Numenius and 
his company from Rome, having letters to the 


kings and countries: wherein were written thele 


things ; 
16 Lucius conſul of the Romans, unto king 
Ptolome, greeting : 


17 The Jews ambaſſadors our friends and con- 


federates, came unto us to renew the old friend- 
ſhip and league, being ſent from Simon the high 
prieſt, and from the people of the Jews. 

18 And they brought a ſhield of gold of a 
thouſand pound. 


19 We thought it good therefore to write un- 


to the kings and countries, that they ſhould do 


them no harm, nor fight againſt them, their 
| cities, 


—- 
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cities, or countries, nor yet aid their enemies 
againſt them. 


20 It ſeemed alſo good to us to receive th 
ſhield of them. | 

21 If therefore there be any peſtilent fellows | 
that have fled from their country unto you, de- 


liver them unto Simon the high prieſt, that he 
may puniſh them according to their own law. 
22 The ſame things wrote he likewiſe unto 


Demetrius the king, and Attalus, to Ariarathes, 


and Arſaces, 

23 And to all the countries, and to Samp- 
ſames, and the Lacedemonians, and to Delus, 
and Mindus, and Sicyon, and Caria, and Samos, 
and Pamphylia, and Lycia, and Halicarnalſus, 
— Rhodus, and Phaſelis, and Cos, and Side, 

and Aradus, and Gortina, and Cnidus, and Cy- 


prus, and Cyrene. 


24 And the copy hereof they wrote to Simon 
the high prieſt. 

25 So Antiochus the king camped againſt Dora 
the 5 day, aſſaulting it continually, and 
making engines, by which means he ſhut up 
Tryphon, that he could neither go out nor in. 

26 At that time Simon ſent him two thouſand 


choſen men to aid him: ſilver alſo and gold, 


and much armour. 
27 1 Nevertheleſs, he would not receive them, 


but brake all the covenants which he had made 


with him afore, and became ſtrange unto him. 
28 Furthermore, he ſent unto. him Atheno- 


bius, one of his friends, to commune with him, 
| _ lay, You withhold Joppe and Gazara, with 
2 the 
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the tower that is in Jeruſalem, which are cities 
of my realm. | 

29 The borders thereof ye have waſted, and 
done great hurt in the land, and got the domi- 
nion of many places within my kingdom. 

20 Now therefore, deliver the cities which 
ye have taken, and the tributes of the places 
whereof ye have gotten dominion, without the 
borders of Judea : 

31 Or elſe give me for them five hundred ta- 
jents of ſilver; and for the harm that you have 
done, and the tributes of the cities, other five 
hundred talents: if not, we will come and fight 
againſt you. 

32 So Athenobius the king's friend came to 
Jeruſalem : and when he ſaw the glory of Simon, 
and the cupboard of gold and ſilver plate, and 
his great attendance, he was aſtoniſhed, and 
told him the king's meſſage. 

33 Then anſwered Simon, and ſaid unto him, 
We have neither taken other mens land, nor 
holden that which appertaineth to others, but 
the inheritance of our fathers, which our enemies 
had wrongfully in poſſeſſion a certain time. 

34 Wherefore we having opportunity, hold 
the inheritance of our fathers. 

35 And whereas thou demandeſt Joppe and 
| Gazara, albeit they did great harm unto the peo- 
ple in our country, yet will we give an hundred 
talents for them. Hereunto Athenobius an- 
ſwered him not a word; 

36 But returned in a rage to the king, and 
made report unto him of theſe ſpeeches, and of 

3 Z the 
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the glory of Simon, and of all that he had ſeen: 


whereupon the king was exceeding wrath. 

37 In the mean time fled Tryphon by ſhip 
unto Orthoſias. 

38 J Then the king made Cendebeus captain 
of the ſea- coaſt, and gave him an hoſt of foot- 
men and horſemen, |, N | 

39 And commanded him to remove his hoſt 
toward Judea : alſo he commanded him to build 
up Cedron, and to fortify the gates, and to war 
againſt the people; but as for the king himſelf, 
he purſued Tryphon. 

40 So Cendebeus came to Jamnia, and began 
to provoke the people and to invade Judea, and 
to take the people priſoners, and ſlay them. 

41 And when he had built up Cedron, he 
ſet horſemen there, and an hoſt of footmen, to the 
end. that iſſuing out, they might make outrodes 
upon the ways of Judea, as the king had com- 
manded him. 38 


| CHAP. XVI. 
3. Judas and John prevail againſt the forces ſent 8 


ochus. 11. Simon and two of his ſons treacherouſly 
' murdered. 


T HEN came up John from Gazara, and 
1 told Simon his father what Cendebeus 
had done. | 


2 Wherefore Simon called his two eldeſt 
ſons, Judas and John, and ſaid unto them, I 
and my brethren, and my father's houſe, have 
ever from our youth unto this day fought againſt 
the enemies of Iſrael ;_ and things have * 
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ſo well in our hands, that we have delivered 
Iſrael oftentimes. 

3 But now I am old, and ye by God's mercy 
are of a ſufficient age : Be ye-inſtead of me and 
my brother, and go and fight for our nation, and 
the help from heaven be with you. 

4 So he choſe out of the country twenty thou- 
ſand men of war, with horſemen, who went out 


againſt Cendebeus, and reſted that night at Mo- 


din. 


5 And when as they aroſe in the morning, 


and went into the plain, behold, a mighty great 
hoſt both of footmen and horſemen came againſt 
them : howbeit, there was a water-brook betwixt 
them. 

6 So he and his people pitched over-againſt 
them: and when he ſaw that the people were 
afraid to go over the water-brook, he went firſt 
over himſelf, and then the men ſeeing him, 
paſſed through after him. 

7 That done, he divided his men, and ſet the 
horſemen in the midſt of the footmen : for the 
enemies horſemen were very many. 

8 Then ſounded they with the holy trumpets : 
whereupon Cendebeus and his hoſt were put to 
flight, ſo that many of them were ſlain, and the 
remnant gat them to the ſtrong hold. 

9 At that time was Judas, John's brother, 
wounded: but John {till followed after them, 
_ he came to Cedron, which Cendebeus had 

uit, | 
10 So they fled even unto the tower in the 
fields of Azotus, wherefore he burnt it with fire: 


ſo 
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ſo that there were ſlain of them about two thou- 
ſand men. Afterward he returned into the land 
of Judea in peace. 

11 1 Moreover, in the plain of jericho was 
Ptolomeus the ſon of Abubus made captain; and 

he had abundance of ſilver and gold; 

12 For he was the high prieſt's ſon-in-law. 

13 Wherefore his heart being lifted up, he 
thought to get the country to himſelf, and there- 
upon conſulted deceitfully againſt Simon and his 
ſons to deſtroy them. 

14 Now Simon was viſiting the cities that 
were in the country, and taking care for the 
good ordering of them, at which time he came 
down himſelf to Jericho, with his ſons Matta- 
thias and Judas, in the hundred threeſcore and 
ſeventh year, in the eleventh month, called Sa- 

bat : 

' 15 Where the jon of Abubus receiving them 
deceitfully into a little hold called Docus, which 
he had built, made them a great banquet : how- 
beit, he had hid men there. 


16 So when Simon and his ſons had drunk 


largely, Ptolome and his men roſe up, and took 


their weapons, and came upon Simon into the 
banqueting place, and ſlew him and his two ſons, 
and certain of his ſervants ; 

17 In which doing he committed a great trea- 
chery, and recompenſed evil for good. 

18 Then Ptolome wrote theſe things, and ſent 
to the king, that he ſhould ſend him an hoſt to 
aid him, and he would deliver him the country 
and cities, 0. 


19 He 
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19 He ſent others alſo to Gazara to kill John: 
and unto the tribunes he ſent letters to come 
unto him, that he might give them ſilver, and 
gold, and rewards. 

20 And others he ſent to take Jeruſalem, and 
the mountain of the temple. 

21 Now one had run afore to Gazara, and 
| told John that his father and brethren were ſlain, 
and (quoth he,) Ptolome hath ſent to ſlay thee 
8 alſo. 

22 Hereof when he heard, he was ſore aſto- 
niſhed : ſo he laid hands on them that were 
come to deſtroy him, and flew them; for he 

| knew that they ſought to make him away. 
2g As concerning the reſt of the acts of John, 
and his wars, and worthy deeds which he did, 
and the building of the walls which he made, 
and his doings, |

he author of this abridgement is 


unknown, and the entire work of 
Jaſon no longer to be found. The 
two laſt chapters contain things that 
happened under the reign of Deme- 
trius Soter, the ſucceſſor of Antio- 
chus Eupator; and there are ſuch va- 
rieties obſervable in the ſtile, as ren- 
der it doubtſul whether they were 
written by the ſame author as the reſt 
of the work, It contains an hiſtory 


of about fifteen years, from the exe- 
cution of Helidorus' commiſſion, 
who was ſent by Seleucus to fetch 
away the treaſures of the temple, to 
the victory obtained by Judas Mac- 
cabeus over Nicanor; that is, from 
the year of the world g828 to 384g. 
» 1. The brethren the Fews that be 
at Feruſalem, &c.—This chapter and 
part of the next contain a letter which 
the Jews at Jeruſalem wrote to their 
brethren, who then reſided at Egypt. 
It begins in the uſual form of ſaluta- 
tion then practiſed in the epiſtolary 
method, namely, by wiſhing the per- 
ſons wrote to, health and peace.

33 So when this matter was known, it was 
told the king of Perſia, that in the place where 
the prieſts that were led away, had hid the fire, 
there appeared water, and that Neemias had pu-

5 And the king took many gifts, and be- 
owed thereof on thoſe whom he would gratify. 
36 And Neemias called this thing Naphthar, 
which i is as much as to ſay, a ceanbing: but 
many men call it Nephi.

4 It was-alſo contained in n che fame writing, 
that the prophet being warned of God, com- 
manded the tabernacle and the ark to-go with 
him, as he went forth into the mountain, where 


Moſes climbed up, and ſaw the heritage of God. 
5 1 And when Jeremy came thither, he found 


| an hollow cave, wherein he laid the tabernacle, 


and the ark, and the altar of incenſe, and fo 
ſtopped the door. 

6 And ſome of thoſe that followed him, « came 
to mark the way, but they could not find it. 

7 Which when Jeremy perceived, he blamed 
them, ſaying, As for that place, it ſhall be un- 
known, until the time that God gather his peo- 
ple again together, and receive them unto mercy. 

8 Then ſhall the Lord ſhew them theſe 
things, and the glory of the Lord ſhall appear, 
and the cloud alſo, as it was ſhewed under Mo- 
ſes, and as when Solomon deſired that the place 
might be honourably ſanctified. 


9 It was alſo declared, that he being wiſe, of 


fered the ſacrifice of dedication, and of the finiſh- 


ing of the temple. | 

10 And as when Moſes prayed unto the Lord, 
the fire came down from heaven, and conſumed 
the ſacrifices : even ſo prayed Solomon alſo, and

16 Whereas we then are about to celebrate 
the purification, we have written unto you, and 
ye ſhall do well, if ye keep the ſame days. 

17 We hope alſo, that the God that delivered

24 For conſidering the infinite number, and 
the difficulty which they find that deſire to look 
into the narrations of the ſtory, for the variety 
of the matter, 1 | 

25 We have been careful that they that will 
read, might have delight, and that they that are 


deſirous to commit to memory, might have eaſe, 


and that all into whoſe hands it comes, might 
have profit. | 

26 Therefore to us that have taken upon us 
this painful labour of abridging, it was not eaſy, 
but a matter of ſweat and RE, 

27 Even as it is no eaſe unto him that prepareth 
a banquet, and ſeeketh the benefit of others: 
yet for the pleaſuring of many, we will under- 
take gladly this great pains ; | 
28 Leaving to the author the exact handling 
of every particular, and labouring to follow the 
rules of an abridgement. 

29 For as the maſter- builder of a new houſe 

muſt care for the whole building; but he that 
undertaketh to ſet it out, and paint it, muſt

ſo I think it is with us. 


30 To ſtand upon every point, and go over | 


things at large, and to be curious in particulars, 
belongeth to the firſt author of the ſtory.

je 10 Then the high prieſt told him, that there 
was ſuch money laid up for the relief of widows 
and fatherleſs children : 

11 And that ſome of it belonged to Hircanus, 
en of Tobias, a man of great dignity, and not 
as that wicked Simon had miſinformed: the ſum 
whereof in all was four hundred talents of ſilver, 
and two hundred of gold : 

12 And that it was altogether impoſſible that 
ſuch wrong ſhould be done unto them that had 
committed it to the holineſs of the place, and to

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the majeſty and inviolable ſanctity of the temple, 
honoured over all the world. 

14. But Heliodorus, becauſe of the king's com- 
| mon given him, ſaid, That in any wiſe it 
muſt be brought into the king's treaſury.

and the prince of all power, cauſed a great ap- 
| parition, ſo that all that preſumed to come in 


with him, were aſtoniſhed at the power of God, 
and fainted, and were ſore afraid. | 
25 For there appeared unto them an horſe 


| Wo a terrible rider upon him, and adorned with 


a very fair covering, and he ran fiercely, and 
ſmote at Heliodorus with his fore-feet, and it 
ſeemed that he that fat upon the horſe had com- 
plete harneſs of gold. 

26 Moreover, two other young men appeared 
before him, notable in ſtrength, excellent in 
beauty, and comely in apparel, who ſtood by 
him on either ſide, and ſcourged him continudlly, 


and gave him many ſore ſtripes. 


27 And Heliodorus fell ſuddenly unto the 
ground, and was compaſſed with great darkneſs : 
but they that were with him took him ap. and 
put him in a litter. INE. 

28 Thus him, that lately came with a great 
train, and with all his guard into the ſaid trea- 


uy, ny carried out, being unable to help him-

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ſelf with his weapons: and manifeſtly they ac- 
knowledged the power of God. 


29 For he by the hand of God was caſt down, 


and lay ſpeechleſs without all hope of life.

31 Then ſtraightways certain of Heliodorus 

Binh ayed Onias, that he would call upon 
the * High to grant him his life, who lay 
ready to give up the ghoſt. 
32 80 the high prieſt ſuſpecting leſt the king 
mould miſconceive, that ſome treachery had 
been done to Heliodorus by the Jews, offered a 
ſacrifice for the health of & man. 

33 Now as the high prieſt was making an 
atonement, the ſame young men in the ſame 
clothing. appeared and ſtood by Heliodorus, 
ſaying, Give Onias the high prieſt great thanks, 
inſomuch as for his ſake the Lord hath granted 
thee life, 

34 And ſeeing that thou haſt been ſcourged 
from heaven, declare unto all men the mighty 
power of God: and when they had ſpoken theſe 
penn” they appeared no more. 

5 So Heliodorus, after he had offered ſacri- 
| . unto the Lord, and made great vows unto 


him that had ſaved his life, and ſaluted Onias, | 


returned with his hoſt to the king. 


36 Then teſtified he to all men the works of |

doubt there is an eſpecial power of God. 
39 For he that dwelleth in heaven, hath his 
eye on that place, and defendeth it, and he beat- 
eth and deſtroyeth them that come to hurt it. 
40 And the things concerning Heliodorus, and 
the keeping of the treaſury, fell out on this ſort. 


CHA FP. IV.

"T*HIS Simon now, (of whom we ſpake oy

and that Apollonius, as being the governor of

becauſe it was not convenient, but to be reſerved 
for other charges. 


20 This 
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20 This money then in regard of the ſender, 
was appointed to Hercules ſacriſice; but becauſe 


of the bearers thereof, it was employed to the 


making of gallies. 


21 Now when Apollonius the jon of Meneſt- 


 heus was ſent into Egypt, for the coronation of 


king Ptolomeus Philometor, Antiochus under- 


ſtanding him not to be well affected to his affairs, 
provided for his own ſafety : whereupon he 
came to Joppe, and from thence to Jeruſalem : 
22 Where he was honourably received of ſa- 
ſon, and of the city, and was brought in with 


torch-light, and with great ſhoutings : and ſo af- 


terward went with his hoſt unto Phenice. 
23 Three years afterward, Jaſon ſent Mene- 
laus, the aforeſaid Simon's brother, to bear the 
money unto the king, and to put him in mind of 
certain neceſſary matters. 
224 But he being brought to the preſence of 
the king, when he had magnified him, for the 
glorious appearance of his power, got the prieſt- 
hood to himſelf, offering more than Jaſon by 
three hundred talents of ſilver. 
23 So he came with the king's mandate, bring- 
ing nothing worthy the high prieſthood, but 
having the fury of a cruel tyrant, and the rage 

of a ſavage beaſt. 5 
26 Then Jaſon, who had undermined his own 
brother, being undermined by another, was com- 
pelled to flee into the country of the Ammonites. 
27 So Menelaus got the principality : but as 
for the money that he had promiſed 8 
ng, 
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king, he took no good order for it; albeit Soſ- 
tratus the ruler of the caſtle required i it. 

28 For unto him appertained the gathering of 
the cuſtoms. Wherefore they were both called 
before the king. 

29 Now Menelaus left his brother Lyſimachus 
in his ſtead in the prieſthood ; and Soſtratus left 
Crates who was governor of the Cyprians. 

30 While thoſe things were in doing, they of 
Tarſus and Mallos made inſurrection, becauſe 
they were given to the king's concubine, called 
Antiochis. 

31 Then came the king in all haſte to appeaſe 
matters, leaving Andronicus a man in * 
for his deputy. 

32 Now Menelaus ſuppoſing that he had got- 
ten a convenient time, ſtole certain veſſels of gold 
out of the temple, and gave ſome of them to 
Andronicus, and ſome he ſold into Tyrus, and 
the cities round about. 

33 Which when, Onias knew of a ſurety, he 
— him, and withdrew himſelf into a ſanc- 

tuary at Daphne that lieth by Antiochia. 


34 1 Wherefore Menelaus taking Adronicus 


apart, prayed him to get Qnias into his hands, 
who being perſuaded thereunto, and coming to 
Onias in deceit, gave him his right hand with 
oaths, and though he were ſuſpected by him, yet 
perſuaded he him to come forth of the ſanctu- 
ary : whom forthwith he ſhut up without regard 


of juſtice. 
35 For the which cauſe not only the Jews, 


but many alſo of other nations took great indig. | 


nation, 
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nation, and were much grieved for che unjuſt 
murder of the man. l he 

36 T And when the king was come again from 

the-places about Cilicia, the Jews that were in 

the city, and certain of the Greeks that abhor- 

red the fact alſo, complained ma Onias was 

flain without cauſe. | 

37 Therefore Antiochus was beat ſorry, and 
moves to pity, and wept, becauſe of the ſober 
and modeſt behaviour of him that was dead. 

38 And being kindled with anger, forthwith 
he took away Andronicus his purple, and rent off 
his clothes, and leading him through the whole 
. unto that very place where he had commit- 
ted impiety againſt Onias, there flew he the 
curſed murderer. Thus the Lord rewarded him 
his puniſhment, as he had deſerved. © 
39 Now when many ſacrileges had been com- 

mitted in the city by Lyſimachus, with the con- 
ſent of Menelaus, ox, the bruit thereof was 
ſpread abroad, the multitude gathered themſelves 
together againſt Lyſimachus, ; vena of gold 
being already carried away.” J. 1: 

40 Whereupon the common belle "riſing, 
and being filled with rage, Lyſimachus armed 
about three thouſand men, and began firſt to 
offer violence; one Auranus being the leader, 
a man far gone in years, and no leſs in wy | 

41 They then ſeeing the attempt of Lyſima- 
chus, ſome of them caught ſtones, ſome clubs, 
others taking handfuls of duſt that was next at 
hand, caſt them altogether upon Eyümachu, 
and thoſe that ſet upon them. 


42 Thus 
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42 Thus many of them they wounded, and 
ſome they ſtruck to the ground, and all of them 
they forced to flee: but as for the church-robber 
himſelf, him they killed beſide the treaſury. 

43 Of theſe matters therefore there was an 
accuſation laid againſt Menelaus. 

44 Now when the king came to Tyrus, three 
men that were ſent from the ſenate, pleaded the 
cauſe before him : 
45 But Menelaus being now convicted, pro- 

miſed Ptolome the ſon, of Dorymenes, to give 


him much money, if he would pacify the king 


towards him. 

46 Whereupon Ptolome taking the king aſide 
into a certain gallery, as it were to take the air, 
brought him to be of another mind: | 

47 Inſomuch that he diſcharged Menelaus 
from the accuſations, who notwithſtanding was 
cauſe of all the miſchief: and thoſe poor men, 
who if they had told their cauſe, yea, before the 
Scythians, ſhould have been judged innocent, 
them he candemned to death. 


48 Thus they tHat followed the matter for the 


city, and for the people, and for the holy veſſels, 
did ſoon ſuffer unjuſt puniſhment. bet 
49 Wherefore even they of Tyrus, moved 
with hatred of that wicked deed, cauſed them to 
be honourably buried. 
50 And fo through the covetouſneſs of them 
that were of power, Menelaus remained ſtill in 


authority, increaſing in malice, and being a great 


traitor to the citizens.

and not his countrymen, whom he conquered.) 

7 Howbeit, for all this he obtained not the 
principality, but at the laſt received ſhame for 
the reward of his treaſon, and fled again into the 
country of the Ammonites. | 
$ In the end therefore he had an unhappy re- 
turn, being accuſed before Aretas the king of the 
Arabians, fleeing from city to city, purſued of 
all men, hated as a forſaker of the laws, and be- 
ing had in abomination, as an open enemy of 
his country, and country-men, he was caſt out 
into Egypt. 
9 Thus he that had driven many out of their 
country, periſhed in a ſtrange land, retiring to 
the Lacedemonians, and thinking there to find 
ſuccour by reaſon of his kindred. | 

10 And he that had caſt out many unburied, 
had none to mourn for him, nor any ſolemn 
funerals at all, nor ſepulchre with his fathers. 


11 Now when this that was done came to the 


king's ear, he thought that Judea had revolted, 
whereupon removing out of Egypt in a furious 
mind, he took the city by force of arms, 

12 And commanded his men of war not to 
ſpare ſuch as they met, and to ſlay ſuch as went 
up upon the houſes. 

13 Thus there was killing of young and old, 
making away of men, women, and children, {lay- 
ing of virgins and infants. 

14 And there were deſtroyed within the {pace 

of 
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of three whole days, fourſcore thouſand, where- 
of forty thouſand were lain in the conflict; and 
no fewer ſold than lain. nar 


15 J Yet was he not content with this, but pre. 


ſumed to go into the moſt holy temple of all the 
world ; Menelaus that traitor to the laws, and 
to his own country, being his guide : 

16 And taking the holy veſſels with polluted 
hands, and with profane hands pulling down 


the things that were dedicated by other kings to | 


the augmentation, and glory, and honour of the 
place, he gave them away. 

17 And ſo haughty was Antiochus in mind, 
that he conſidered not that the Lord was angry 
for a while for the ſins of them that dwelt in the 
city, and therefore his eye was not upon the 
place. 

18 For had they not been formerly wrapped 
in many ſins, this man as ſoon as he had come, 
had forthwith been ſcourged, and put back from 
his preſumption, as Heliodorus was, whom Se- 
leucus the king ſent to view the treaſury. 

19 Nevertheleſs, God did not chooſe the peo- 
ple for the places ſake, but the place for the 
people's ſake. 

20 And therefore the place itſelf, that was par- 


taker with them of the adverſity that happened 


to the nation, did afterwards communicate in the 

benefits ſent from the Lord: and as it was for- 

ſaken in the wrath of the Almighty, ſo again, the 

great Lord being reconciled, it was ſet up with 
all glory. 9 

21 So when Antiochus had carried out of the 

| temple

temple a thouſand and eight hundred talents, he 
departed in all haſte unto Antiochia, weening in 
his pride to make the land navigable, and the 
ſea paſſable by foot: ſuch was the haughtineſs 
of his mind. 

22 And he left governors to vex the nation: 
at Jeruſalem, Philip, for his country a Phrygian, 
and for manners more barbarous than he that ſet 
him there: 

23 And at Garizim, Andronicus: and beſides 
Menelaus, who worſe than all the reſt, bare an 
heavy hand over the citizens, having a malicious 
mind againſt his countrymen the Jews. 

24 He ſent alſo that deteſtable ring-leader, 
Apollonius, with an army of two and twenty 
thouſand, commanding him to ſlay all thoſe that 
were 1n their beſt age, and to ſell the women and 
the younger ſort : 

25 Who coming to Jeruſalem, and pretend- 
ing peace, did forbear till the holy day of the ſab- 
bath, when taking the Jews keeping holy day, 
he commanded his men to arm themſelves. 

26 And ſo he ſlew all them that were gone 
to the celebrating of the ſabbath, and running 
through the city with weapons, ſlew great mul- 
titudes. 

27 J But Judas Maccabeus, with nine others, 
or thereabout, withdrew himſelf into the wilder- 
neſs, and lived in the mountains, after the man- 
ner of beaſts, with his company, who fed on 


herbs continually, left they ſhould be partakers 
of the pollution. N |

The 
Ne long after this, the king ſent an old man 
of Athens, to compel the a to depart 
from the laws of their fathers, and not to live af. 
ter the laws of God: 

2 And to pollute alſo the temple in Jeruſalem, 
and to call it the temple of Jupiter Olympius ; 
and that in Garizim, of Jupiter the defender of 
* as they did deſire that dwelt in the 
place. 

The coming in of this miſchief was ſore 
and grievous to the people: 

41 For the temple was filled with riot and re- 
velling by the Gentiles, who dallied with harlots, 
and had to do with women, within the circuit of 
the holy places, and beſides that, brought in 
things. that were not lawful. 

5 The altar alſo was filled with profane'things, 
which the law forbiddeth. 

6 Neither was it lawful for a man to keep ſab- 
bath-days, or ancient feaſts, or to profeſs him- 
{elf at all to be a Jew. 3 

7 And in the day of the king's birth every 
month they were brought by bitter conſtraint 
to eat of the ſacrifices; and when the feaſt of 
Bacchus was kept, the Jews were compelled to 
go in proceſſion to Bacchus, carrying ivy. 

8 Moreover, there went out a decree to the 
neighbour cities of the heathen, by the ſuggeſ- 
tion of Ptoleme againſt the Jews, that they ſhould 

obſerve 
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obſerve the ſame faſhions, and be partakers of 
their ſacrifices: 

9 And whoſo would not conform themſelves 

to the manners of the Gentiles, ſhould be put 
to death. Then might a man have ſeen the pre- 
ſent miſery. 
10 For there were two women brought, who 
had circumciſed their children, whom when they 
had openly led round about the city, the babes 
hanging at their breaſts, they caſt them down 
headlong from the wall. 

11 And others that had run together into 
caves near by, to keep the ſabbath - day ſecretly, 
being diſcovered to Philip, were all burnt toge- 
ther, becauſe they made a conſcience to help 
themſelves, for the honour of the moſt ſacred 
da » | 
0 Now I beſeech thoſe that read this N 
that they be not diſcouraged for theſe calamities, 
but that they judge thoſe puniſhments not to be 
for deſtruction, but for a chaſtening of our na- 
tion. 

13 For it is a token of his great 2 
when wicked doers are not ſuffered any long 
time, but forthwith puniſnedt. 

14 For not as with other nations, whom, the 
Lord patiently forbeareth to puniſh, till they be 
come to the fulneſs of their = ſo dealeth he 
* us; 

5 Left that being come to the height of fin, 
. he thonld take vengeance of us. 

16 And therefore he never withdraweth his 
mercy from us: And though he puniſh with ad- 

12 verſity, 
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verſity, yet doth he never forſake his people. 


17. But let this that we have ſpoken be for a 


warning unto us. And now will we come to 


the declaring of the matter in few words. 

18 Eleazar one of the principal ſcribes, an 
aged man, and of a well-favoured countenance, 
was conſtrained to open his mouth, and to eat 
ſwine's fleſh. 

19 But he chooſing rather to die gloriouſly, 
than to live ſtained with ſuch an abomination, 
ſpit it forth, and came of his own accord to the 
torment, 

20 As it behoved them to come that are reſo- 
lute to ſtand out againſt ſuch things as are not 
lawful for love of hfe to be taſted. 

21 But they that had the charge of that wicked 


feaſt, for the old acquaintance they had with the 


man, taking him aſide,” beſought him to bring 
fleſh of his own proviſion, ſuch as was lawful for 
him to uſe, and make as if he did eat of the 
fleſh taken from the ſacrifice commanded by the 
king ; 
22 That in ſo doing he might be delivered 
from death, and for the old "ſriendlhip with 
them, find favoitel 
23 But he began to conſider diſcreetly, and 
as became his age, and the excellency of his an- 
cient years, and the honour of his gray. head, 
whereunto he was come, and his moſt honeſt 
education from a child, or rather the holy law, 
made and given by God: therefore he anſwered 
accordingly, and willed them ſtraightways to 
fend him to the grave. 
| 24 For

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24 For it becometh not our age (ſaid he) in 
any wie to diſſemble, whereby many young 


- perſons might think, that Eleazar being four- 


ſcore years old and ten, were now gone to a 
ſtrange religion, 

25 And fo they through mine hypocriſy, and 
deſire to live a little time, and a moment longer, 
ſhould be deceived by me, and I get a ſtain to 
mine old age, and make it abominable. 

26 For though for the preſent time I ſhould 
be delivered from the pumſhment of men : yet 
ſhould I not eſcape the hand of the Almighty, 
neither alive nor dead. 

27 Wherefore now manfully changing this 
life, I will ſhew myſelf ſuch an one as mine age 
requireth, 

28 And leave a notable example to ſuch as be 
young, to die willingly and courageouſlly, for the 
honourable and holy laws: and when he had 


ſaid theſe words, immediately he went to the 


torment. 

29 They that led him, changing the good- 
will they bare him a little before, into hatred, 
becauſe the foreſaid ſpeeches proceeded, as they 
thought, from a deſperate mind. 

30 But when he was ready to die with ſtripes, 


he-groaned and ſaid, It is manifeſt unto the 


Lord, that hath the holy knowledge, that whereas 
I might have been delivered from death, I now 
endure ſore pains in body, by being beaten : 


but in ſoul am well content to ſuffer theſe things, 


becauſe I fear him. | 
31 And thus this man died, leaving his death 
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for an example of a noble courage, and a me- 
morial of virtue, not only unto young men, but 
unto all his nation.

The conflancy and cruel death of ſeven brethren and their 
mother in one day, becauſe they would not eat fwine's fig 
at the king's commandment. 

1 T came to pals alſo that ſeven brethren with 

their mother were taken, and compelled by 

the king againſt the law to taſte ſwine's fleſh, and 
were tormented with ſcourges and whips. 

2 But one of them that ſpake firſt, ſaid thus, 

What wouldeſt thou aſk, or learn of us ? We are 

ready to die, rather than to tranſgreſs the laws 
'of our fathers. 
3 Then the king being in a rage, command- 
ed pans and caldrons to be made hot. 
4 Which forthwith being heated, he com- 
manded to cut out the tongue of him that ſpake 
| firſt, and to cut off the utmoſt parts of his body, 
the reſt of his brethren and his mother looking 
ON. | 
5 Now when he was thus maimed in all his 
members, he commanded him, being yet alive, 
to be brought to the fire, and to be fried in the | 
pan : and as the vapour of the pan was for a 
good ſpace diſperſed, they exhorted one ano.

mocking-ltock : and when they had pulled off 


the ſkin of the head with the hair, they aſked 
him, Wilt thou eat before thou be puniſhed 
throughout every member of thy body ? 
8 But he anſwered in his own language, and 
ſaid, No. Wherefore he alſo received the 
next torment in order as the former did. 
9 And when he was at the laſt gaſp, he ſaid, 
Thou like a fury takeſt us out of this preſent 
life, but the King of the world ſhall raiſe us up, 
who have died for his laws, unto everlaſting 
life. 

10 After him was the third "VE a mocking- 
ſtock: and when he was required, he put out 
his tongue, and that right ſoon, holding forth

11 And ſaid courageoully, Theſe I had from 
heaven; and for his laws I deſpiſe them, and 
from him 1 hope to receive them again. 

12 Inſomuch that the king, and they that 
were with him, marvelled at the young man's

It is good, being put to death by men, to look 
for hope from God, to be raiſed up again by 
him : as for thee, thou ſhalt have no reſurrection 
to life. 
13 Afterward they brought the fifth alſo, and 
mangled him. 
16 Then looked he unto the king, and ſaid, 
Thou haſt power over men, thou art corrupti- 
ble, thou doeſt what thou wilt; yet think not 
that our nation is forſaken of God. 
17 But abide a while, and behold his great 
power, how he will torment thee and thy ſeed. 
18 After him alſo they brought the ſixth, 
who being ready to die, ſaid, Be not deceived 
without cauſe : for we ſuffer theſe things for our- 
ſelves, having finned againſt our God: there- 
fore marvellous things are done unto 1s.

21 Yea, ſhe exhorted every one of them in 
her own language, filled with courageous ſpi- 
rits; and ſtirring up her womaniſh thoughts, 
with a manly ſtomach, ſhe ſaid unto them, 
22 I cannot tell how you came into my 
womb; for I neither gave you breath nor life, 
1 5 neither

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neither was it I that formed the members of 
| every one of you. 

23 But doubtleſs the Creator of the world, 
who formed the generation of man, and found 
out the beginning of all things, will alſo of his 
own mercy give you breath and life again, as 
you now regard not your own ſelves for his laws 
ſake. 

24 Now Antiochus thinking himſelf deſpiſed, 
and "ulpeRing it to be a reproachful ſpeech, 
whilſt the youngeſt was yet alive, did not only 
exhort him by words, but alſo aſſured him with 
oaths, that he would make him both a rich and 
a happy man, if he would turn from the laws 
of his fathers ; and that alſo he would take him 
for his friend, and truſt him with affairs. 

25 But when the young man would in no 
caſe hearken unto him, the king called his mo- 
ther, and exhorted her, that ſhe would counſel 
the young man to fave his life. 

26. And when he had exhorted her with 
many words, ſhe promiſed him that ſhe would 
counſel her ſon. 

27 But ſhe bowing herſelf towards him, 
laughing the cruel tyrant to ſcorn, ſpake in her 
country language, on this manner: O my fon, 
have pity upon me that bare thee nine months 
in my womb, and 'gave thee ſuck three years, 
and nouriſhed thee, and brought thee up unto 
this, age, and endured the troubles of educa- 
tion. 
28 1 beſeech thee,” my ſon, look upon the

29 Fear not this tormentor, but being wor- 
thy of thy brethren, take thy death, that 1 

may receive thee again in werey with thy bre- 
thren. 

go Whilſt ſhe was yet ſpeaking theſe words, 
the young man ſaid, Whom wait ye for? I will 
not obey the king's commandment : but I will 
obey the commandment of the law that was 

given unto our fathers by Moſes. 
31 And thou that haſt been the aki of all 
miſchief again{t the Hebrews, ſhalt not elcape 
the hands of God. 
32 For we ſuffer becauſe of our ſins. 

33 And though the living Lord be angry 
with us a little while for our chaſtening and cor- 
rection, yet ſhall he be at one again with his ſer- 
vants. 

34 But thou, O godleſs man, and of all other 
moſt wicked, be not lifted up without a cauſe, 
nor pufted up with uncertain hopes, lifting up 
thy hand againſt the ſervants of God : 

5 For thou haſt not yet eſcaped the judg- 
ment of almighty God, who ſeeth all things. 

36 For our brethren who now have ſuffered 
a ſhort pain, are dead under God's covenant of

: 37 But I, as my brethren, offer up my body 
and life for the laws of our fathers, beſeeching

38 And that in me and my brethren, the 
wrath of the Almighty, which is juſtly brought 
upon all our nation, may ceaſe. | 

39 Then the king being in a rage, handled 
him worſe than all the reſt, and took it grie- 
vouſly that he was mocked. 

40 So this man died undefiled, and put his 
whole truſt in the Lord. 

41 Laſt of all after the ſons, the mother died. 

42 Let this be enough now to have ſpoken 
concerning the idolatrous feaſts, and the extreme

1. Judas gathereth an hoſt: 9. Nicanor is ſent aga

I Judas Maccabeus, and they that were 


with him, went privily into the towns, and 
called their kinsfolks together, and took unto 
them all ſuch as continued in the Jews religion, 
and aſſembled about ſix thouſand men. 

2 And they called upon the Lord, that he 
would look upon the people that was trodden 
down of all, and allo pity the temple, profaned 
of ungodly men, 


V. 1. Judas Maccabeus, and they exerciſed on thoſe whoſe faith -and 
that were with him went privily into he reſolution, were ſtrong enough to 
towns, &c.—The author having con- outbrave all the tyrants barbarities ;

feaſt, at which the poor Jews were ble exploits performed by Judas 
compelled to be preſent and aſſiſt, Maccabeus in defence of their laws 
and likewiſe of the inhuman cruelties and country. 


3 And 
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3 And that he would have compaſſion upon 
the city, ſore defaced, and ready to be made 


even with the ground, and hear the blood that 


cned unto him, | 
4 And remember the wicked {laughter of 


| Harmleſs infants, and the blaſphemies committed 


againſt his Name, and that he would ſhew his 

| hatred againſt the wicked. | 

5 Now when Maccabeus had his company 
about him, he could not be withſtood by the 

heathen : for the wrath of the Lord was turned 

into mercy. 

6 Therefore he came at unawares, and burnt 
up towns and cities, and got into his hands the 
moſt commodious places, and overcame and put 
to flight no ſmall number of his enemies. 

7 But ſpecially took he advantage of the night, 
for ſuch privy attempts, inſomuch that the bruit 
of his manlineſs was ſpread every where. 

8 So when Philip ſaw that this man increaſed 
by little and little, and that things proſpered with 
him ſtill more and more, he wrote unto Ptole- 
meus the governor of Celoſyria and Phenice, to 
yield more aid to the king's affairs. 

9 1 Then forthwith chooſing Nicanor the ſon 
of Patroclus, one of his ſpecial friends, he ſent 
him with no fewer than twenty thouſand of all 
nations under him, to root out the whole gene- 
ration of the Jews; and with him he joined alſo 
Gorgias a captain, who in matters of war had 
great experience. 2 

10 So Nicanor undertook to make ſo much 
money of the captive Jews, as ſhould . 
| tribute 
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tribute of two thouſand talents, which the king 
was to pay to the Romans. 

11 Wherefore immediately he ſent to the ci- 
ties upon the ſea- coaſt, proclaiming a ſale of the 
captive Jews, and promiſing that they ſhould 
have fourſcore and ten bodies for one talent, not 
expecting the vengeance that was to follow upon 
him from the almighty God. 

12 Now when word was brought unto Judas 
of Nicanor's coming, and he had imparted unto 
thoſe that were with him, that the army was at 
hand, ; 

13 They that were fearful, and diſtruſted the 

juſtice of God, fled, and conveyed themſelves 
away. 
5 Others ſold all that they had left, and 
withal beſought the Lord to deliver them, being 
ſold by the wicked Nicanor before they met to- 
gether: | 

15 And if not for their own ſakes, yet for 
the covenants he had made with their fathers, 
and for his holy and glorious Name's ſake, by 
which they were called. 

16 J So. Maccabeus called his men together 
unto the number of ſix thouſand, and exhorted 
them not to be ſtricken with terror of the ene- 
my, nor to fear the great multitude of the hea- 
then, who came wrongfully againſt them, but to 
fight manfully, | 

17 And to ſet before their eyes the injury 
that they had unjuſtly done to the holy place, 
and the cruel handling of the city, whereof they 
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made a mockery, and alſo the taking away of 
the government of their forefathers: 

18 For they, ſaid he, truſt in their weapons 
arid boldneſs; but our confidence is in the al. 
mighty God, who at a beck can caſt down both 


them that come againſt us, and alſo all the 


world. 

19 Moreover, he recounted unto them what 
helps their forefathers had found, and how they 
were delivered, when under Sennacherib an 
hundred fourſcore and five thouſand periſhed. 

'20 And he told them of the battle that they 
had in Babylon with the Galatians, how they 
came but eight thouſand in all to the buſineſs, 
with four thouſand Macedonians, and that the 
| Macedonians being perplexed, the eight thou- 
ſand deſtroyed an hundred and twenty thouſand, 
becauſe of the help that they had from heaven, 
and ſo received a great booty. 

21 Thus when he had made them bold with 
theſe words, and ready to die for the laws, and 
the country, he divided his army into four 
parts : 1 

22 And joined with himſelf his own brethren, 
leaders of each band, to wit, Simon, and Joſeph, 
and Jonathan, giving each one fifteen hundred 
men. 
| 23 Alſo he appointed Eleazar to read the holy 

book: and when he had given them this watch- 
word, The help of God; himſelf leading the 
firſt band, he joined battle with Nicanor. 

24 And by the help of the Almighty they 
flew above nine thouſand of their enemies, and 
wounded 


a 
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wounded and maimed the moſt part of Nica- 
nor's hoſt, and ſo put all to flight; 

25 And took their money that came to buy 
how and purſued them far : but lacking time 
they returned. 

26 For it was the day before the ſabbath, and 
therefore they would no longer purſue them, | 

27 So when they had gathered their armour 
together, and ſpoiled their enemies, they occu- 
pied themſelves about the ſabbath, yielding ex- 
ceeding praiſe and thanks to the Lord, who had 
preſerved them unto that day, which was the 
beginning of mercy diſtilling upon them. 

28 And aſter the ſabbath, when they a 
given part of the ſpoils to the maimed, = the 
widows, and orphans, the reſidue they divided 
among themſelves and their ſervants. 

29 When this was done, and they had made 
a common ſupplication, they beſought the mer- 
ciful Lord to be reconciled with his ſervants for 
ever. 

30 Moreover, of thoſe that were with Timo- 
theus and Bacchides, Who fought againſt them, 
they flew above twenty thouſand, and very ea- 
ily got high and ſtrong holds, and divided 
amongſt themſelves many ſpoils more, and made 
the maimed, orphans, widows, yea, and the aged 
alſo, equal in ſpoils with themſelves. 

31 And when they had gathered their ar» 
mour together, they laid them up all carefully 
in convenient places, and the remnant of the 
ſpoils they brought to Jeruſalem. 

32 They flew alſo Philarches that wicked per- 

bo: , 
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ſon, who was with Timotheus, and had annoyed 
the Jews many ways. 

33 Furthermore at ſuch time as they kept the 
feaſt for the victory in their country, they burnt 
Calliſthenes, that had ſet fire upon the holy 
gates, who was fled into a little houſe, and ſo he 
received a reward meet for his wickedneſs. 
34 As for that moſt ungracious Nicanor, who 
had brought a thouſand merchants to buy the 

Jews, W 

0 35 1 He was, through the help of the Lord, 
brought down by them of whom he made leaſt 
account, and putting off his glorious apparel, 
and diſcharging his company, he came like a 
fugitive ſervant through the midland unto An- 
tioch, having very great diſhonour, for that his 
hoſt was deſtroyed. 
36 Thus he that took upon him to make good 
to the Romans their tribute, by means of the 
captives in Jeruſalem, told abroad, that the 
Jews had God to fight for them ; and therefore 
they could not be hurt, becauſe they followed 
the laws that he gave them. 


CHAP. IX. 
1. Antiochus is chaſed from Perſepolis : 28. he dieth mi- 
| | | ſerably. | 


BOUT that time came Antiochus, with 

11 diſhonour out of the country of Perſia. 
2 For he had entered the city, called Perſe- 
lis, and Went about to rob the temple, and to 
holg the city, whereupon the multitude running 
to defend themfelves with their weapons, 50 
them 
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them to flight; and ſo it happened, that Antio- 
chus being put to flight of the inhabitants, re- 
turned with ſhame. 


3 Now when he came to Ecbatana, news was 
brought him what had happened unto Nicanor 


and Timotheus. | 

4 Then ſwelling with anger, he thought to 
avenge upon the Jews the diſgrace done unto 
him by thoſe that made him flee. Therefore 
commanded he his chariot-man to drive without 
ceaſing, and to diſpatch the journey, the judg- 
ment of God now following him. For he had 
ſpoken proudly in this fort, That he would 
come to Jeruſalem, and make it a common bu- 
rying- place of the Jews. 

5 But the Lord almighty, the God of Iſrael 
ſmote him with an incurable and inviſible 
plague : for as ſoon as he had ſpoken theſe 
words, a pain of the bowels that was remedileſs 
came upon him, and fore torments of the inner 
parts ; 


6 And that moſt juſtly : for he had tormented 


other mens bowels with many and ftrange tor- 
ments. 

7 Howbeit he nothing at all ceaſed from his 
bragging, but ſtill was filled with pride, breath- 
ing out fire in his rage againſt the ſews, and 
commanding to haſte the journey: but it came 
to pals that he fell down from his chariot, car- 
ried violently ; ſo that having a ſore fall, all the 
members of his body were much pained. 

8 And thus he that a little afore thought he 


might command the waves of the ſea, (fo proud 


Was 
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was he beyond the condition of man) and weigh 
the high mountains in a balance, was now caſt 
on the ground, and carried in an horſe: litter, 
ſhewing forth unto all the manifeſt power of 
God. 

9 So that the worms roſe up out of the body 
of this wicked man, and while he lived in ſor- 
row and pain, his fleſh fell away, and the fil 
thineſs of his ſmell was noiſome to all his army. 

10 And the man that thought a little afore he 
could reach to the ſtars of heaven, no man could 
endure to carry for his intolerable ſtink. 

11 Here therefore being plagued, he began 
to leave off his great pride, and to come to the 
knowledge of himſelf by the ſcourge of God, his 
pain increaſing every moment. 

12 And when he himſelf could not abide his 
own {mell, he ſaid theſe words, It 1s meet to be 
ſubject unto God, and that a man that is mortal 
ſhould not proudly think of himſelf, as if he 
were God. | 
- 13 This wicked perſon vowed alſo unto the 
Lord, (who now no more would have mercy 
upon him) ſaying thus, 

14 That the holy city (to the which he was 
going in haſte to lay it even with the ground, 
and to make it a common burying-place) he 
would ſet at liberty. | 
13 And as touching the Jews, whom he had 
Judged not worthy to be ſo much as buried, but 
to be caſt out with their children to be devour- 
ed of the fowls and wild beaſts, he would make 
them all equals to the citizens of Athens. 

| 16 And

16 And the holy temple, which before he had 
ſpoiled, he would garniſh with goodly gifts, and 
reſtore all the holy veſſels, with many more, and 
out of his own revenue defray the charges be- 
longing to the ſacrifices: | 

17 Yea, and that alſo he would become a Jew 
himſelf, and go through all the world that was 
inhabited, and declare the power of God. 

18 But for all this his pains would not ceaſe : 
for the juſt judgment of God was come upon 
him: therefore deſpairing of his health, he 
wrote unto the Jews the letters underwritten, 
containing the form of a ſupplication after this 
manner : | 

19 Antiochus, king and 2 to the 
good Jews his citizens, wiſheth much joy, 
health and proſperity. 

20 If ye and your children fare well, and 
your affairs be to your contentment, I give very 
great thanks to God, having my hope in hea- 
ven. Ke” 

21 As for me, I was weak, or elſe I would 
have remembered kindly your honour and good 
will. Returning out of Perſia, and being taken 
with a grievous diſeaſe, I thought it neceſlary 


to care for the common ſafety of all: 


22 Not diſtruſting mine health, but having 
great hope to eſcape this ſickneſs. 

23 But conſidering that even my father, at 
what time he led an army into the high coun- 
tries, appointed a ſucceſſor, 

24 To the end that if any thing fell out con- 
trary to expeCtation, or af any tidings were 

brought 
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brought that were grievous, they of the land, 


knowing to whom the ſtate was left, might not 
be troubled. 


235 Again, conſidering how that the princes 


Por are borderers and neighbours unto my king - 


dom, wait for opportunities, and expect what 
ſhall be the event, I have appointed my ſon 
Antiochus king, whom I often committed and 
commended unto many of you, when I went up 
into the high provinces; to whom I have writ- 
ten as followeth. 

26 Therefore I pray and requeſt you to re- 
member the benefits that I have done unto you 


generally and in ſpecial, and that every man will 


be ſtill faithful to me and my ſon. 

27 For am perſuaded, that he, underſtand- 
ing my mind, will favourably and graciouſly 
yield to your defires. 

28 1 Thus the murderer and blaſphemer, hav- 
ing ſuffered moſt grievoully, as 1 entreated 
other men, ſo died he a miſerable death in a 
ſtrange country in the mountains. 

29 And Philip that was brought up with him, 
carried away his body, who alſo fearing the ſon 


of Antiochus, went into Egypt to Ptolemeus 


Philometor. 


CHAP. 2 


1. Judas recovereth the city, a rifieth the temple :

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2 But the altars which the heathen had built 
in the open ſtreet, and alſo the chapels, they 
pulled down. : 33 20 
g And having cleanſed the temple, they made 
another altar, and ſtriking ſtones, they took 
fire out of them, and offered a ſacrifice after 
two years, and ſet forth incenſe, and lights, and 
ſhew-bread. 
4 When that was done, they fell flat down, 
and beſought the Lord, that they might come 
no more into ſuch troubles: but if they ſinned” 
any more againſt him, that he himſelf would 
chaſten them with mercy, and that they might 
not be delivered unto the blaſphemous and bar-. 

barous nations. 

5 Now upon the ſame day that the ſtrangers 
profaned the ' temple, on the very ſame day it 
was cleanſed again, even the five and twen- 
tieth day of the ſame month, which is Caſleu. 

6 And they kept eight days with gladneſs, as 
in the feaſt of the tabernacles, remembering that. 
not long afore they had held the feaſt of the ta- 
bernacles, when as they wandered in the moun- 
tains and dens like beaſts. ; 

7 Therefore they bare branches and fair 
boughs, and palms alſo, and ſang pſalms unto 


him that had given them good ſuccels in cleanſing 
his place. 1 
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in all his enterpriſes againſt the ene - refted for the ſame impious ſervices; 
my in the country, leads his forces to cleanſes the temple from impurities ” 
Jeruſalem, and recovers the city and with which the heathen had polluted 
temple out of the hands of the heathen, it, builds a new altar, and renews [ 
deſtroys the altar devoted to idolatrous the ſacrifices and ceremonial rights, [ 
worſhip, and pulls down the chapels e- after two years intermiſſion. 1 
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8 They ordained alſo by a common ſtatute 
and decree, That every year thoſe days ſhould 
be kept of the whole nation of the Jews. 

9 And this was the end of Antiochus, called 
Epipbanes. 

10 Now will we declare the acts of Antiochus 
Eupator, who was the ſon of this wicked man, 
gathering briefly the calamities of the wars. 

11 So when he was come to the crown, he 
ſet one Lyſias over the affairs of his realm, and 
appointed kim chief governor of Celoſyria and 
Phenice. | | 

12 For Ptolemeus that was called Macron, 
chooſing rather to do juſtice unto the Jews, for 
the wrong that had been done unto them, en- 
deavoured to continue peace with them. 

14 Whereupon being accuſed of the king's 
friends before Eupator, and called traitor at every 
word, becauſe he left Cyprus, that Philometer 
had committed unto . him, and departed to 
Antiochus Epiphanes, and ſeeing that he was in 
no honourable place, he was ſo diſcouraged, 
that he poiſoned himſelf and died. 

14 But when Gorgias was governor of the 
holds, he hired ſoldiers, and nouriſhed war 
continually with the Jews : 

15 And therewithal the Idumeans having 
gotten into their hands the moſt commodious 
holds, kept the Jews occupied, and receiving 
thoſe that were baniſhed from Jeruſalem, they 
went about to nouriſh war, | 

16 Then they that were with Maccabeus made 
ſupplication, and beſought God that he * 
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be their helper; and ſo they ran with violence 
upon the ſtrong hold of the Idumeans. 

17. And affaulting them ſtrongly, they wan 
the holds; and kept off all that fought upon the 
wall, and flew all. that fell into their hands, and 
killed no fewer than twenty thouſand. 

18 And becauſe certain (who were no leſs 
than nine thouſand) were fled together into two 
very {trong caſtles, — all manner * things 
convenient to ſuſtain the ſiege, 

19 Maccabeus left Simon, and pa. and 
Zaccheus alſo, and them that were with him, 
who were enough to beſiege them, and departed 
himſelf unto thoſe places which more needed 
his help. 

20 No they that were with Simon, being led 
with covetouſneſs, were perſuaded for money 
(through certain of theſe that were in the caſtle) 
and took feventy thoufand drachms, and let 
ſome of them eſcape. 

21 But when it was told Maccabeus what was 
done, he called the governors of the people to- 
gether, and accuſed thoſe men that they had 
ſold their brethren for money, and ſet their ene- 
mies free to fight againſt them. 

22 So he ſlew thoſe that were found trai- 
tors, and immediately took the two caftles. 

23 And having good ſucceſs with his weapons 
in all things he took in hand, he flew in the 
two holds more than twenty thouſand. 

24 Now Timotheus, whom the Jews had 
overcome before, when he had gathered a great 
multitude of foreign forces, and horſes out of 


Aſia 
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Aſia not a few, came as though he wold take 
Jury by force of arms. 

25 But when he drew near, they that were 
with Maccabeus turned themſelves to pray unto 
God, and ſprinkled earth upon their heads, and 
girded their loins with ſackcloth, 

26 And fell down at the foot af the 8 a 


beſought him to be merciful to them, and to be 


an enemy to their enemies, and an adverſary to 
their adverſaries, as the law declareth. 

27 So after the prayer, they took their wea- 
pons, and went on further from the city : and 
when they drew near to their enemies, they kept 
by themſelves. 

28 Now the ſun being newly riſen, they 
joined both together ; the one part having toge- 
ther with their virtue, their refuge alſo unto the 
Lord, for a pledge of their ſucceſs and victory: 
the other fide making their rage leader of their 
battle. 

29 But when the battle waxed ſtrong, there 
appeared unto the enemies from heaven, five 
comely men upon horſes, with bridles of gold, 
and two of them led the Jews, 

30 And took Maccabeus betwixt them, and 
covered him on every fide with their weapons, 
and kept him ſafe, but ſhot arrows and light- 
nings — the enemies: ſo that being con- 
founded with blindneſs, and full of trouble, they 
were killed. 


31 And there were ſlain of footmen twenty 


thouſand and five hundred, and fix hundred 
horſemen. 


g2 As 
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32 As for Timotheus himſelf, he fled into a 
very ſtrong hold, called Gazara, where Chereas 
was governor. 

33 But they that were with Maccabeus, laid 
ſiege againſt the fortreſs courageoully four days. 
34 And they that were within, truſting to 
the ſtrength of the place, blaſphemed exceedingly, 
and uttered wicked words. r | 

35 1 Nevertheleſs upon the fifth day early, 
twenty young men of Maccabeus company, in- 
flamed with anger becauſe of the blaſphemies, 
aſſaulted the wall manly, and with a fierce cou- 
rage killed all that they met withal. | 

36 Others likewiſe aſcending after them, 
whilſt they were buſied with them that were 
within, burnt the towers, and kindling fires, 
burnt the blaſphemers alive ; and others broke 
open the gates, and having received in the reſt 
of the army, took the city, WEE 

37 And killed Timotheus that was hid in a 
certain pit, and Chereas his brother, with Apol- 
lophanes. 

38 When this was done, they praiſed the 
Lord with  plalms and thankſgiving, who had 


done ſo great things for Iſrael, and given them 
the victory.

OT long after this, Lyſtas the king's protec- 2 | 
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2 And when he had gathered about fourſcore 
thouſand, with all the horſemen, he came againſt 
the Jews, thinking to make the city an habitation 
of the Gentiles, WE | 

3 1 And to make a gain of the temple, as of 
the other chapels of the heathen, and to ſet the 
_ tigh-prieſthood to ſale every year: 

4 Not at all conſidering the power of God, 
but puffed up with his ten thouſands of footmen, 
and his thouſands of horſemen, and his fourſcore 
elephants. 1 

5 So he came to Judea, and drew near to 
Bethſura, which was a ſtrong town, but diftant 
from Jeruſalem about five furlongs, and he laid 
ſore ſiege unto it. 

6 Now when they that were with Maccabeus 
heard that he beſieged the holds, they and all 
the people, with lamentation and tears, beſought 
the Lord, that he would ſend a good angel to 
deliver lirael. 

5 Then Maccabeus himſelf firſt of all took 
weapons, exhorting the other that they would 
jeopard themſelves together with him to help 
their brethren : ſo they went forth together with 
a willing mind. 

84 And as they were at Jeruſalem, there 
appeared before them on horſeback one in white 
clothing, ſhaking his armour of gold. 

9 Ihen they praiſed the merciful God altoge- 
ther, and took heart, inſomuch that they were 

ready, not only to fight with men, but with 

moſt cruel beaſts, and to pierce through walls of 

iron. 

10 Thus

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| 10 Thus they marched forward in their ar- 
mour, having an helper from heaven: for the 
Lord was merciful unto them. 

11 And giving a charge upon their enemies 
like lions, they flew eleven thouſand footmen, 
and ſixteen hundred horſemen, and * all the 
other to flight. 

12 Many of them alſo being wounded, ef 
caped naked ; and Lyſias himſelf fled away ſhame- 
_ and ſo eſcaped ; 

3 Who, as he was a man of underſtanding, 

* 4 with himſelf what loſs he had had, and 

conſidering that the Hebrews could not be over- 

come, becauſe the almighty God helped them, 
he ſent unto them, 

14 And perſuaded them to agree to all rea- 
ſonable —— and promiſed that he would 
perſuade the king, that he — needs be a friend 
unto them. 

15 Then Maccabeus conſented to all that 
Lyſias deſired, being careful of the common 
good; and whatſoever Maccabeus wrote unto 
Lyſias concerning the Jews, the king granted it. 
16 © For there were letters written unto the 
Jews from Lyſias to this effect: Lyſias unto the 
m_ of the Jews fendeth greeting.

18 Therefore what things ſoever were meet to 
be reported to the king, I have declared them, 
and he hath granted as much as might be.

22 Now the kings letter contained theſe || { 
words : King Antiochus unto his brother Ain \ 
ſendeth greeting. 


22 Since our father is tranſlated unto the | 
gods, our will is, that they that are in our realm | 
live quietly, that every one may attend upon his | 
own affairs. 
24 We underſtand alſo, that the Jews would 
not conſent to our father, for to be brought unto | 
the cuſtom of the Gentiles, but had rather keep 
their own manner of living: for the which cauſe 
they require of us, that we ſhould ſuffer them to 
live after their own laws. | 
25 Wherefore our mind is, that this nation 
- ſhall be in reſt, and we have determined to re- 
ſtore them their temple, that they may live ac- 
cording to the cuſtoms of their forefathers. 
26 Thou ſhalt do well therefore to ſend un- 
to them, and grant them peace, that when they 
are certiſied of our mind, they may be of good 
comfort, and ever go cheerfully about their own 


affairs. 


27 And the letter of the king unto the nation 
4. , O 
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of the Jews was after this manner: King Anti- 
ochus fendeth greeting unto the council, and the 
reſt of the Jews. 

28 If ye fare well, we have our deſire, we are 

alſo in good health. 

29 Menelaus declared unto us, that your de- 
fire was to return home, and to follow your own 
buſineſs : 

go Wherefore they that will depart, ſhall have 
aße conduct, till the thirtieth day of Xanthicus 
with ſecurity. 

31 Andthe Jews ſhall uſe their own kind of 
meats, and laws, as before ; and none -of them 
any manner of ways ſhall be moleſted for things 
ignorantly done. 

32 I have ſent allo Menelaus, that he may 
comfort you. 

33 Fare ye well. In the hundred forty and 
eighth year, and in the fifteenth day of the 
month Xanthicus. 

34 The Romans alſo ſent unto them a letter 
containing theſe words : Quintus Memmius, and 
Titus Manlius ambaſſadors of the Romans, fend 
grecting unto the people of the Jews. 

35 Whatſoever Lyſias the king's couſin hath 
granted, therewith we alſo are well pleaſed. 

36 But touching ſuch things as he judged to 
be referred to the king, after you have adviſed 
thereof, ſend one forthwith, that we may declare 
as it is convenient for you: for we are now 805 
ing to Antioch. 

37 Therefore ſend ſome with ſpeed, that we 
may know what is your mind.

CHAP. XII. 


1. The king's lieutenants vex the Jews. 22. Timotheus 


armies overthrown. 


HEN theſe covenants were made, Lyſias 
went unto the king, and the Jews were 
about their huſbandry. 

2 But of the governors of ſeveral places, Ti- 
motheus, and Apollonius the ſon of Genneus, alſo 
Hieronymus, and Demophon, and beſides them 
Nicanor the governor of Cyprus, would not 
ſuffer them to be quiet, and live in peace. 

3 The men of Joppe alſo did ſuch an ungodly 
deed :. they prayed the Jews that dwelt among 


them, to go with their wives and children into 


the boats which they had prepared, as though 
they had meant them no hurt. 

4 Who accepted of it according to the com- 
mon decree of the city, as being deſirous to live 
in peace, and ſuſpecting nothing: but when they 
were gone forth into the deep, they drowned 
no leſs than two hundred of them. 

5 When Judas heard of this cruelty done un- 
to his countrymen, he commanded thoſe that 
were with them to make them ready. 

6 And calling upon God, the righteous Judge, 
he came againſt thoſe murderers of his brethren, 
and burnt the haven by night, and ſet the boats 
on fire, and thoſe that fled thither he flew. 


7 And when the town was ſhut up, he went 
| backward

backward, as if he would return to root out 
all them of the city of Joppe. 

8 But when he heard that the Jamnites were 
minded to do in like manner unto the Jews that 
dwelt among them, Ty 

g He came upon the Jamnites alſo by night, 
and ſet fire on the haven and the navy, ſo that 
the light of the fire was ſeen at Jeruſalem, two 
hundred and forty furlongs off. 

10 Now when they were gone from thence, 
nine furlongs in their journey toward Timotheus, 
no fewer than five thouſand men on foot, and five 
hundred horlemen of the Arabians ſet upon 
him. 

11 Whereupon there was a very ſore battle; 
but Judas fide by the help of God got the victory, 
ſo that the Nomades of Arabia being overcome, 
beſought Judas for peace, promiſing both to give 
him cattle, and to pleaſure him otherwiſe. 

12 Then Judas thinking indeed, that they 
would be profitable in many things, granted them 
peace: whereupon they ſhook hands, and fo 
they departed to their tents. 

13 He went alſo about to make a bridge to a 
certain ſtrong city, which was fenced about with 
walls, and inhabited by people of divers coun- 
tries: and the name of it was Caſpis. | 

14 But they that were within it, put ſuch truſt 
in the ſtrength of the walls, and proviſion of vic- 
tuals, that they behaved themſelves rudely to- 
wards them that were with Judas, railing, and 
blaſpheming, and uttering ſuch words as were 


not to be ſpoken. 
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15 Wherefore Judas with his company, call- 
ing upon the great Lord of the world (who with- 
out any rams, or engines of war, did caſt down 
Jericho in the time of Joſhua) gave a fierce aſ- 
fault againſt the walls, 

16 And took the city by the will of God, and 
made unſpeakable flaughters, inſomuch that a 
lake two furlongs broad, near adjoining there- 
unto, being filled full, was ſeen running with 
blood. 

17 Then departed thay from thence ſeven 
hundred and fifty furlongs, and came to Chara- 
ca, unto the Jews that are called Tubieni. 

18 But as for Timotheus, they found him not 
in the places : for before he had diſpatched any 
thing, he departed from thence, having left a 
very ſtrong garriſon in a certain hold. 

19 Howbeit, Doſitheus and Sofipater, who 
were of Maccabeus' captains, went forth, and 
flew thoſe that Timotheus had left in the for- 
treſs, above ten thouſand men. 

20 And Maccabeus ranged his army by bands, 
and ſet them over the bands, and went againſt 
Timotheus, who had about him an hundred and 
twenty thouſand men of foot, and two thouſand 
and five hundred horſemen. 

21 Now when Timotheus had knowledge of 
Judas coming, he ſent the women and children, 
and the other baggage unto a fortreſs called Car- 
nion ; (for the town was hard to beſiege, and un- 
ealy to come unto, by reaſon of the ſtraitneſs 
of all the places.) 

221 But 
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22 J But when Judas his firſt band came in 
ſight, the enemies (being ſmitten with fear and 
terror, through the appearing of him that ſeeth 


all things) fled amain, one running this way, 


another that way, ſo as that they were often 
hurt of their own men, and wounded with the 
points of their own ſwords. 

23 Judas alſo was very earneſt in purſuing 
them, killing thoſe wicked wretches, of whom 
he flew about thirty thouſand men. 

24 Moreover, Timotheus himſelf fell into the 
hands of Doſitheus and Soſipater, whom he 
beſought with much craft to let him go with his 
life, becauſe he had many of the Jews parents, 
and the brethren of ſome of them, who if they 
had put him to death, ſhould not be regarded. 

25 So when he had aſſured them with many 
words, that he would reſtore them without hurt, 
according to the agreement, they let him go for 
the faving of their brethren. 

26 Then Maccabeus marched forth to Car- 
nion, and to the temple of Atargatis, and there 
he ſlew five and twenty thouſand perſons. 


27 And after he had put to flight and de- 


ſtroyed them, Judas removed the hoſt towards 


Ephron, a ſtrong city, wherein Lyſias abode, and 
a great multitude of divers nations, and the 


ſtrong young men kept the walls, and defended 


them mightily : wherein allo was great proviſion 


of engines and darts. 

28 But when judas and his company had 
called upon almighty God, (who with his power 
breaketh the ſtrength of his enemies) they wan 


the 
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the city, and ſlew twenty and five thouſand of 


them that were within. 


29 From thence they departed to Scythopolis, 
which lieth fix hundred furlongs from Jeruſa- 


lem. 


30 But when the Jews that dwelt there, had 


teſtified that the Scythopolitans dealt lovingly 
with them, and entreated them kindly in the 


time of their adverſity; 

31 They gave them thanks deſiring them to 
be friendly ſtill unto them: and ſo they came to 
Jeruſalem, the feaſt of the weeks approaching. 


32 And after the feaſt called Pentecoſt, they 


went forth againſt Gorgias the governor of Idu- 
mea, | 


33 Who came out with three thouſand men 


of foot, and four hundred horſemen. 


34 And it happened that in their fighting to- 


gether, a few of the Jews were ſlain. 


35 At which time Doſitheus, one of Bace- 
nors company, who was on horſeback, and a 
ſtrong man, was ſtill upon Gorgias, and taking 
hold of his coat, drew him by force ; and when 
he would have taken that curſed man alive, a 
horſeman of Thracia coming upon him, ſmote 


off his ſhoulder, ſo that Gorgias fled unto Ma-

36 Now when they that were with Gorgias 
had fought long, and were weary, Judas called 


upon the Lord, that he would ſhew himſelf to 
be their helper and leader of the battle. 


37 And with that he began in his own lan- 
guage, and ſung pſalms with a loud voice. and 


ruſhing 
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raſhing unawares upon Gorgias men, he put 
them to flight. 

38 So Judas gathered his hoſt, and came into 
the city Odollam. And when the ſeventh day 
came, they purified themſelves (as the cuſtom 
was) and kept the ſabbath in the ſame place. 

39 And upon the day following, as the uſe 
had been, Judas and his company came to take 
up the bodies of them that were ſlain, and to 
bury them with their kinſmen in their fathers 
graves. 

40 Now under the coats of every one that 
was ſlain, they found things conſecrated to the 
idols of the Jamnites, which is forbidden the 
Jews by the law. Then every man ſaw that 
this was the cauſe wherefore they were ſlain. 

41 All men therefore praiſing the Lord, the 
righteous Judge, who had opened the things that 
were hid, | 

42 Betook themſelves unto prayer, and be- 
ſought him that the fin committed might wholly 
be put out of remembrance. Beſides that, noble 


Judas exhorted the people to keep themſelves 


from ſin, forſomuch as they ſaw before their 
eyes the things that came to paſs, for the ſins of 
thoſe that were lain. 

43 And when he had made a gathering 
throughout the company, to the ſum of two 
thouſand drachms of ſilver, he ſent it to Jeruſa- 
lem, to offer a ſin- offering, doing therein very 
well and honeſtly, in that he was mindful of the 
reſurrection ; | 

44 (For if he, had not hoped that they that 


Were 
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were ſlain ſhould have riſen again, it had been 
ſuperfluous and vain to pray for the dead.) 

45 And allo in that he perceived that there 
was great. favour laid up for. thoſe that died 
godly, (it was an holy and good thought) where- 
upon he made reconciliation for the dead, that 


they might be delivered from ſin.

inſtrument, which on every ſide hanged down 


into the aſhes. 
6 And whoſoever was condemned of ſacri- 


ledge, or had committed any other grievous 


crime, there did all men thruſt him unto death. 

7 Such a death it happened that wicked man 
to die, not having ſo much as burial in th 
earth, and that moſt juſtly. rt. 0D 

8 For inſomuch as he had committed many 
ſins about the altar, whole fire arid aſhes were 
holy, he received his death in aſhes. 8 

9 Now the king came with a barbarous and 
haughty mind, to do far worſe to the Jews than 
had been done in his father's time. 

10 Which things when Judas perceived, he 
commanded the multitude to call upon the 
Lord night and day, that if ever at any other 
time, he would now alſo help them, being at 


the point to be put from their law, from their 


country, and from the holy temple : 

11 And that he would not ſuffer the people, 
that had even now been but little refreſhed, to 
be in ſubjection to the blaſphemous nations. 


12 So when they had all done this together, 
and beſought the merciful Lord, with weeping 


and faſting, and lying flat upon the ground 
4 H. three 
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three days long, Judas having exhorted them, 
commanded they ſhould be in a readineſs. 
13 And Judas being apart with the elders, de- 
termined, before the king's hoſt ſhould enter into 


| Judea, and get the city, to go forth and try the 


matter in fight by the help of the Lord. 

14 So when he had committed all to the 
Creator of the world, and exhorted his ſoldiers 
to fight manfully, even unto death, for the laws, 
the temple, the city, the country, and the com- 
monwealth, he camped by Modin : 

15 And having given the watch-word to them 
that were about him, Victory is of God; with 
the moſt valiant and choice young men, he went 
in into the king's tent by night, and ſlew in the 
camp about four thouſand men, and the chiefeſt 
of the elephants, with all that were upon him. 


16 And at laſt they filled the camp with fear 


and tumult, and departed with good ſucceſs. 
17 This was done in the break of the day, be- 
cauſe the protection of the Lord did help. 
18 Now when the king had taken a taſte of 


the manlineſs of the Jews, he went about to take 
the holds by policy, 


19 And marched towards Bethſura, which 


was a ſtrong hold of the Jews : but he was put 
to flight, failed, and loſt of his men. 

20 For Judas had conveyed unto them that 
were in it, ſuch things as were neceſſary. 

21 But Rhodocus, who was in the Jews hoſt, 
diſcloſed the ſecrets to the enemies ; therefore 
he was ſought out, and when they had gotten 
him, they put him in priſon.

22 The king treated with them in Bethſura 
the ſecond time, gave his hand, took theirs, de- 
parted, fought with Judas, was overcome; 

23 1 Heard that Philip, who was left over the 
affairs in Antioch was deſperately bent, con- 
founded, intreated the Jews, ſubmitted himſelf, 
and ſware to all equal conditions, agreed with 
them, and offered ſacrifice, honoured the tem- 
ple, and dealt kindly with the place, 

24 And accepted well of Maccabeus, made 
him principal governor from Ptolemais unto 
the Gerrhenians : 

25 Came to Ptolemais: the people there were 
grieved for the covenants ; for they ſtormed be- 
cauſe they would make their covenants void. 

26 Lyſias went up to the judgment-ſeat, ſaid 
as much as could be in defence of the cauſe, 
perſwaded, pacified, made them well affected, 
returned to Antioch. Thus it went touching 
the king's coming and departing. |

A FTER three years was Judas informed,

Three years afterwards Judas receiv- 
ed intelligence that Demetrius had 
recovered his kingdom, and flain 
Antiochus and his tutor Lyſias. Al- 
cimus who had been formerly high 
prieſt, but depoſed for favouring and 


then, in hopes of regaining the ſay 
cerdotal dignity, by a plauſible re- 
preſentation of his caſe to Demetrius, 


goes to him, and as an earneſt of his 


ſincere ſubmiſhon and loyal inten- 


tions, preſents the king with a crown 


of gold, a palm, and certain boughs 
which had been conſecrated to thy

3 Now one Alcimus, who had been high 
prieſt, and had defiled himſelf wilfully in the 
times of their mingling with the Gentiles, ſee- 
ing that by no means he could ſave himſelf, nor 
have any more acceſs to the holy altar, 

4 Came to king Demetrius in the hundred 
and one and fiftieth year, preſenting unto him a 
crown of gold and a palm, and alſo of the

and fo that day he held his peace. 
5 Howbeit, having gotten opportunity to fur- 
8 his fooliſh enterpriſe, and being called into 
counſel by Demetrius, and aſked how the Jews 
ſtood affected, and what they intended, he an- 


ſwered thereunto, 


6 4 Thoſe of the Jews that be called Aſſi- 


deans, (whoſe captain 1s Judas Maccabeus) nou- 
riſh war, and are ſeditious, and will not let the 
realm be in peace. 

7 Therefore I, being deprived of mine an- 

ceſtors honour, (I mean the high prieſthood) am 
now come hither : 
8 Firſt, verily for the unfeigned care I have of 
things pertaining to the king; and ſecondly, 
even for that I intended the good of mine own 
countrymen : for all our nation is in no ſmall 
miſery through the unadviſed dealing of them 
aforeſaid. 

9 Wherefore, O king, Seeing thou knoweſt 

all

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all theſe things, be careful for the country, and 
our nation, which is preſſed on every ſide, ac- 


cording to the clemency that thou readily ſhew- 


eſt unto all. 
10 For as long as judas liveth, it is not poſſi- 
ble that the ſtate ſhould be quiet. | 
11 This was no. ſooner ſpoken of him, but 
others of the king's friends being maliciouſly ſet 
againſt Judas, did more incenſe Demetrius. 
12 And forthwith calling Nicanor, who had 


- 


been maſter of the elephants, and making him 


governor over Judea, he ſent him forth, 

13 Commanding him to ſlay Judas, and to 
ſcatter them that were with him, and to make 
Alcimus high prieſt of the great temple. 

14 Then the heathen that had fled out of Ju- 
dea from Judas, came to Nicanor by flocks, 


thinking the harm and calamities of the Jews to 


be their welfare. 


' 15 Now when the Jews heard of Nicanors 
coming, and that the heathen were up againſt 


them, they caſt earth upon their heads, and 


made ſupplication to him that had eſtabliſhed his 


people for ever, and who always helpeth his 


portion with manifeſtation of his preſence. 

16 So at the commandment of the captain, 
they removed ſtraitways from thence, and came 
near unto them at the town of Deſſau. 

17 Now Simon Judas brother had joined bat- 
tle with Nicanor, but was ſomewhat diſcomfited, 
through the ſudden filence of his enemies. 

18 J Nevertheleſs, Nicanor hearing of the 
manlineſs of them that were with Judas, and the 

couragiouſneſs 
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couragiouſneſs that they had to fight for their 

country, durſt not try the matter by the ſword. 
19 Wherefore he ſent Poſidonius, and Theo- 

dotus, and Mattathias, to make peace. 

20 So When they had taken long adviſement 
thereupon, and the captain had made the mul- 
titude acquainted therewith, and it appeared 
that they were all of one mind, they conſented 
to the covenants, 

21 And appointed a day to meet in together 
by themſelves: and when the day came, and 
SOT were ſet for either of them, 

22 Judas placed armed men ready i in conve- 
ment places, leſt ſome treachery ſhould be ſud- 
denly practiſed by the enemies; ſo they made a 
peaceable conference. 

23 Now Nicanor abode in Jeruſalem, and 
did no hurt, but ſent away the people that came 
flocking unto him. 

24 And he would not willingly have Judas 
out of his ſight : for he loved the man from his 
ont 

5 He prayed him alſo to take a wife, and to 
1 children: ſo he married, was quiet, and 
took part of this life. 

26 But Alcimus perceiving the love that was 
betwixt them, and conſidering the covenants 
that were made, came to Demetrius, and told 
him that Nicanor was not well affected towards 
the ſtate; for that he had ordained Judas, a 
traitor to his realm, to be the kings ſucceſſor. 
27 Then the king being in a rage, and pro- 
5 7 with the accuſations of the moſt wicked 


man, 


-

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man, wrote to Nicanor, ſignifying that he was 
much diſpleaſed with the covenants, and com- 
manding him that he ſhould ſend Maccabeus pri- 
ſoner in all haſte unto Antioch. 

28 When this came to Nicanor's hearing, he 
was much confounded in himſelf, and took it 


grievouſly, that he ſhould make void the arti- 
cles which were agreed upon, the man being in 


no fault. 


29 But becauſe there was no dealing againſt 
the king, he watched his time to accompliſh this 
thing by policy. 

30 Notwithſtanding, when Maccabeus ſaw that 
Nicanor began to be churlifh unto him, and that 
he intreated him more roughly than he was wont, 
perceiving that ſuch ſour behaviour came not of 
good, he gathered together not a few of his men, 
and withdrew himſelf from Nicanor. 

31 But the other knowing that he was notably 
prevented by Judas policy, came into the great 
and holy temple, and commanded the prieſts that 
were offering their uſual ſacrifices, to deliver him 
the man. 


32 And when they {ware that they could not 
tell where the man was whom he ſought, 


33 He ſtretched out his right hand toward the 


temple, and made an oath in this manner: If 


you will not deliver me Judas as a priſoner, I 
will lay this temple of God even with the ground, 
and I will break down the altar, and erect a no- 

table temple unto Bacchus. 
34 After thoſe words he departed: Then the 
prieſts lift up their hands towards heaven, and 
beſought 
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beſought him that was ever a defender of their 
nation, ſaying in this manner, 


35 Thou, O Lord of all things, who haſt need 


of nothing, waſt pleaſed that the temple of thine 
habitation ſhall be among us: ; 
36 Therefore now, O holy Lord of all holi- 
neſs, keep this houſe ever undefiled, which lately 
was cleanſed, and ſtop every unrighteous mouth. 
37 Now was there accuſed unto Nicanor, one 
Razis, one of the elders of Jeruſalem, a lover of 


his countrymen, and a man of very good report, 


who for his kindneſs was called a father of the 


| Jews. 


38 For in the former times when they min- 
gled not themſelves with the Gentiles, he had 
been accuſed of Judaiſm, and did boldly jeopard 
his body and life with all vehemency, for the re- 
ligion of the Jews. 

39 So Nicanor willing to declare the hate that 


he bare unto the Jews, ſent above five hundred 


men of war to take him. 6 
40 For he thought by taking him, to do the 
Jews much hurt. 

41 Now when the multitude would have ta- 
ken the tower, and violently broken into the 
utter door, and bad that fire ſhould be brought 
to burn it, he being ready to be taken on every 
ſide, fell upon his ſword ; | 

42 Chooſing rather to die manfully, than to 
come into the hands of the wicked, to be abuſed 
otherwiſe than beſeemed his noble birth : 

43 But miſſing his ſtroke through haſte, the 
multitude alſo ruſhing within the doors, he ran 


boldly

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boldly up to the wall, and caſt himſelf down 
manfully amongſt the thickeſt of them. 
44 But they quickly giving back, and a ſpace 
being made, he fell down into the midſt of the 
void place. r | 

45 Nevertheleſs, while there was yet breath 
within him, being inflamed with anger, he roſe 
up, and though his blood guſhed out like ſpouts 
of water, and his wounds were grievous, yet he 
ran through the midſt of the throng ; and ſtand- 
ing upon a ſteep rock, | 

46 4 When as his blood was now quite gone, 
he plucked out his bowels, and taking them in 
both his hands, he caſt them upon the throng, 
and calling upon the Lord of life and ſpirit to 
reſtore him thoſe again, he thus died. 


f C H A-. X. 
5. Nicanor's blaſphemy. 28. He is ſdain. 
UT Nicanor hearing that Judas and his com- 


pany were in the ſtrong places about Sama- 
ria, reſolved without any danger to ſet upon 
them on the ſabbath-day. 

2 Nevertheleſs, the Jews that were compelled 
to go with him, ſaid, O deſtroy not fo cruelly, 
and barbarouſly, but give honour: to that day, 
which he that ſeeth all things, hath honoured 
with holineſs, above other days.

6 So Nicanor in exceeding pride and haughti- 
neſs, determined to ſet up a public monument 
of his victory over Judas, and them that were 
with him. yt 

7 But Maccabeus had ever ſure confidence 


that the Lord would help him: 


8 Wherefore he exhorted his people not to 
fear the coming of the heathen againſt them, but 
to remember the help which in former times 


they had received from heaven, and now to ex- 


pett the victory and aid which ſhould come unto 
them from the Almighty. £ 
9 And ſo comforting them out of the law and 
the prophets, and withal putting them in mind 
of the battles that they won afore, he made them 
more cheerful. -- 

10 And when he had ſtirred up their minds, 
he gave them their charge, ſhewing them there- 
withal the falſhood of the heathen, and the 
breach of oaths. 

11 Thus he armed every one of them, not ſo 
much with defence of ſhields and ſpears, as with 
comfortable and good words: and beſides that, 
he+old them a dream worthy to be believed, as 
if it had been ſo indeed, which did not a lit- 
tle:rejoice them. _ | ” 

12 And this was his viſion, That Onias *

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had been high prieſt, a virtuous and a good man, 
reverend in converſation, gentle in condition, 
well ſpoken alſo, and exerciſed from a child in 


all points of virtue, holding up his hands, prayed 


for the whole body of the Jews. 

13 This done, in like manner there appeared 
a man with gray hairs, and exceeding glorious, 
who was of a wonderful and excellent majeſty. 

14 Then Onias anſwered, ſaying, This is a 
lover of the brethren, who prayeth much for the 
people, and for- the holy city, to wit, Jeremias 
the prophet of God. 

15 Whereupon Jeremias holding forth his 


right hand, gave to Judas a ſword of gold, and 


in giving it, ſpake thus, 

16 Take this holy ſword, a gift from God, 
with the which thou ſhalt wound the adver- 
ſaries. 

17 Thus being well comforted by the words 
of Judas, which were very good, and able to ſtir 
them them up to valour, and to encourage the 
hearts of the young men, they determined not 
to pitch camp, but couragiouſly to ſet upon them, 
and manfully to try the matter by conflict, be- 
cauſe the city and the ſanctuary, and the temple 
were in danger. 

18 For the care that they took for their wives, 
and their children, their brethren and kinsfolks, 


was in leaſt account with them: but the greateſt 


and principal fear was for the holy temple. 


19 Alſo they that were in the city, took not 


the leaſt care, being troubled for the conflict 
abroad. 


20 And

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20 And now, when as all looked what ſhould 
be the trial, and the enemies were already come 


near, and the army was ſet in array, and the 
beaſts conveniently placed, and the horſemen ſet 


in wings, 


21 Maccabeus ſeeing the coming of the multi- 
tude, and the divers preparations of armour, and 
the fierceneſs of the beaſts, ſtretched out his 
hands towards heaven, and called upon the Lord 


that worketh wonders, knowing that victory 


cometh not by arms, but even as 1t ſeemeth good 
to him, he giveth it to ſuch as are worthy. 

22 Therefore in his prayer, he ſaid after this 
manner: O Lord, thou didſt ſend thine angel in 


© the time of Ezekias king of Judea, and didſt {lay 


in the hoſt of Sennacherib, an hundred fourſcore 
and five thouſand. 


23 Wherefore now alſo, O Lord of heaven, 


end a good angel before us for a fear and dread 
unto them. 


24 And through the might of thine arm, let 
thoſe be ſtricken with terror that come againſt 
thy holy people to blaſpheme. And he ended 
thus. 

25 Then Nicanor, and they that were with 
him, came forward with trumpets and ſongs. 

26 But judas and his company encountered 
the enemies with invocation and prayer. 

27 So that fighting with their hands, and 


* praying unto God with their hearts, they flew no 


leſs than thirty and five thouſand men: for 


through the appearance of God they were greatly 


cheered. 
28 4 Now 
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28 4 Now when the battle was done, return- 
ing again with joy, they knew that Nicanor lay 
dead 1n his harnels. 915 q 

29 Then they made a great ſhout and a noiſe, | | 
praiſing the Almighty in their own language. | 

30 And Judas who was ever the chief defen- if 
der of the citizens, both in body and mind, and | 
who continued his love towards his countrymen | 
all his life, commanded to ſtrike off Nicanor's {0 
head and his hand, with his ſhoulder, and bring 
them to Jeruſalem. 

31 So when he was there, and had called 
them of his nation together, and ſet the prieſts 
before the altar, ſent for them that were of the 
tower, 

32 And ſhewed them vile Nicanors head, 
and the hand of that blaſphemer, which with 1 
proud brags he had ſtretched out againſt the holy li 
temple of the Almighty. | a | 

33 And when he had cut out the tongue of | 
that ungodly Nicanor, he commanded that they * 
ſhould give it by pieces unto the fowls, and 
hang up the reward of his madneſs before the 
temple. | 

34 So every man praiſed toward the heaven | 
the glorious Lord, ſaying, Bleſſed be he that 
hath kept his own place undefiled. 

35 He hanged alſo Nicanor's head upon the 
tower, an evident and manifeſt ſign unto all of 
the help of the Lord. |

36 And they ordained all with a common de- 
cree, in no caſe to let that day paſs without ſo- 


| lemnity, but to celebrate the thirteenth day a 
the 
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the twelfth month, which in the Syrian tongue 
is called Adar, the day before Mardocheus' day. 
37 Thus went it with Nicanor: and from that 
time forth, the Hebrews had the city in their 
power. And here will I make an end. 

38 And if I have done well, and as is fitting 
tte ſtory, it is that which I defired : but if ſlen- 
derly, and meanly, it is that which I could attain 
unto. , 8 | 
9309 For as it is hurtful to drink wine, or water

4 The WISDOM of SOLOMON. 
Wiſdom of 18 book is called The Wiſdom of Solomon, becauſe it 
* contains ſome of his moſt uſeful and important thaxims. 
The Greeks quote it by the title of Panaretes, that is, A Treaſury 
lof all the Virtues, or thoſe moral Precepts which lead us to the 
Practice of them. Wiſdom conſequently implies here, as it does 
in the Proverbs and Pſalms, the duties of religion as well as mora- 
lity. This book may be divided into two parts: The firſt of 
which contains a deſcription or encomium of Wiſdom ; and the 
ſecond, beginning at l x. a long diſcourſe in the form of 
prayers, wherein the author admires, praiſes, and recommends the 
wiſdom of God, and ſhews the extreme folly of his enemies. The 
ſix firſt chapters are a preface to the reſt of the work, and a kind 
| of abridgment of the nine firſt chapters of the book of Pro- 
* verbs. Kae ſeventh and eighth the author aſſumes the name of 
* Solomon, and propoſes him as an example, and gives us an elabo- 
rate man © of his happy reign and remarkable wiſdom, agree- 


ably to 1 Kings. The ninth chapter is a paraphraſe on the prayer 
of Solomon, contained in 1 Kings wi. From the tenth 


chapter to the end of the book, is a continuation of the ſame 
prayer. :

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The WISDOM of JESUS the Son of SIRACH, or 
ECCLESIASTICUS. 


n T7, is probable the title of Eccleſiaſticus was given to this book, 


becauſe it is an imitation of the Eccleſiaſtes of Solomon. The 
author has copied Solomon's method of teaching morality by 
ſentences or maxims. The Greeks name it The Wiſdom, or 
{Paranetos of Jeſus the Son of Sirach ; it being, as was obſerved 
{concerning the Book of Wiſdom, A Treaſury or Treatiſe of all 
the Moral Virtues : and indeed this book richly deſerves ſuch a 
title, as there is not any virtue which it does not recommend, nor 
any vice which it does not expoſe and diſcourage. This book was 
originally compoſed for the uſe of thoſe who were willing to regu- 
late their lives able to the divine laws; nor can it fail of pro- 
ducing thoſe effects which it was intended to produce, if read 
with impartiality, with attention, and with a deſign of making it 
a principle of condutt.

Pk. HE ſubjedt of this book is, an epiſtle ſent, or feigned to be 


at Babylon, to their brethren the Jews, that were ſtill left in Judea 
and Jeruſalem, with an hiſtorical preface premiſed, in which it 
is related how Baruch, being then at Babylon, did in the name of 
the ſame king and the people, by their appointment draw up the 
ſaid epiſtle, and afterwards read it to them for their 1 
and that a great collection being then made, the epiſſle with the 
money was ſent to Jeruſalem. As this book is not in the He- 
brew, the Jews have deſervedly ſuſpected its authenticity; and 
what St. Jerome ſays of the Epiſtle of Jeremiah, annexed to it, 
may be ſaid of the whole, that it is ſpurious. It probably was 
the produttion of an Helleniſtical Jew, who made uſe of Baruch's 
name, according to the cuſtom of the time in which he wrote. 
| The SONG of the THREE CHILDREN. 
Song of HOUGH the earlieſt ages of Chriſtianity received this addi- 
988 tion as apocryphal, yet they read eſteemed it a good 
formulary of pious thoughts, and devout prayers, to be uſed in 
the midſt of extreme calamity, and imminent, dangers. From the 
tenth verſe it a to have been compoſed on the ſame plan 
with the book of Bacuch, and is ſuppoſed to have been written by 
the ſame, or a cotemporary author. 


The HISTORY of SUSANNA. 
Hiſtory of HIS book is extant neither in the Hebrew nor Chaldee lan- 
ages, and never was received by the Jews into their canon. 
The Talmudic writers, however, give ſome countenance to this 
hiſtory ; for according to them, there were two elders, named 
Ahab and Zedekias, who were famous for intrigue, and attempted 
the chaſtity of Suſanna, for which they were put to death ; not by 


ſtoning, but by fire; and that not -by the ſentence of the Jews, : 


but by the ſentence of Nabuchodonoſor. They add, that ws

Be- 
ſides, what is mentioned concerning Habbakuk is without autho- 
rity, and is irreconcileable with hiſtory ; he living before the reign 
of Nabuchodonoſor, and theſe facts being performed under that 
of Cyrus. The little notice that Origen, Apollinarius, and Euſe- 
bius have. taken of this book, is a ſtrong preſumption that they 
did not think it authentic: and as St. Jerome gives it no bettes 


title than The Fable of Bel and the Dragon, we need not heſitate 
to pronouce it fabulous. 


The PRAYER of MANASSES King of Juda. 
5 N Prayer being unknown to the ancient Jewiſh church, 
probably is the reaſon it is not received as Eanonical, or as 
wrote by Manaſſes himſelf; though there is an expreſſion in 
2 Chron. xxxiii. 19, which ſhews, at leaſt, that there was ſuch a 
prayer of his compoſing kept upon record; and it is ſcarce poſſible 


to pen one more expreſſive of his miſery and repentance, than 
this before us. 


The FIRST and SECOND BOOKS of MACCABEES. 
HE Two Books of the Maccabees are hiſtorical : the firſt 


: claims the preference, 1 for its authenticity; as it is 


ſupported by the authority of Joſephus; but certainly for its ac- 
curacy and elegance; in point of which, it has the ſuperiority: 


it 18 alſo a regular hiſtory; whereas the ſecond ſeems rather to 
be a collection of ſome valuable 1 relating to the Jewiſh 


hiſtory, connected with the tranſactions recorded in the firſt 
book. It may not be improper to obſerve, that the doctrine of 


a future ſtate is mentioned as publicly known to the Jews, in the 


detail which is given of the martyrs for the Jewiſh faith: on 
this account, ſome have urged the neceſſity of receiving theſe 
books as canonical; but arguments of greater force may be 
fetched from a different topic, when we have recourſe to him 
who had the words of eternal hfe, and brought light and immortality 
to light through the goſpel. Whatever may be determined con- 
cerning canonical authority, it cannot but be confeſſed, that the 
hiſtory of the martyrs ſeems to be confirmed by the author of 
the epiſtle to the Hebrews, chap. xi. who gives us a noble enco- 
mium of the intrepidity and conſtancy of thoſe heroes. The 
principal incidents recorded in theſe two books are as follow. 
Alexander the Great, king of Macedonia, paſſeth out of Eu- 
rope into Aſia, and begins to lay waſte the Perſian empire. 
Manaſſes, brother to Jaddus the high pu refuſing to put

Gus Simon, a man of the tribe of Benjamin, governor of the 
temple, falling out with Onias the high prieſt, goes to Apollo- 
nius the governor of Cœloſyria, and mforms him that there is a 
vaſt — in the temple: * e acquaints king Se 
his maſter with it, who preſently ſends his treaſurer Heliodorus 
to Jeruſalem, to bring this money away. Heliodorus entering
